Soviets plan purge of rank-and-file Communist

MOSCOW - The Soviet Union 


published Saturday the plans for a 
nationwide review of the Commun- 
ist Party's rank and file with the 
aim of purging those "not worthy of 
the high calling of Communist." 


The 14.5 million party members 


are viewed in this country as the 
model citizens who are expected to 
show the way to the rest of the na- 
tion's 245 million people in dedica- 
tion to the political principles of 
communism, in expertise and dili- 
gence on the job and in an irre- 


proachable style of personal living. 


Discussing the criteria to be used 


in the proposed purge, an editorial 
in Pravda, the party daily, said ex- 
aminers would be expected to ask 
themselves the following questions: 


"How 
does the Communist view 


his duties on the job as well as his 
party instructions? Is he constantly 
raising his.own ideological and pro- 
fessional level? How does he con- 
duct himself in everyday life?" 


The Pravda editorial made it 


plain that the purge was designed 
to transform the Soviet Communist 
Party into a more cohesive and 
dedicated political force that would 
insure implementation of the do- 


mestic and foreign policy objectives 
ordered by the Kremlin leadership. 


The occasion for the cleansing of 


party ranks is a long overdue re- 
placement of party cards to be car- 
ried out during 1973 and 1974. Party 
cards, the symbol of both political 
privilege and obligation in Soviet so- 
ciety, were last issued in 1955. 


Although the party overhaul is 


being defined as a party-card ex- 
change rather than a purge, the 
Pravda editorial said that the ex- 
change of cards would "of course, 
not be simply a mechanical act of 
issuing new party cards in return 
for the present cards." 


The editorial warned, however, 


against viewing the overhaul as an 
old-style party purge similar to 
those in the 1920's and 1930's when 
politically unreliable or even hostile 
members were eliminated from the 
rank and file and were often im- 
prisoned or worse. 


"Party purges of the past were 


designed to free the party of alien 
class elements," Pravcja said. "Un- 
der the conditions of a class strug- 
gle within the country, this' was es- 
sential to strengthen the party and 
raise its fighting capacity." 


The focus in the forthcoming 


purge is expected to be on passive 
members who seek to benefit from 
the political advantages of party 


membership without contributing to 
the party's effectiveness as a coor- 
dinating and organizing force in So- 
viet society. 


The Pravda editorial, covering 


half of the newspaper's front page, 
appeared to be a summary of a 
speech made Friday by Ivan V. 
Kapitonov, a high Kremlin official, 
at a closed party meeting laying 
plans for the purge. 


As a national secretary charged 


with supervising party organiza- 
tions and personnel, the 57-year-old 
Kapitonov will be the official direct- 
ly responsible for the drive to weed 
out inactive and unreliable mem- 
bers. 


He spoke Friday to a conf iy 


of regional party officials ands- 
litical commissars of the & 
forces, who, in turn, will be ri- 
sible for the purge within their 
party organizations. The meetn_ 
was attended by editors of leading 
newspapers and magazines, which 
will be expected to provide th« 
proper slant in publicizing the cam- 
paign. 


The plans for a nationwide clean- 


sing of party ranks were first dis- • 
closed at the party's 24th congress 
in the spring of 1971, but the actual 
order for implementing the purge 
was issued only at a meeting of tlw 
Central Committee last month.

NO VIET BREAK SEEN 
Kissinger vague on Asia

WASHINGTON - Henry A. Kis- 


- singer said Saturday that he had 
:. discussed the Vietnam War' at 


length with Chinese leaders but re- 
ported no clear signs of a break in 
the present diplomatic impasse. 


President Nixon's national securi- 


ty adviser returned to the capital 


' -Friday after nearly four days 


• of talks with Premier Chou En-lai 


and other Chinese officials and gave 
newsmen a general review of the 
trip at the While House Saturday 
morning. 


Kissinger expressed the hope that 


.a careful rereading of the peace 
proposals set forth in the Presi- 
' dent's May 8 address on. Vietnam, 
combined with sober reflection of 
its "failure" to achieve a military 
solution to the war, might in time 
persuade Hanoi's leadership to re- 
sume "serious" negotiations. 


But he said he agreed with a 


judgement expressed earlier Satur- 


day by Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers that there .were no 
"clear signs" of progress. He said 
it seemed logical to him that the 
Paris talks would resume when a 
major policy review now under way 
in Hanoi is completed, but that the 
key question is not whether the ene- 
my -is willing to talk but what it is 
prepared to offer. 


Kissinger seemed hopeful of prog- 


ress between the two countries on 
such bilateral issues as trade and 
cultural exchanges, and said he and 
his delegation. had been received 
with "extraordinary courtesy." But 
most of the questioning Saturday 
morning, and most of his comments 
dealt with Vietnam. 


When he left Washington eight 


days ago, it was widely believed 
here that, in addition to bilateral is- 
sues, Kissinger was anxious to 
probe the attitude of the Chinese 
leadership on two related ques- 
tions: Peking's willingness to nudge 
North Vietnam toward a settle- 
ment, and its ability to help ar- 
range a settlement.

On the first point, Kissinger said 


that no useful purpose could be 
served by disclosing details of his 
private conversations on China's at- 
titude on the war. 


"Events" he said, "will be more 


important than what we may say." 


He asserted that not only China 


but "all countries in the world now 
have an interest in bringing about a 
peaceful solution:" But he also not- 
ed that the Chinese were "men of 
principle" who were not prepared 
and had not been asked by the 
United States "either to betray its 
principles or to sit in judgment on 
its allies in North Vietnam." 


"We have no information about 


the relationship of North Vietnam 
to its two principal allies," Kissin- 
ger said. "We recognize that both 
the Soviet Union and the People's 
Republic of China are dedicated to 
their principles. These principles 
are not identical with ours and, of 
course, they have a close relation- 
ship to the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam. What fluetations these re- 
lationships may undergo at any 
particular time we are in no posi- 
tion to judge." 


In these and other comments, 


Kissinger appeared to be disclaim- 
ing any knowledge that Moscow 
and Peking might be prepared to 
ask Hanoi to soften its negotiating 
stance, without, however, foreclos- 
ing the possibility that this could 
happen.

The rampaging1 Susquehanna Riv- 


er flooded half of the northeastern

Widespread flooding was reported 


across the East Coast, mainly as a 
result of rains brought northward 
by tropical storm Agnes. 


At least 110 persons have been 


killed — excluding the new victims 
in New York, scores are missing 
and 370,000 have been left home- 
less. Damage has soared past the 
$1 billion mark. In Wilkes-Barre, 
dozens of helicopters worked in re- 
lays dropping food and fresh water 
to 600 persons stranded in their 
homes by the rising Susquehanna. 
They were not believed in immedi- 
ate danger, but the helicopter re- 
lays provided their only supplies. 


PRESIDENT NIXON flew over 


Pennsylvania and Maryland in an 
.Army helicopter earlier in the day. 
"We saw devastation everywhere," 
he said. 


Florida, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 


New York and Virginia have been 
declared disaster areas.

PERU, Ind. (UPI) - A hijacker 


who parachuted from a jetliner 
with more than $500,000 ransom 
money early Saturday was hunted 
by lawmen with dogs, planes and 
on foot in the woods and farm fields 
southeast of here. 


By nightfall police had found no 


trace of the man who bailed out at 
about 10,000 feet into darkness from 
the second American Airlines 727 
jet he commandeered. 


THE COMMAND post at Peru 


said the hunt had ended for the 
night but would be resumed "at 
first light" this morning. 


Police said when he jumped, the 


man was believed carrying the 
weapon, which the FBI said may 
have been a machine gun, with 
which he took control of the first 
plane at midafternoon Friday. 


He was also believed to have 


jumped with a canvas mail sack 
containing $502,500 handed over by 
the airline in St. Louis, Mo., and 
two shovels. 


James Martin, special agent in 


charge of the Indianapolis FBI of- 
fice, said late Saturday afternoon 
the search was concentrating in 
wooded area since aerial surveil- 
lance of the open country and farm 
fields, where crops are just up, had 
not led to any clues on the hijacker's 
whereabouts. 


The search area was widened and 


included a strip along the Wabash 
River southeast of here. The 12,830- 
acre Mississinewa Reservoir, five 
miles south of Peru, was being pa- 
trolled in boats by conservation of- 
ficers but there were no dragging 
operations. 


THE FBI WOULD not comment 


on possibilities that the hijacker 
may have been killed in his jump, 
that he had an accomplice on the 
ground and was spirited from the 
area before daylight, or what he 
might have intended to do with the 
shovels. 


It was the first hijacking since 


members of the International Fed- 
eration of Air Line Pilot Associa- 
tions staged a one-day strike Mon- 
day to dramatize their demand for 
international measures to prevent 
hijackings. 


More than 100 lawmen were in- 


volved in the search for the hijack- 
er — described as a man about 30 
with long, dark hair, a pockmarked 
face and wearing green trousers 
with a light brown or gold sport 
jacket.

"I didn't have any hope of being 


saved," said the survivor, Koyoshi 
Onodera, 22, as he told of his 10 
days adrift in a life raft alter the 
crew of the Kaigata Maru No. 10 
abandoned ship during a raging 
fire. 


"I was surprised when I saw a 


plane circling over me." he said. 


Onodera, dressed in navy-blue 


denims and looking healthy but sol- 
emn, 
met with newsmen on the 


Coast Guard cutter Jams mo- 


ments after it docked at Pearl 
Harbor. 


The Jams had taken Onodera 


aboard June 19 after a plane spot- 
ted him several hundred miles 
south of Honolulu, alone in one of 
Hie Kaigata Maru's two liferafts. 


The search for other survivors 


was called off Thursday. 


Onodera. the Japanese fishing 


vessel's first mate, said all of his 
shipmates got off the burning ves- 
sel late June, 9 before he and the 
captain leaped into the sea. 


Onodera said the first 15 men to 


leave were last seen swimming 
for one of the ship's two liferafts. 
He said he was quickly separated 
from all of his crewmates.

Few environmentally ad- 
vise operations will be 
permitted at Los Alamitos 
Naval Air Station if it is

• A 68-page environmen- 
tal-impact report outlined 
the operations of the pro- 
posed reserve-training cen- 
ter and said it would be 
l£ss disturbing than the 
Navy's warplane flight op- 
erations had been before 
they closed down in March 
1970. 


•• The Sixth Army report 
Said - about $3.5 million 
would be spent at Los 
Alamitos NAS to prepare it 
fjor conversion into a re- 
serve training center. This 
will include alterations and 
repair, plus construction of 
Other buildings needed for 
the AFRC. 


The 
environmental-im- 


pact report, which will be 
subject of a special meet- 
ing of the Los Alamitos 
City Council on July 17, 
also will be reviewed at an 
July 19 at Golden West 


College 
in 
Huntington 


Beach. 


The Army recommended 


industrial development of 
the 800-acre p r o p e r t y 
northeast of the station in 
the city of Cypress. It said 
that residential develop- 
ment on this land would be 
"highly undesirable" be- 
cause it lies in the ap- 
proach corridor. 


If 750 military personnel 


are quartered on the sta- 
tion, 
additional 
schools 


would probably be needed. 
They might be plagued by 
noise of training helicop- 
ters, but they could be 
sound attenuated. 


Requirements for utili- 


ties will be static, because 
the reserve-training center 
will have fewer personnel 
than the Navy had when it 
was training fighter pilots 
under the "weekend war- 
rior" program. 


The traffic pattern . to 


and from Los Alamitos 
NAS is "excellent," the 
Army said. Because of 
easy access there will be 
no need for additional road 
work, it was estimated. 


The problem of noise — 


perhaps the most irritating 
problem of all to the resi- 
dents of the city of Los 


Alamitos and surrounding 
municipalities 
— 
was 


probed extensively by the 
impact study. 


The Army was frank to 


admit 
that, 
since 
Los 


Alamitos shut down flight 
operations two years ago, 
householders have become 
used to the relative quiet. 
The report conceded that 
helicopters 
on 
training 


flights will be noisy and 
will arouse homeowner op- 
position, but it insisted 
that the noise problem will 
be less than when the 
Navy was operating its 
fighter planes. 


Under 
the 
"weekend 


warrior" 
reserve-training 


program, the Navy had 114 
fighter planes attached to 
various Naval and Marine 
squadrons. Some of them 
were jets equipped with af- 
ter-burners and they were 
noisy. The Army disclosed 
that it plans to have 119 
helicopters by the end of 
1972; there will be only 
two small propeller-driven 
fixed-wing aircraft. 


Air traffic density will 


be heaviest from 7 a.m. to 
10 p.m. and most of it on 
the 
weekends although 


there will be flight activi- 
ties every day. 


The Army, which intends 


to be the major occupant 
of the naval air station, 
pledged that the departure 
corridor would be over the 
Seal Beach Naval Weapons 
Station, and an approach 
corridor for the helicopters 
would also be mapped over 
the station. Flight opera- 
tions will require all air- 
craft to be at least 1,000 
feet above residential dis- 
tricts. 


Elaborate tests of noise

Bombard said that his' 


company does not have 
rescue boats and that his

"The county does have 
these rescue boats," he 
said. "They're 35 feet long 
and manned by profession- 
al lifeguards and divers 
who are trained in rescue 
and lifesaving. 


"I think it's about time 


that the county started 
doing its job," he conclud- 
ed. 


In making his motion 


Thursday that the county 
find out once and for all 
which agency has jurisdic- 
tion for rescue in the Twin 
Harbors region, Chace told 
the supervisors point-blank 
that, "I don't see how we 
can push this problem un- 
der the rug and do nothing 
about it.

Open primary changes picture

SACRAMENTO I* - 


The 
California 
primary 


election never will be the 
same. 


Beginning in 1976, Cali- 


fornia will have an "open" 
presidential primary elec- 
tion in which all recog- 
nized candidates will be 
listed on the Democratic 
and Republican ballots. 


The secretary of state 


wiH" determine who is a 
recognized candidate and 
only by filing a sworn affi- 
davit 
of 
noncandidacy 


could such a contender get 
off the ballot. 


STATE SEN. Alfred 


Alquist, a Democrat from 
San Jose, has been battling 
for the open primary since 
1968. 
Three times, 'with 


Republican help, he man- 
aged to push a hill through 
the Legislature to create 
such a primary, patterned 
after Oregon's "all-istar" 
primary. But it was vetoed 
each time by GOP Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 


This year, Alquist tried a 


different 
strategy 
and 


landed a proposed constitu- 


tional amendment on the 
ballot. It won by a margin 
of more than 3-2 in the 
June 6 primary election. 


Alquist said polls indicat- 


ed the measure would pass 
with no trouble and the 
proponents didn't bother to 
campaign actively for the 
measure, which appeared 
on the ballot as Prop. 4. 


"It was purely a popular 


decision," Alquist said in 
an interview. "There was 
never any doubt in my 
mind but that the people 
would approve it over- 
whelmingly." 


Now, the 
silver-haired 


senator is drafting legisla-

The variety 
which exhibits a six-ray star 
is known as the Star Ruby. 
In 1894 a French chemist 
succeeded in producing a 
synthetic ruby having most 
of the distinguishing eharac- 
terisitcs of the genuine 
Ruby.

loupe by an expert jeweler. 
For example, the natural 
ruby generally shows an 
internal texture of straight 
and parallel lines of stria- 
tion whereas the synthetic 
ruby frequently shows cu- 
rved lines, never straight 
lines. Natural rubies may 
contain what seem to be 
angular shaped gas bubbles, 
whereas such bubbles in 
synthetic rubies are round 
or rounding. There is more 
of a carmine coloring in 
most red synthetics, thus 
differing from the red of the 
ruby.

Pakistan since 1947. 


I N D I A N OFFICIALS 


have indicated India would 
drop its claim to the two- 
fifths of Kashmir held by 
Pakistan,-]* Pakistan 
would accept Indian sover- 
eignty over the remaining 
three-fifths. 


Some Western diplomats 


in New Delhi say there 
will likely be agreement on 
peripheral

troops along their frontier. 


"The summit will be a

U.S. bombs keep Japanese busy 


TOKYO (UPI) - Hiroshi 


Tanaka is a stocky, socia- 
ble major in the Japanese 
army whose job iS disarm- 
ing. American bombs that 
fell on Japan in World \Var 
11 but didnt explode. 


Tanaka has been un- 


screwing the fuses of Yan- 
kee 
blockbusters 
for 15 


years now. He expects to 
do it until he retires. 


Although Japan surren- 


dered almost 27 years ago, 
more than 2,000 live Amer- 
ican bombs continue to be 
found and defused every 
year. Most are buried in 
the soil of Tokyo and 
Osaka, dangerous relics of 


the .air raids that wrecked 
Japan's two largest cities 
in 1945. 


TANAKA is one of 100 


engineers assigned perma- 
nently to the army's elite 
Explosive Ordinance Dis- 
posal Unit. The navy has a 
similar corps to deal with 


more than 5,000 American 
mines, dropped during the 
war to menace Japanese 
shipping. 


"The Americans tell us 


they dropped 161.400 tons 
of bombs on Japan in 650 
missions during the war," 
Tanaka said in an inter- 
view. 
"Somewhere 
be- 


tween 5 and 10 per vent of 
them were duds." 


The majority were 500- 


pound bombs, but 1,000- 
pound bombs and one-ton 
"blockbusters" 
also 
are 


found regularly nowadays. 


"The bombs were de- 


signed to explode on im- 
pact, but a lot of them fell 
in soft soil," Tanaka ex- 
Plained. "Some had manu- 
facturing defects. In other 
cases, plane crews failed 
to turn off the bombs' 


safety switches, the last 
step in arming them be- 
fore dropping." . 


MOST OF the bombs 


tunneled -about 30 feet un- 
derground before coming 
to rest. Occasionally they 
explode years later without 
warning, possibly through 
deterioration of the fuses, 
Tanaka said. 


The usual finders of the 


bombs are workmen dig- 
ging foundations for new 


buildings. They are ever 
alert for "bomb tracks," 
the circular tunnels the 
missiles 
bored 
as they 


punched their way through 
the soil. 


Tanaka said that when 


tracks are found, it takes 
about three days to locate 
the bomb and make the 
safety .arrangements for 
defusing.

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DRUG-RADIATION USE 
Gains cited over 
Hodgkirfs disease

'^ Use of drugs in combina- 
tion and radiation treat- 
ments are leading to dra- 
matic improvement in the 
survival of patients with 
Hodgkin's disease, doctors 
attending a cancer semi- 
nar were told in Long 
Beach Saturday. 


The symposium was held 


in St. Mary's Hospital un- 
der the auspieces of the 
hospital, 
the 
American 


Cancer Society of Los An- 
geles County and the USC 
area of California Regional 
Medical Programs. 


Dr. Vincent T. DeVita, 


chief 
of 
the 
medicine 


branch 
of the National 


Cancer Institute, Bethesda, 
Md., 
said that 80 per cent 


of patients with Hodgkin's 
can achieve a complete re- 
mission of symptoms using 
a drug program known as 
iMOPP. MOPP stands for 
the drugs used— Mustar- 
gen, Oncovin, procarbazine 
and prednisone. 


HODGKIN'S disease is a 


malignant disease of un- 
known cause m a r k e d 
mainly by progressive en- 
largement of the .lymph 
nodes. Other organs and 
tissues also become in- 
volved, and untreated, the 
disease may be fatal with- 
in three years. 


He said that 41 per cent 


of 
patients 
who 
have 


achieved complete remsi- 
sion 
(diappearance 
of 


symptoms) have remained 
continuously free of dis- 
ease for periods up to 
eight years. 


He said further that 70 


per cent of patients are 
still alive at six years. 
Others have stopped thera- 
py and still remained in 
remission, without relapse, 
for as long as 42 months, 
he continued.

as announced by the Nixon 
administration and the So- 
viet minister of health in 
February. 


The results are clearly 


superior to those obtainec 
with use of a single drug, 
where few, if any, patients 
with disease are alive al 
five years. 


Another 
speaker, 
Dr. 


Bonald W. Thompson, as- 
sistant professor of radia- 
tion 
therapy 
at 
UCLA 


school of medicine, said 
that the dramatic improve- 
ment in patient survival 
has been due, in part, to 
"application of megavol- 
t a g e irradiation 
tech- 


niques." 


DR. DeVITA said that 


drug treatments are also 
giving good results in the 
control of lymphomas, tu- 
mors of lymphoid tissue 
but of the non-Hodgkin's 
type. 


At the National Cancer 


Institute, he said, medical 
researchers have, been ad- 
mintsering 
three 
drugs 


over a five-day cycle. The 
drugs are vincristine. cy- 
clophosphamide and pred- 
nisone. The cycles are re- 
peated every 21 days for 
six months. 


The results for the first 


46 patients have proved su- 
perior to those obtained 
anywhere else, he report- 
ed. 
Fifty-four 
per cent 


have achieved a complete 
remission. 


HALF of the program 


was devoted to the prob- 
lem of breast cancer, and 
Dr. Malta R. Dolltoger, 
director of the medical on- 
cology service at Harbor 
General 
Hospital, Tor- 


ranee, said that a new ex- 
perimental drug, Caluster- 
one, is eliciting a response 
in 50 per cent of patients 
in wholn it is tried. 


Calusterone, a male hor- 


monal 
agent, has only 


about onfrfifth of the side 
effects of the well-known 
drug testosterone, Dr. Dol- 
linger disclosed. 


Dr. John R. Benfield, as- 


sociate professor of sur- 
gery at UCLA, and chief of 
pulmonary surgery at Har- 
bor General Hospital, de- 
scribed a national study 
which seeks to compare 
two types of surgical ap- 
proaches to breast cancer. 


One calls for breast re- 


moval plus adjacent lymph 
nodes in the armpit area. 
The other approach leaves 
the lymph nodes. 


Dr. Benfield said pre- 


vious 
procedures 
that 


called for giving drugs 
such as Thip-TEPA or 5- 
fluorouracil in conjunction 
with surgery showed that 
additiqn of the drugs was 
not beneficial.

The carotid arteries supply 
the major portion of blood 
for the brain. 


THE SOUND-wave pat- 


tern thus reflects the con- 
dition of the internal carto- 
tid artery. This blood ves- 
sel is a common site of 
vascular disease that leads 
to stroke. 


Most strokes occur when 


the internal carotid artery 
becomes 
clogged 
from 


hardening of the arteries. 
When blood (and oxygen) 
supply to the brain be- 
comes insufficient, a por- 
ton of the brain dies. This 
cutting off, even for a 
short period, of the blood 
supply to the train can 
cause one form of stroke. 


As the diseased blood 


vessel harrows, the patient 
may experience transient 
episodes 
of insufficient 


blood supply to the brain. 
Symptoms, which may last 
for up to 10 minutes, in- 
clude b l u r r e d vision, 
slurred speech, weakness 
and numbness of extremi- 
ties.

Dr. Maehieder says the 


test has great potential as 
a screening procedure for 
persons who are a high 
risk stroke. The test is 
regarded as harmless, and 
is inexpensive and simple 
to perform.

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Massive drive launched to 
discover cause of crib deaths 


B A L T I M O R E , Md. 


(UPI) — Each year ap- 
proximately 
one out of 


every 330 babies born in 
the United States is found 
dead in his crib before he 
is one year old while appar- 
ently in good health and 
from no evident cause. 


This has been going on 


for a very long time, and 
not only in the United 
States. But now for the 
first time there is a coordi- 
nated, big scale effort to 
discover 
the mysterious 


why of it and hopefully 
with this knowledge, to 
stop it. 


The American Academy 


of Pediatrics, made up of 
baby doctors, the National 
Foundation of Sudden In- 
fant Death, composed of 
involved scientists, and the 
Guild for Infant Survival, 
whose members are be- 
reaved parents, are pres- 
suring Congress and the 
Nixon administration for 
$10 million in tax funds for 
scientific research. 


SUDDEN INFANT death 


In medical jargon is SID. 
In all instances there is a 
similarity which approach- 
es identiealness, suggest- 
ing a specific desease. 


The baby may have the 


sniffles or a cold but other- 
wise there are no signs of 
illness. He is tucked into 
his crib for the night or for 
his nap. When the mother 
returns, he is dead. 


Autopsy indicates death 


was by suffocation. But 
there is no indication of 


how s u f f o c a t i o n was 
brought about. Most deaths 
occur between the ages of 
two and three months and 
all before one year. 


SID is the leading killer 


of infants. Official esti- 
mates place the annual 
U.S. toll at between 10,000 
and 12,500 but not all SID's 
are reported as such. A 
similar occurrence is re- 
ported in Great Britain, 
Western Europe and all 
countries where medical 
science is advanced. All in- 
dications are that .SID is 
universal among people 
and perhaps has 
been 


since the beginning of the 
species. 


IN COUNTRIES weak in 


medical science and in 
some sections of the Unit- 
ed States, belief persists 
t h a t unattended infants 
can so tangle their gar- 
•ments and bedclothes that 
the tangles strangle them. 
This notion has been thor- 
oughly discredited; defi- 
nitely it is not — allow- 
ing always for the excep- 
tional case — the explana- 
tion of SID. 


If the cause is a specific 


disease, it is a disease in 
no 
conventional 
sense. 


Though mild respiratory 
infections are often pres- 
ent, the cause is more 
than infection. It is likely 
to.be a chance coming to- 
gether of several deleter- 
ious factors not one of 
which would be lethal in it- 
self, in the opinion of in- 
volved scientists. 


Dr. Abraham Bergman. 


Seattle, president of the 
National 
Foundation for 


Sudden Infant Death, has 
studied 470 cases. His theo- 
ry is that a nerve spasm 
suddenly closes the voca 
cords'. This shuts off the 
airway 
and the infant 


strangles. A baby with a 
cold is somehow more sus- 
ceptible to spasm. 


O T H E R SCIENTISTS 


theorize the fatal spasm 
occurs higher in the throat 
while some suspect it af- 
fects heart muscles. Oth- 
ers postulate that a small 
percentage of infants are 
unable to. breathe through 
their mouths, for unknown 
reasons, during a particu- 
lar stage of development. 
If nasal passages become 
clogged by a cold, they 
suffocate. 


Dr. Russell S. Fisher, 


Maryland's chief medical 
examiner, has been con- 
ducting autopsies on SID 
victims for 20 years. In his 
opinion 
infection is in- 


volved but in no simple 
way — "there is something 
lacking in the infant's abil- 
ity to fight off or resist the 
process of infection." He 
suspects it is the chemis- 
try which produces anti- 
bodies and immunity. 


The $10 million sought 


from the federal govern- 
ment could vastly expand 
the present scattered re- 
search into SID, especially 
by financing, over a long 
term, concerted efforts by 
scientific teams.

CRISIS IN TEACHING OF ANATOMY 
Cadaver shortage hampers medicine 


New Yerk Times Service 


. A serious shortage of ca- 
davers is hampering the 
teaching of anatomy to the 
growing number of stu- 
dents who are learning to 
become doctors and allied 
health workers. The short- 
age affects medical schools 
throughout the country with 
few exceptions. 


So critical is the short- 


age in New York, New 
Jersey and elsewhere in 
the Northeast, South and 
Middlewest that, as emer- 
gency measures, financial- 
ly pressed medical schools 
are spending large suras to 
import from other states 
bodies 
that 
have been 


willed to medical science. 


THE BODIES are being 


shipped legally from the 
few schools in states like 
California and Wisconsin 
that have a small surplus. 
Anatomists in California 
attribute surpluses there to 
long-standing programs of 
public education on the 
need to will bodies and to 
the desire of many persons 
to do something construc- 
tive after death. 


A least '160,000 Ameri- 


cans have signed Uniform 
Anatomical Gift Act cards 
to will their bodies to med- 
ical .science or their or- 
gans, such as corneas, to 
other people. All the states 
have'passed such an act, 
which 
provides a legal 


mechanism by which any 
person can carry an identi- 
fication card signifying his 
desire to donate organs of 
his body for anatomical 
use. 


But the steadily rising 


numbers have not yet off- 
set the dwindling supply of 
unclaimed bodies — the 
traditional source of ana- 
tomical material. 


ANATOMISTS 
through- 


out the country said in in- 
terviews that as welfare 
programs, such as social 
security, have paid funeral 
cost^for more people, few- 
er bodies go unclaimed. 
Further, as more trans- 
plant operations and autop- 
sies Are done, the potential 
supply of cadavers, de- 
clines.; Once a body has 
been opened after death 
for transplants or autop- 
sies, anatomists 
say, It 


cannot be preserved for 
teaching purposes. 


An exception is the dona- 


tion of corneas, which can 
be removed from eyes for 
transplant 
purposes and 


the body can then be used 
in anatomy laboratories. 


Medical school and state 


anatomical board officials 
stressed that no bodies are 
being: imported from for- 
eign 
countries. And no 


medical school pays a do- 
nor for his body .or organs. 


Legislatures have passed 


new' laws, and organiza- 
tions have taken on.new 
responsibilities to ease th« 
widespread shortages. 


For 
example, 
Florida 


has just passed a law, 
effective -July 1, that per- 
mits bodies that have been 
willed .to medical science 
to be exported elsewhere 
in the United States. 


THE LIVING BANK in 


Houston is now helping 
Americans to donate or- 
gans and bodies to any 
medical school in the coun- 
try. The living bank is a 
private, nonprofit organi- 
zation that was originally 
formed to facilitate dona- 
tions of organs like cor- 
neas, kidneys and hearts 
for transplant purposes. 


Now, Mrs. Glen Karsten, 


who 
directs the Living 


Bank, said that it is help- 
ing anatomists to deter- 
mine their national needs 
by surveying each of the 
110 medical schools in this 
country and Canada. 


Anatomists said that the 


comprehensive survey was 
the first attempt to solve 
on a national level what 
had been done locally. 


Mrs. 
Karsten stressed 


that donors should will 
their bodies to medical sci- 
ence, not to a specific 
medical school, so maxi- 
mum use could be made of 
anatomical material. 


CONCERNED 
medical 


educators 
fear that be- 


cause of the shortage of 
cadavers, 
future doctors 


may be less well prepared 
to understand the basic 
reasons, for example, why 
muscles contract to move 
the human arm and leg, 
why the knee, which is 
structured to bend as a 
hinge joint, can be dam- 
aged by football injuries, 
and diseases like arthritis, 
or why a patient can be- 
com* permanently hoarse 


if a surgeon accidentally 
cuts the recurrent laryn- 
geal nerve during a thy- 
roid operation. 


Anatomists blamed them- 


selves for the shortage. Dr. 
Jack Davies of Vanderbilt 
Medical School in Nash- 
ville, said: 


"Wherever professors of 


anatomy never made any 
effort (at public appeals 
for donations) they are 
having problems." 


Davies, who heads the 


National Committee of An- 
atomists that is surveying 
medical schools with the 
Living Bank, said that 
two-thirds of the nation's 
medical schools had ca- 
daver shortages, and that 
"just four or five have an 
oversupply." 


DESPITE efforts to in- 


crease the supply of willed 
bodies, Dr. Davies stressed 
that "medical schools can- 
not become the undertak- 
ers for the American pub- 
lic." 


After students complete 


anatomy coufses, medical 
school generally pay for 
burials that are conducted 
according to family wish- 
es. Often, the bodies are 
cremated and buried in 
communal plots. 


At 
Vanderbilt, 
where 


willed bodies comprise 99 
per cent of anatomic mate-

Tenant rights 


I recently told my landlady that 


my toilet was broken! She said it 
would be impossible to get someone 
out to fix it right away, but I found 
a plumber who came out and did 
the work. The plumber insisted that 
I pay the $44 bill immediatley. I de- 
ducted that amount from my rent, 
but my landlady's son, Bernard 
Reizner, insists that I'pay my full 
rent. Are there any laws that cover 
this situation? N.L. Long Beach. 


Section 1942.5 of the California 


Civil Code stipulates that if a ten- 
ant gives his landlord proper notice 
that there is a health or safety 
problem in his apartment, the ten- 
ant can deduct the repair costs 
from his rent if the landlord does 
not do or pay for the work. Howev- 
er, you would have to take the mat- 
ter to court to have this law en- 
forced. Reizner told ACTION LINE 
that he has already paid you $15 for 
the cost of the plumbing materials, 
but he does not plan to pay for the 
labor charges because "she did not 
give me sufficient notice, she was 
not authorized to call a plumber, 
and she wasn't home when I came 
to fix the toilet." Reizner said that 
the day after you told ids mother 
about the problem, he came to fix 
the toilet, but you weren't home." 
"When I returned the next day, the 
work was done." he added. Reizner 
said that he felt you had been over- 
charged, for the job and he has con- 
tacted the plumber who has agreed 
to refund you $8, leaving you with a 
$21 bill.

idents of surrounding states and the

shipped in 236,000 pounds of food. 
There was a shortage of doctors 
and nurses, however.

Governor asks

PHOENIX, Ariz, ffi- Gov. Jack 


Williams said Saturday that he 
would ask the White House to de- 
clare flood-ravaged regions of Ari- 
zona disaster areas. 


"I have just inspected from the 


air some of the most severely dam- 
aged areas of the state," Williams 
said soon after returning to Phoenix 
from a trip to Wyoming. "We have 
a disaster situation." 


He said he had asked a federal 


team to come to the state to esti- 
mate damage caused by flooding, 
high winds and tornadoes Wednes- 
day and Thursday. 


"And I shall ask the president for 


a federal disaster t designation so 
that those who have suffered may 
be eligible for maximum assist- 
ance," he said. 


State officials said Friday that 


storm damage in Maricopa County, 
of which Phoenix is the county seat, 
was estimated at around $46 mil- 
lion. Scottsdale, a fashionable com- 
munity east of Phoenix, sustained 
most of the damage, which officials 
estimated at more than $40 million. 


statewide damage was estimated at 
more than $1 billion. 


"Without any doiibt, it Is the 


worst disaster in the history of 
Pennsylvania," said Gov. Milton J. 
Shapp. "I think Pennsylvania will 
have every reason to rename hurri- 
cane Agnes, Hurricane Agony." 


The National Weather Service 


said diminishing rain and subsiding 
winds had reduced the fury of 
Agnes, but warned flooding would 
continue. In Pennsylvania, Lt. Gov. 
Ernest P. Kline said, "I feel rea- 
sonably sure that the worst is yet 
to come."

Gas prices 
going up 
2 cents 


By DOUG WILLIS 


SACRAMENTO » - 


The thrifty motorist will 
fill 'er up on his next stop 
in the service station, be- 
cause gasoline prices are 
going up about 2 cents per 
gallon. 


That's because the first 


increase in gasoline taxes 
in nearly a decade goes 
into effect on Saturday. 


The new tax is an exten- 


sion to gasoline of the 5 
per cent state sales tax. 
Until now motor vehicle 
fuels have been exempted 
from the sales tax. But 
now.the sales tax will be 
levied on the entire cur- 
rent pump price of gaso- 
line- which includes both 
the retail price of gasoline 
and the 11 cents per gallon 
state and federal gasoline 
taxes. 


IT WILL boost your gas 


cost about 1.5 to 2.2 cents 
per gallon which state tax 
experts say it will cost the 
average motorist about $14 
more a year. 


The new tax imposed by 


the 1971 legislature will 
raise an estimated ?173.4 
million a year for cities 
and counties for highways, 
mass transit and other 
transportation projects. 


It is on top of the pres- 


ent .state tax of 7 cents per 
gallon and .the federal tax 
of fo'ur cents per gallon. 


The new money will be 


distributed in about the 
same way that cities and 
counties now receive about 
$600 million a year in gas- 
oline 
tax

WASHINGTON at - The 


Soviet Union is tending 23 
s p a c e c r a f t experts to 
Houston next month to 
work out technical details 
for the scheduled 1975 joint 
earth-orbital mission of 
Russian cosmonauts and 
American astronauts.

administrator of the Na-

Space Administration, said 
plans for the technical con- 
ference starting at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center 
July 5 were outlined Fri- 
day in a telephone conver- 
sation between NASA offi- 
cials and Soviet authorities 
in Moscow. 


LOW TOLD the Senate 


Space Sciences Committee 
Friday that about a year 
from now some astronauts 
will go to Russia and some 
cosmonauts will come to 
the United States to begin 
training in the rendezvous 
and docking of an Apollo 
spacecraft and a Soviet So- 
yuz, both modified so they 
can hook up while in orbit. 


The 
Apollo 
will

launched into a 125-mile- 
high orbit, and the Soyuz 
s p a c e c r a f t would be 
launched perhaps a day 
later from a Russian base 
and placed in orbit 167 
miles above the earth.

Newest warplane a first- 
built under cost by Douglas 


By ROY MALONE 


ST. LOUIS, Mo. 01 — 


When the first copy of the 
nation's newest warplane 
is rolled out Monday at the 
McDonnell Douglas Corp. 
plant its $10.5 million price 
tag may get more atten- 
tion than its deadly capa- 
bilities. 


"McDonnell is coming in 


under target, and it would 
be a first," said Maj. Gen. 
Benjamin 
N. Bellis of 


Wright - Patterson 
Air 


Force Base in Dayton, 
Ohio. He has responsibility 
for managing the F15 pro- 
gram. 


The F15 will-become op- 


erational for the Air Force 
in 1975. It replaces the 
McDonnell-built F4 Phan- 
tom jet, which has been 
the workhorse of the na- 
tion's air defense. But the 
F4 is becoming obsolete 
because of Soviet fighter 
plane advances, the Air 
Force said. 


The Phantom probably 


will continue in production 
until the end of the 1970s, 
giving it a 20-year lifespan. 
More than 4,266 have been 
built The Phantom has 
gone through 11 modifica- 
tions and has been sold to 
nine foreign countries. 


McDONNEIA BEAT out 


Fairchild-Hiiler Corp. and 
North American Rockwell 
Corp. for the F15 contract. 
It calls for 749 planes at a 
cost of about $7.8 billion. 


After the first F15 makes 


its test flight in July, 20 
more test planes will be 
built. Then a wing of 107

we're in a fixed price envi- 
ronment in the open mar- 
ket. The taxpayer's dollar 
is important," Gen. Bellis 
said. 


THE AIR FORCE came 


up with a cost schedule 
control system which in- 
cludes a number of devel- 
opment 
and cost mile- 


stones which have to be 


• met 
by the contractor. 


"They could lose the con- 
tract," Gen. Bellis said, al- 
though in the case of the 
F15 the chances are re- 
mote. 


A McDonnell spokesman 


said the F15 requirements 
"are the toughest we've 
seen. It led to increased 
use of computers to control 
the various phases of the 
program. A data bank was 
set up so each department 
and supervisor could have 
access to vital information 
concerning research, de- 
velopment and production. 


"Our 
people 
need to 


know when certain parts 
are available, where, and 
if there are any delays," 


the s p o k e s m a n said. 
"When it's time to put sec- 
tion 52 on the plane it bet- 
ter be there when they 
reach for it." 


Bellis said the Air Force 


has practiced the "fly be- 
fore you buy" concept as 
much as possible on the 
F15. "We prototyped the 
engines before we bought" 
he said, explaining that en- 
gines of two competing 
companies were run at the 
same time to determine 
which would be best for 
the F15. The same thing 
was done for the radar 
system. 


DESPITE THE precau- 


tions noted by Bellis to 
keep costs down, the price 
tag of each F15 has now 
risen 
by 
more 
than 


?500,000 to $10.5 million per 
copy. However, the blame 
lies mainly with the Navy, 
not with the Air Force or 
McDonnell Douglas. 


The Navy and Air Force 


worked jointly to develop 
new engines for the F15 
and the Navy's new F4 
fighter plane being built by 
the Grumman Corp. But 
last August the Navy de- 
cided to use an existing 
engine for its plane, caus- 
ing the Air Force to revise 
its cost estimates and re- 


negotiate the engine con- 
tract with the manufactur- 
ers. 


The production of fewer 


engines 
means 
higher 


costs for the Air Force 
model and is resulting in a 
bigger price tag,for the 
plane. 


"We've done more test- 


ing on the F15 than we've 
ever done on any plane," 
said 
Sanford 
N. 
Mc- 


Donqell, the firm's chief 
executive officer. 


HE COMPARED the de- 


velopment phases of the 
F4 and F15 and said the 
firm has more confidence 
in the F15 "that we have a 
winner." 


The F15 is smaller than 


the F4, much lighter be- 
cause of the amount of ti- 
tanium 
and 
aluminum 


used, and is faster and 
more maneuverable. The 
double tail fin increases 
maneuverability, s o m e- 
thing the Air Force consid- 
ered more important than 
great speed.

Sea lions working flippers off for the Navy

SAN DIEGO - 
Abie, 


Baker 
and Charlie are 


working their flippers off 
and enjoying every min- 
ute.- 


This trio of sea lions is 


involved in retrieving ob- 
jects off the ocean floor up 
to depths of 750 feet. The 
mammals have some help 
from the Navy's Undersea 
Reasearch 
and Develop- 


ment Ctnter (NUC), too, in 
the form of "pingers" at- 


tached to the needed ob- 
jects with the range fre- 
quency tuned to that of the 
lions. 


Here's how it works: 
A Navy ship fires a 


practice anti - submarine 
rocket off the coast and 
the rocket carries an in- 
strumentation package. Af- 
ter the shot, the spent sim- 
ulated 
warhead's pinger 


turns on and either Able, 
Baker or Charlie bark hap- 
pily and is sent after it. 


A dual-jawed "grabber" 


is attached to a line car- 


ried by the lion and he 
presses it against the tar- 
get, completely encircling 
it When the "grabber" is 
locked into place, the war- 
head is lifted to the sur- 
face. 


The sea lion program 


has been dubbed "Quick 
Kind" as an alternative to 
using divers or submersi- 
ble vehicles to recover the 
objects. 


Divers are limited in 


depth and duration while 
submersibles 
are expen- 


sive and difficult to trans- 


port thus the adaptability 
of sea lions to locate and 
attach recovery gear on 
test devices on the ocean 
floor is a major boon for 
the Navy. 


Able, Baker and Charlie 


got their initial training at 
NUC's laboratory at Kane- 
hoe, Hawaii — adjacent/to 
the Marine base on the is- 
land of Oahu and on the is- 
land's quiet side.

ing tests, but Boeing did 
say it was designed to rip 
the water at speeds up to 
115 miles an hour. 


Then came Little Squirt, 


a 2H-ton boat powered by 
a gas turbine engine oper- 
ating a centrifugal pump 
capable of foricing 3,500 
gallons of water a minute 
through a nozzle at tb* 
stern. The continuous wa- 
ter jet could drive the boat 
at about 50 miles an hour. 


THOSE TWO research 


boats led to Navy con- 
tracts for the construction 
of the grandame of the 
Navy's embryo hydrofoil 
gunboat fleet, the 110-ton 
High Point, and the 60-ton 
Tucumcari, which has seen 
action off Vietnam and in 
the Meidterranean. 


The 7Woot Tucumcari, 


launched in 1967, flies on 
wings developed through 
Fresh-1 and is powered by 
engines pioneered by Little 
Squirt. Tucumcari can fly 
through the water at up to 
50 miles an hour.

"We need, like yes- 
terday, about 30,000 black 
doctors to balance the ra- 
tio (to population)." 


The disparity of numbers

BOUNAS (UP1) - A lot of people In this rustic 


Wast town don't like visitors. At least one of them ap- 
parently feels so strongly about it he's cutting do\vn road 
signs tha^tell strangers how to get here. 


BoliijSs, at the end of a winding two-lane road less 


,|,3n 50 rtules northwest of San Francisco, is a quiet vll- 
lase of spectacular views. But it's torn by the influx of 
outsiders* many young hippie-types, and the road sign 
destruction is only the most obvious symptom. 


Henry W. Miller, the county road superintendent, es- 


timates he has had to replace 20 road signs in the past 
six months. 


-They take a chain saw and whack them off," he 


said- 


THE MUTILATED signs not only point the way to 


Bolinas, there also are speed and dangerous curve warn- 
ings — important on the treacherous road. And steel 
signs haven't stopped efforts to hide the town — the van- 
dals just spray the sign with paint. 


Miller and Bob Halligan, of the State Division of 


Highways, are convinced the person or persons wrecking 
the signs want to keep tourists and new settlers away. 


"Its' definitely not the work of the merchants," Hal- 


ligan said. "Our men went there and asked them if they 
want to keep tourists out. They said they wanted the 
tourist dollar." 


Brighton Avenue, the main street, contains antique 


stores, a restaurant, one bar, a grocery store and scores 
of longhaired, unkempt young men and women. 


TOURISTS are nothing new in Bolinas. which has 


long been favored by artists and families seeking a quiet 
vacation. But the masses of young people are new. 


Mrs. Frances Stewart, a widow, has lived in a small 


home about a mile from town for 10 years. She is head 
of the local chapter of the Marin Conservation League, 
and she thinks the youngsters are "great." 


"About five years agp we had this influx of young 


people and they took an immediate interest in; conserva- 
ion," she told a reporter as a deer scampered across 
her lawn. The newcomers, in an effort to stop growth, 
forced a recall. election last November that unseated 
members of the local public utility district who wanted 
to improve sewage facilities. 
: 


Mrs. Stewart feels development would wreck Boli- 


nas, which ,she said is "unique because it is one of the 
few places near a large city that has not yet been devel- 
oped." 


But many of the older residents of the 600-resident 


community don't share her enthusiasm. 


"First we had the surfers," said Charley Pepper, 54, 


a contractor who has lived in Bolinas all his life. "We 
nought they might be bad but they turned out to be a 
pretty good, clean bunch of people. Now we have people 
on welfare, unwed mothers." 


THE NEWCOMERS, Pepper said, "figure they dis- 


covered Bolinas. We discovered it when they weren't 
even born and we never tried to keep people out," he 
said.

"I'd like to see more.responsible people come here;" 


said William L. Creitz, a nationally known potter who w. 
an outspoken opponent of the newcomers. 


"Now 
we have a fascist element that has'.no respect 


for property. As far as I'm concerned, this town has 
been taken over by the new left in a quiet revolution." 


Creitz is one of several artists in Bolinas. Others In- 


clude poet Robert Creeley, painters Arthur Okamura arid 
Krwin Manheim, singer Grace Slick, and illustrator 
Park Edwards and his wife, author Peg Bracked. 


The Edwards' feel the town's spirit has changed 


over the years. Where once "children could be taken' to 
the beach and you wouldn't have to worry," now there 
are nude bathers. There once was a cooperative spirit 
that no longer exists. And every resident in the area 
fears vandals or burglars, they say. 


"We have a big dog and that keeps them away from 


us,' Mrs. Edwards said. 


As for the young people, they don't want to talk 


much. One young man, who said he was a "struggling 
painter," refused to be interviewed, saying "it would 
only bring more tourists." 


Another of the newcomers, Greg Hewlett, 31, who 


was one of those elected to the public utility; board, 
would not talk to a reporter at all.

Under a 
new law, owners of off- 
highway vehicles will be 
required to purchase $15, 
two-year licenses. 


Money from the registra- 


tions' Ml be devoted to de- 
velo'pihg; a statewide trail 
system- where 
the ma- 


chines may roam with only 
minimal 
environmental 


damage. 


Cozens estimates that at 


least 6 million Californi- 
ans — almost a third of 
the state population — are 
involved in the mushroom- 
ing mode of outdoor recre- 
ation. 


"Almost nowhere among 


the 100 million acres thai, 
make up California is real 
isolation any longer to be 
found," Cozens said re- 


cently. "Dune buggies al- 
ready 
have 
conquered 


nearly every sand dune in 
the state." 
When feder 


al and state 


officials recognized the en- 
vironmental threat of the 
sport, virtually all public 
lands in California were 
closed to the go-anywhere 
machines. 


The idea of the new li- 


cense law Is to establish

Mosquito curbs fail; fear epidemic 


FRESNO (UPI) - Now 


that 
the "old miracle 


chemicals" used for years 
to control mosquitoes no 
longer do the job, health 
officials 
are 
expressing 


concern about the possibili- 
ty of an encephalitis epi- 
demic 
sweeping 
across 


California. 


And the outlook for con- 


trolling the disease-carry- 
ing 
mosquito population 


without chemicals, espec- 
ially in the farm rich cen- 
tral valley where an epi- 
demic would most likely 
originate, is not promising. 


"The 
mosquito season 


has been slow until now," 
said Dr. W. Donald Mur- 
ray, secretary of the Cali- 
fornia 
Mosquito Control 


Association and manager 
of 
the 
Delta Mosquito 


Abatement District. 


"But 
after 
spending 


some time in the field I 
have to say the dream is 
over," he said. 


MURRAY 
said 
tests 


have shown that available 
chemicals are "absolutely 
useless" this year in the 
battle to control mosqui- 
toes, because a number of 
strains have become total- 
ly resistant to treatment 
with substances such as 
baytex and parathion. 


"The companies are just 


not 
doing research 
on 


chemicals any more," he 
said, "because ofharrass- 
ment from environmental- 
ists and, of course, the 
costs involved." 


In 1952, when mosquitoes 


developed an immunity to 
DDT. 
there were 800 re- 


ported cases of western 
equine encephalomycelitis 
— sleeping sickness in 
California. 
It 
was 
the 


worst encephalitis epidem- 
ic in the state in recent 
times. 


The epidemic killed 50 


persons 
and another 50 


were 
hospitalized 
with 


brain damage. Most of 
them remain wards of the 
state today. 


"The mosquito season is 


still ahead of us," said 
Murray, "and we can't say 
it won't happen again." 


THE MOST active time 


for mosquitoes is later in 
the 
summer 
— 
July 


through October — when 
the breeding period hits its 
peak in irrigated pasture 
land. 


, 
W e s t e r n encephalitis 


usually occurs in this part 
of the country in August 
and a related virus, called 
St. Louis encephalitis, is 
most common in Septem- 
ber and October. 


But tile two local varie- 


ties of sleeping sickness 
are not the major concern 
of health 
officials 
this 


year. 


"Our 
surveillance 
is 


aimed at the more virulent 
Venezuelan strain causing 
trouble in south and cen- 
tral America," said Ted G. 
Raley, director of the Sel- 
nia Mosquito Abatement 
District. 


VENEZUELAN encepha- 


litis occurs most common- 
ly F.mong horses but recent 
tests have shown it also 
can affect human beings, 
Raley said. 


"The Venezuelan strain 


is so virulent," said Raley, 
"if it does get a start we 
don't know what we might 
do.

One chemical has 
been developed which its 
inventor gays upsets the 
growth pattern of mosquito 
larvae, but it is still in the 
experimental stage and not 
all experts are convinced 
it will work.

P-s-s-s-l. Hey, the Pack is Back. 
Southern 
California 
Car" Cult 


Freaks know a good thing when they 
see one. And for guys like Bob Frei- 
wald of Long Beach, a Packard is a 
good thing. Ten good things. 


Freiwald. 31, owns a fleet of them. 
• Enough Packards to suit a kaleido- 
scope of moods. He can wake up in 
the morning and decide to be 1956 
kool-kat mod and jump into a two- 
tone job. Or he can be rakish — cast- 
ing"; his fate to the wind — in a 1938 
super touring machine with wire 
wheels, chrome as thick as your fist 
and enough leg room in the back seat 
to satisfy Wilt Chamberlain. 


"I've been interested in Packards 


since I was 14 years old," the musta- 
chioed Freiwald said. "My first Pack- 
ard was a 1936 B sport coupe with a 
rumble seat. 


"I was surrounded by Packard 


buffs. My dad owned one and my two 
uncles owned dealerships." 


The first Packard was built in 1899 


because the auto's namesake, James 
Ward Packard, wanted a car he could 
depend on. When Charles Schmidt, 
designer of Packard's early show- 


piece, the Gray Wolf, built the first 
car with more than one cylinder, 
James Packard quipped, "One gives 
enough trouble (referring to the cylin- 
ders), why four?" 


But four it was, and the same year, 


Packard came out with the first inde- 
pendent hand and foot throttle, the 
first gear slot (they had already in- 
vented the first automatic spark ad- 
vance in 1901). 


The twin six cylinder followed the 


four and then onto the more powerful 
eight. Soon the name Packard was 
synonymous with speed in the heart 
of every boy and rakish young man. 


In 1927 after his historic trans-At- 


lantic flight, Lindbergh rode up Fifth 
Avenue in a Packard. Two years lat- 
er the Pack was outselling Cadillac 
three to one. 


With all this popularity in the 1920's 


and 30's — what happened? 


Freiwald, a pharmacist at Califor- 


nia Hospital Medical Center in Los 
'Angeles, believes it may have been a 
case of trying to hold onto the Pack- 
ard name and quality while trying to 
beat rising production costs at the 
same time. 


It didn't work. 
"Packard officially closed their fac- 


tories in September, 1956, although 


NO TIME FOR PINOCHLE 
Firemen on duty 
always are busy

As far as Harold Omel is con- 


cerned, that age-old myth about the 
potbellied fireman sitting around 
the station house playing endless 
games of pinochle while waiting for 
the next fire alarm is as obsolete 
as Mrs. O'Leary's lantern — and 
just about as true. 


"It's hard to convince people that 


we don't sit around on our duffs all 
day," says the 29-year-old fire 
fighter. "People living in the neigh- 
borhood around a fire station see 
their firemen leisurely watering the 
grass or playing volleyball and they 
figure we're on the gravy train, 
doing our time and waiting for that 
pension." 


Long Beach firemen have plenty 


to do to keep themselves busy, ac- 
cording to Omel, and it's due as 
much to the rapidly changing na- 
ture of the job as much as the am- 
bition of the younger men now 
manning the hoses. 


But the question remains: what 


do firemen do when they're not out 
knocking down fires? For the Long 
Beach Fire Department, the answer 
is that they train, and when they're 
finished training, they train some 
more. 
. . .. . 


Station 10 is typical of Long 


Beach's 22 fire stations that include 
a crash truck at the airport, and 
thf eg fire boats in the .harbor. The 
work day begins at 8 a.m. when 
five men report to the brick fire 
house at 1417 Peterson Ave., the 
station that will be their home for 
the following 24 hours. 


After an intense, thorough brief-

ing by the off-going shift, these men 
will begin a work day filled with 
hour after hour of training, drilling 
and more training; a few hours of 
neighborhood fire inspections 
in 


homes 
and businesses; 
several 


hours of lecture and study on fire 
fighting; a few moments of leisure 
time and a couple of hours of sleep. 


The cycle of training-drilling-stud- 


ying will go on from 8 a.m. until 8 
p.m. 
with time out only for fires. 


It's a day of activity repeated in 
fire house after fire house through- 
out Long Beach. 


After the briefing, and one of two" 


daily citywide tests of th? entire 
emergency network, the men go to 
work cleaning up the1' station and 
the grounds. At station 10, this 
takes a little more time than usual 
because of the rocks and bottles 
thrown at the building almost every 
day. 


The 
rock 
arid 
bottle attack, 


launched by kids who live in the 
neighborhood, has led to more than 
one fke station in Long Beach in- 
stalling heavy metal grates on its 
windows and surrounding the sta- 
tion with thick, brick walls. Still, 
these airborne missiles find then- 
way over the walls, and their in- 
tensity is almost in direct propor- 
tion to the tension in the neighbor- 
hood at any given time. 


After this housekeeping chore, the 


fire fighters go to work cleaning, 
polishing and testing every bit of 
mechanical apparatus in the station 
and on the trucks. The men fami- 
liarize themselves with their back- 
up 
responsibilities, 
contingency 


plans that allow a neighborhood to 
be covered by other fire fighting 
units when its own have gone to an- 
swer a call. The procedure takes on 
all the aspects of a giant game of 
checkers played out in the streets, 
with one unit leap-frogging another 
to provide the city with continuous 
fire protection. 


Then the drills begin, drills that 


test the men's readiness and ability 
to respond to any type of fire. 
There are hose drills, street drills, 
communications drills, riot drills. 
There are drills that simulate any 
type of fire situation — fires in 
schools, oil fields, aboard ships and 
pleasure craft out in the'harbor, li- 
braries, 
hospitals, supermarkets 


and businesses. The threat of fire is 
endless, and so are the drills. 


When the men at station 10 aren't 


out fighting real fires or drilling in 
the streets, they are over at the de- 
partment's training tower facility 
at 2261 Argonne Ave. There, in full 


they had already merged with Stude- 
baker in 1954," Freiwald explained. 


A form of bootleg Pack appeared

"Good cars are like vintage wine," 


Freiwald said. "They improve with 
age. 


"Eight of my cars are licensed for 


street driving. Three of them fall un- 
der the category of true classics. Two 
are 1938 super-eight Packards, one a 
four-door touring sedan. The third is

"turnout rig," the water-resistant 
coats and' boots- they wear during a 
real fire, and with oxygen masks 
and, tanks strapped to their backs 
and hoses slung over their shoul- 
ders, the men go up and down the 
tower — practicing, practicing. 


Training also includes lectures 


and chalk talks oil knocking down 
fires, and when this is finished, the 
men go into the neighborhoods to 
inspect homes and businesses. 


According to Omel, the men try 


to visit each home and business in 
their neighborhood at least once a 
year. Some of the businesses that 
present a real threat are inspected 
more often. He adds that one of the 
more disappointing aspects of these 


inspections is that while businesses 
must 
submit 
to them, private 


homes don't have to. 


So Omel and his partners go from 


door to door, reminding housewives 
of the ever-present threat of fire 
and offering to show them how to 
shut off their ,gas and electricity. 
Some homemakers, he adds, take 
advantage of this opportunity to 
protect their homes. Many don't. 


The men at station 10 do find 


time for recreation, but even this 
can be coordinated into the training 
program. According to Omel, the 
department 
encourages

fighters to play rough, aggressive

Twice-told tales in Congress 


Readers of Clark 
Mollenhoffs 


column on these pages may have no- 
ticed that the author is an admirer 
of Rep. H. R. Gross, R-Iovva. Gross's 
investigations get frequent salutes 
from Mollenhoff. 


It is not surprising that Mollen- 


hoffs fondness for the congressman 
should be reciprocated, as reflected 
in insertions by Gross into the Con- 
gressional Record of Mollenhoff col- 
umns and even a whole chapter 
from Mollenhoffs new book, "Strike 
Force." 


ASIDE FROM THAT use of the 


Congressional Record to promote the 
work of an old friend, Gross is rea- 
sonably pure about what he asks the 
Government Printing Office to print 
at $140 for each 7-by-10-inch page. 
He confines his Record insertions 
pretty much to legislative business. 


Gross is thus in a good position 


to engage in the crusade he has 
now started. He says abuse of the 
Record is "flagrantly increasing." He 
hopes to persuade congressmen to 
throw a few more things into the 
wastebasket rather than into the 
Record. 


The crusade can't be conducted 


with a meat ax. Most of the material 
placed in the Congressionl Record 
is of considerable 'interest to anyone 
trying to keep watch on life in 
America. It would be unfortunate if 
congressmen stopped putting into 
the Record magazine articles, news- 


paper stories and texts of speeches 
by friends. What would be helpful 
would be if the congressmen would 
stop putting the same things in over 
and over. 


Congressmen apparently do not 


read the Record. At least it is hard 
to think of another explanation for 
the fact that an important newspa- 
per article or speech text will often 
be inserted into the Record not just 
once but two, three or more times. 


IN RECENT WEEKS, for exam- 


ple, a Tom Wicker column was re- 
printed three times, a Wall Street 
Journal article made it twice and a 
San Diego Union report that "Reds 
invade American politics" won the 
accolade of two insertions. Perhaps 
two different congressmen wanted to 
have it reprinted and mailed to con- 
stituents to help them stem the Red 
tide. That can't be the explanation, 
though, for the fact that a Washing- 
ton Post report that "Study casts 
doubt on busing" was so appealing it 
was reprinted four tunes. Probably 
it was just an article that happened • 
to say what four different congress- 
men wanted to hear. 


Multiple insertions of the same 


article are a minor but irritating 
part of the expense of producing the 
Congressional Record. Gross might 
start his crusade by asking Congress 
to agree to the clear rule that noth- 
ing—even if its author is a congress- 
man—can be reprinted in the Rec- 
ord more than once. 


Stay on the right track 


In accepting the Republican pres- 


idential nomination four years ago, 
Richard Nixon spoke of the longings 
aroused when as a child he heard a 
distant train. 


When the President established 


the Western White House at San 
Clemente lie commented on the de- 
light he took in watching the Santa 
Fe Railway trains as they moved 
along the beach. 


The railroad does indeed add a 


picturesque quality to the beach. 
Swimmers can pick flowers from be- 
tween the ties. Residents on the 
bluffs above can gaze upon trains 
and fishing boats at once. And the 
ocean scenes are a special joy for 
rail passengers.

moved, however. The beachfront is 
too valuable for use by the railroad, 
they insist. 


At their urging, the legislature

advisers feel the low credibility record of 
the Pentagon both on money matters and 
on the Vietnam war makes his budget cut 
proposal potentially a winning issue. 


IT IS DOUBTFUL if more than a hand- 


ful of voters will really understand which 
side is making valid arguments, for many 
of them will be based on speculation about 
Soviet plans and about what our weapons 
systems will cost. 


The Pentagon budget is one area where 


It is probably possible to fool most of the 
people most of the time. 


This has played into the political plan- 


ning of presidents, who have claimed 
greater knowledge and experience in these 
areas than their challengers. For the most 
part, the voters have seemed to take the 
incumbents' word for it. 


It has been effective for the "in" ad- 


ministration to use a combination of na- 
tional security secrecy and expert opinion 
testimony to silence or ridicule an oppo- 
nent. 


We have seen some of this in the Pe- 


king and Moscow visits and in the weeks 
that have followed. We will undoubtedly 
see a good deal more of it before the elec- 
tion. 


BUT THE VERY factors that make it 


easier for the President and Dr. Henry 
Kissinger to sell the Strategic Arms Limi- 
tation Talks agreements to Congress are 
the same factors Senator McGovern is 
counting on to make a cut in defense 
spending a political asset. 
. Americans want peace, and they want 
to believe that Nixon is taking significant 
steps toward peace. This hai been an ad- 
vantage to the President. 


But Senator McGovern is convinced that 


the voters also want cuts in defense spend- 
ing and are fed up with the pattern of ex- 
cessive Pentagon secrecy, multibillion-dol- 
lar cost overruns on defense contract* and 
falsification of reports by high military of- 
ficials. 


Against this background of proven mis- 


management, corruption and admitted de- 
ceptions, the .McGovern camp is confident 
it is in a different position from past chal- 
lengers.. 


McGovern is reported to be convinced 


he can meet all general financial argu- 
ments by military experts with the exam- 
ple of the C-5A transport and its $2 billion 
in cost overruns and a half dozen equally 
dramatic examples. 


The McGovern people concede that the 


C-5A 
contract originated in the Johnson 


administration. But they point out that the 
Nixon administration has taken on the re- 
sponsibility for the C-5A blunders in firing 
cosj. analyst Ernest Fitzgerald after he tes- 
tified about the huge cost overruns. 


McGOVERN HAS BEEN given another 


political windfall in the credibility area in 
the General John Lavelle affair. Lavelle 
admitted he violated the "rules of engage- 
ment" in the air war in Vietnam more 
than 20 times and approved the false re- 
ports filed with Washington on those air 
raids. 


There are indications—and there is 


some evidence—that a number of other 
high military men and civilians had 
knowledge of the raids or the falsification 
of reports and that Lavelle simply agreed 
to be the fall guy. 


In an atmosphere of admitted falsifica- 


tion of reports on the controversial air war 
in Vietnam and admitted doctoring of re- 
ports on the C-5A, and the forced cancella- 
tion of a tank project after more than $300 
million was wasted, McGovern may not 
have to came up with a full explanation of 
his pared-down defense budget.

Brenner advertising agency of Beverly 
Hills and New York, handling the event, 
has hopes ranging from great to spectacu- 
lar. He says John Brown would be pleased 
if the telethon clears six or seven million 
Shanahan thinks it could reach 12 or 14 
million. 


The telethon's ace hole cards are credit 


cards—Master Charge and Bankamericard 
—on which contributors may charge their 
contributions. Credit card pledges of $50 
may be paid over six months, of $100 over 
12 months. 


There are 51 million such credit cards. 


Shanahan says that means about 45 million 
people and "if only 2 per cent of those 
credit card holders are moved to contrib- 
ute $10 each, that's $9 million." 


Air time for the telecast will cost the 


Democrats ?660,000 and other costs will 
hike the bill to as high as $1.5 million But 
Shanahan says it will be worth it and the 
show and entertainment will be like none 
anybody has ever seen.on a telethon.

Is California ready to pay cost of reducing crime? 


SACRAMENTO—Late last year the pub- 


Ik's attention was dramatically focused on 
a new state policy for handling criminals 
by two homicides, committed by state pris- 
on inmates "out on pass." 


The reaction, by the public in general 


and law enforcement in particular, prompt- 
ed Atty. Gen. Evelle J. Younger to create 
a task force to evaluate the new policy. 


The evaluation has been completed, and 


it puts to Californians a question being 
asked over and over again at every level 
of government: Are citizens willing to pay 
for the services they demand of govern- 
ment, or would they rather have those ser- 
Tices reduced? 


In this case, the service is the protec- 


tion of society. 


Younger's task force, headed by Judge 


Lynn D. Compton, former head of the Los 
Angeles County district attorney's Long 
Beach office, put together a 54 pagfe report 
which contained 14 recommendations pre- 
ceded by the chilling observation that "in 
view of the information gathered and eval- 
uated, the task force concludes that there 


lias been an increase in the exposure of the 
public to risk by current practices, and 
that the various segments of the criminal 
justice system have moved to implement

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what are believed to be progressive ap- 
proaches to the problem without the avail- 
ability of the necessary level of knowledge 
and techniques." 


A TREND IS developing in California's 


criminal justice system, the report stated. 
"The trend is, simply stated, one of reduc- 
ing the number of criminal offenders who 
are taken into close confinement, and re- 
ducing the length of time served by those 
who are held in custody (with the result 


that there is) a steady reduction in institu- 
tionalization and a comparable increase in 
community- based handling of offenders." 


The trend, the report asserts, is nation- 


wide. 


In March 1968, the Assembly Committee 


on Criminal Procedure, headed by Craig 
Biddle, R-Riverside, undertook an exten- 
sive study of California's sentencing poli- 
cies and concluded that the length of incar- 
ceration played little if any role either in 
deterring crime in the first place or in- 
fluencing a criminal to stay out of trouble 
when he was released. 


Furthermore, the report stated, prisons 


simply did not. rehabilitate prisoners. 


The committee joined a presidential 


crime commission and the American Bar 
Association in recommending a shift in 
emphasis to "local supervision" for crimi- 
nals. 


The shift in emphasis has been accom- 


plished in California. 


THE TWO MURDERS committed In the 


Lns AngBles area last year by prison In- 


mates out on furlough involved prisoners 
clue soon for release. They were partici- 
pants in a program designed to make their 
return to society smoother, with the object 
being to increase their chances for making 
that return successfully. 


But, 
Younger's task force determined, 


the decisions on which inmates are suitable 
for participation in such programs, and on 
which convicted defendants are suitable for 
probation rather than confinement, are fre- 
quently based on information that is inade- 
quate to begin with and for wMoh there are 
no adequate evaluation criteria. 


The task force's first recommendation 


was to improve the gathering and use of 
criminal statistics, and its second was to 
improve the manner in which such statis- 
tics are evaluated and related to individual 
defendants and inmates. 


The general public, through its legisla- 


tors, must make some difficult decisions. 
Lengthy incarceration is expensive and, in 
most cases, apparently unnecessary in 
terms of its effect on the inmate. But it 
does protect society from the offender. 


Probation, work furlough, early release, 


and similar programs cost considerably 
less than incarceration (about one-third-the 
cost. Younger's task force said), and con- 
victed persons in such programs have a 
slightly better record of staying out of 
trouble than released long-term inmates. - 


BUT THERE IS a risk, the task force 


said, because of the difficulty of making 
the preliminary evaluation of who is suita- 
ble and of maintaining adequate supervi- 
sion of criminals chosen for those pro- 
grams., 
,'..;. 


The report says a determination rrtus.t 


be made of the "level of acceptable risk" 
in terms of danger to society, cost to socie- 
ty, and benefits when such programs-, ars 
successful.

One way or another, either by lengthen- 


ing prison terms or developing more profi- 
cient evaluation and supervision practices, 
the cost of protecting society is increasing. 


Which seems to be an argument for 


spending more money now to combat the 
causes of crime in hopes of spending teas 
money later on dealing with persons after 
they have beconw criminals.

Resolving parent-child conflict 


Parent-child relationships are all 


top often power struggles, contests of 
will. Either the parent or the child 
gets his way. Someone wins and 
someone loses. 


Most parents view the problem of 


child-rearing as one of deciding to be 
strict or lenient, authoritarian or per- 
missive. But whether the parent de- 
cides to be soft or tough, the fact of 
the power struggle remains, says 
Thomas Gordon in his book "Parent 
Effectiveness Training" (Peter H. 
Wyden, Inc., $6.95). He quotes a typi- 
cal exchange between a father and 
hi& 12-year-old daughter: 


f'Bye, I'm off to school." 
^'Jfoney, it's raining. Take your 
raincoat." 
'"I don't need it. 


< I"£ou don't need it! You'll ruin your 
clothes!" 


"It's not raining that hard." 
' :"It is too." 
('I don't want to wear a raincoat." 
. "Now please go get it." 
'"I hate that raincoat. I won't wear 
it.

"You 
march right back to your 


roont and get that raincoat." 
.-"But I don't like it." 
"No huts. If you don't wear it, I'll 


ground you."

those who have power over them. It 
feels so unfair. And they strike back 
fit'-numerous ways: lying, blaming 
others, hiding their feelings, cheating, 
dominating others or becoming over- 
competitive, needing always to win 
and- hating to lose. 
, Authoritarian parents—those who 


make up their children's minds for 
them—find that their children have 
little incentive to carry out parental 
wishes. They are rebellious and re- 
sistant. The parent has trouble enfor- 


Satnuelf. 
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ting his decisions. The child has little 
opportunity to develop self-discipline. 


On the other hand, parents who 


rely entirely on letting the children 
have their way find that the children 
quickly learn how to control their 
parents. They may throw temper tan- 
trums. They try to make their par- 
ents feel guilty, and not infrequently 
say unkind, depreciating things to 
them. Such children are often .wild 
and impulsive. They regard their 
wishes as more important than any^ 
one else's. 


As for the problems of adolescence, 


Dr. Gordon believes most theories 
"have focused incorrectly on such 
factors as the adolescent's physical 
changes, his emerging sexuality, his 
new social demands, his struggle be- 
tween being a child and an adult." 
Gordon argues that the central fact of 
this period is a shift in the power re- 
lationships in which "the adolescent 
becomes so independent ,of his par- 
ents that he can no longer be easily 
Controlled by their rewards and pun- 
ishments."

the use of parental power, it re- 
mains, says Dr. Gordon, the method 
of choice for most parents, no matter 
what their education, social class or 
economic level.

Gordon has another way: the "no- 


lose" method 'of resolving conflicts. 
Both child and parent win because a 
solution is found that is acceptable to 
both. If they cannot agree, resolution 
is postponed until someone comes up 
with an acceptable idea.

When employes, have a hand in 
making decisions, they carry them 
out with greater enthusiasm and zeal 
than when decisions are made by 
management alone. 


The more the world is governed by 


agreement rather than by power, the 
better off we all will be.

Rising meat prices, floating 
of British pound top news

mestic economy and the 
securities markets. 


Those two major devel- 


opments 
introduced new 


problems and elements of 
uncertainty into the var- 
ious markets that were not 
fully visible or evaluated 
as the week ended. 


On the domestic front. 


the Nixon administration 
was pondering various op- 
tions to try to bring uncon- 
trolled 
raw 
agricultural 


products under a price dis- 
cipline that would help in 
its difficult battle against 
inflation. 


IT IS A knotty problem- 


one that could well under- 
mine tile whole controls 
mechanism. Most observ- 
ers agreed that the basic 
approach 
on meat and 


foods had to be a program 
to increase supplies. An in- 
crease in imports of meat, 
now restricted to about 
1.25 billion pounds, would 
help 
somewhat, 
but

It is the general afflu- 


ence of the American con- 
sumer that is partly re- 
sponsible for the recent 
sharp upward course of 
meat prices. The public is 
demanding . and 
eating 


much more- beef 
these 


days, but the increase in 
supply has been rather 
minimal, while production 
of pork and lamb had de- 
clined. Upward price pres- 
sure have been the result, 
and they are expected to 
intensify. 


Imported beef is almost 


entirely of the lean variety 
used for hamburgers and

frankfurters. An increase 
in beef imports, coming 
largely from Australia and 
New Zealand, would serve 
to ease upward price pres- 
sures on cheaper cuts of 
beef and indirectly on the 
higher-priced T-bones, sir- 
loins and prime ribs. But, 
of course, it will take time.

front, the most significant 
event was the decision of 
Britain to allow her ctu'- 


rency to float freely after 
several days of speculative 
pressure 
that demanded 


massive 
support 
opera- 


tions. It was a reflection of 
the country's huge eco- 
nomic problems, particu- 
larly rising inflation and a 
deteriorating 
balance-of- 


payments situation. 


While the suddenness of 


the decision to float was 
surprising, it was hailed 
by some bankers here as a

would avoid the usual pro- 
longed period of currency 
support and borrowing op- 
erations that were typical 
of past periods when a 
country's

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Chlorophyll hazards studied

ARGONNE, 111. '«B - 


Chlorophyll — the stuff 
that makes 'grass green — 
produces large amounts of 
carbon monoxide, an odor- 
less .gas which can be fa- 
tal, scientists at Argonne 
National Laboratory haye 
found. 


But 
the 
homeowner 


mowing his lawn doesn't 
have anything to worry 
about, according to the sci- 
entists, not unless he's 
planning to fill- a giant 
room full of decaying 
grass. 


The scientists estimate 


that the naturally occur- 
ring chlorophyll produces 
100 million tons Of the gas 
throughout the world each 
year, this compares with 
an estimated 270 million 
tons produced by man- 
made sources, such as au- 
tomobiles and factories. 


The research at the At- 


omic Energy Commission 
facility here is designed to 
determine the total amount 
of carbon monoxide in the 
atmosphere as a step to- 
ward controlling it. 


THE work is sponsored 


by the Coordinating Re- 
search Council, jointly di- 
rected by the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection 
Agency, the Automobile', 
Manufacturers Association 
and the American Petrole- 
um Institute. 
. The two-year Argonne 
project, conducted by Dr. 
Henry Orespi and his asso- 
ciates, found that chloro- 
phyll produces atmospher- 
ic carbon monoxide in two 
ways. 


The greater part of the. 


natural production takes 
place 
when plants and 


fresh and salt water algae 
decay and die. This is esti- 
mated to "be responsible 


for 60 million tons o'. car- 
bon monoxide annually. 


The production of chloro- 


phyll in certain kinds of 
fresh water algae also pro- 
duces the gas. 


In everyday; terms, Cres- 


pi ••• said, the' homeowner 
who has an acre of lawn to 
mow 
cuts 
about 1,000 


pounds of. grass, every two 
weeks. This amounts 'tc 
about five pounds of chlo- 
rophyll. 


As- the -grass dies, the 


decaying chlorophyll emits 
one-sixteenth of a pound of 
carbon 
monoxide, 
"or 


about the same as burning 
one-twelfth of a gallon of 
gas in a car without emis- 
sion controls," Crespi said. 


THE scientist said in an 


interview there is no dan-, 
ger from natural sources 
of carbon monoxide to hu- 
man health. "It would take 
a tremendous room full of. 


decaying vegetation in or- 
der to build up anything 
like toxic or lethal levels," 
he said. 


In urban environments, 


the level of carbon monox- 
ide is about 1 to 4 parts 
per million, he said, while 
in rural 'areas the level is v 
well below 1 part per mil- 
lion. 


A working person Is con- 


sidered to be inhaling car- 
bon monoxide at a safe 
level if it does not exceed 
50 parts per million during 
an eight-hour day, he said. 


Chlorophyll is essential 


to photosynthesis, the proc- 
ess by which plants use 
sunlight to manufacture 
carbohydrates. 


"The 
more we know 


about how nature produces 
and -disposes of carbon 
monoxide, the easier it will 
be for man to work in har- 
mony with her," Crespi' 
said.

The Irvine Co. lor the fiscal year ended April 30 re- 


ported a net income of $7,637,510, which is $1.3 million 
above the 1971 figure, company President William R. 
Mason reported to shareholders this week. 


The ranching, land-planning and development firm 


achieved a gross income in fiscal 1972 of $46,767,873, 
more than $11 million over 1971 and the liighest in the 
Orange County company's history. 


Mason attributed much of the company's increased 


income to an upswing of the region's general economy, a 
lowering of interest rates in the past year and the suc- 
cess of the company's industrial land development and 
agricultural operations. The agricultural division, he 
pointed out, experienced an exceptionally good year, 
with heavy yields and quality in all row and field crops 
entering the mSarket "at a time of good prices." 


The financial picture presented at the annual share- 


holders meeting permitted issuance of a 46-cent divi- 
dend, 15 per cent over 1971. It was the sixth consecutive 
year, Mason noted, that there had been an increase. In 
1967 the dividend per share was 18 cents. 


Owner of some 83,000 acres in Orange County, the 


Irvine Co. distributes dividends on the basis of 8.5 mil- 
lion shares. More than half the shares (53.4 per cent) 
are owned by the James Irvine Foundation. The founda- 


: tkm is a charitable organization established by the late 


James Irvine II more than three decades ago. It distrib-

• ji Mason's annual report also noted that the Irvine Co.

"We are confident that our developments," conclud- 


ed Mason, "are creating a better urban environment 
than people have known before, and we are willing to as- 
sume our share of the responsibility, along with the peo- 
ple and the governing bodies, to create this better envi- 
ronment." 


Home sales bright, despite taxes 


Despite excessive property tax burdens in some 


areas, the home purchase market remains exceedingly 
strong throughout the nation and will continue to be so 
in the months ahead, according to Fred C. Tucker, Indi- 
anapolis, president of the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards. 


Basing his comments on the result of the annual 


market survey conducted by the NAREB Department of 
Research among Realtors in all parts of the nation, 
Tucker added that "our efforts as an association will not 
diminish as we seek to find substitutes for a portion of 
the real property tax, which has been allowed to reach 
too burdensome a level for too long a time in many 
areas of the nation." 


He called for continued efforts by state legislatures 


to place a ceiling on such real estate taxes, affect a 
roll-back thereafter to a "fair level," and then to pro- 
vide substitute taxes to fill the vacuum with a type cal- 
rculated to be fair to all citizens, whether owners or ten- 
ants of real property.

Commenting further, Tucker said that "the mort- 


gage money supply, now perhaps the greatest in history, 
will continue in availability and abundance throughout 
the balance of the year and that 1972 will see in total a 


• record result in home purchases and sales throughout 
the nation." 


Future's modular home 
' 
The future's modular home was described recently 


oy a General Motors Division executive. 


The house of tomorrow will be an automated me- 


chanical marvel incorporating a series of computerized 
systems that will do everything from programming the 
family washing to itemizing monthly bills, income taxes 
and even recipes. 


This was the prediction of Robert W. Fincher. of 


Dayton, Ohio, general sales manager of Frigidaire Divi- 
sion of General Motors when he addressed the Los Ange- 
les group of home economists in business here. 
: "Houses of the future will feature all sorts of activi- 
ty centers that will enable the homemaker to save time, 
energy and space." Fincher declared. "And, in some 
cases, even arrange modular appliances around to suit 
her taste and convenience. 


"The cooking center, for example, may not be a 


kitchen as we know it today," he explained, "but rather 
in an area furnished in several appliance islands ar- 
ranged to suggest a natural flow into the dining or fami- 
ly rooms as required." 


He said that the kitchen may be furnished in free- 


standing appliance mini-modules that form functional 
centers. There might be a refrigerator center composed 
of foui 
4' mini-modules, which do not resemble today's 


units. The dishwasher-sink might fold away into the 
: wall, along will other specialized cooking appliances. 


The cooking center of tomorrow might feature built- 


in appliances that can be programmed together to ciok 
an entire meal, or be used individually. 


Designers already are exploring the idea of laundry 


center with a programming dvice that will furnish at 
readout with special washing instructions. 


At another center, all of the cooking and dining 


cleanup chores can be completed. There might be a mul- 
ti-level dishwasher, a food waste disposer and trash 
compactor — all combined into a single unit. A hot wa- 
ter heating and storage tank as well as dish and utensil 
storage would be incorporated into this clean-up combi- 
nation. 


Fincher said that a communications module would 


function as a kind of supercenter — a household comput- 
er that would accept and store information about reci- 
pes, monthly bills, income taxes and the like, then later 
publish that information to the householder at the touch 
of a button. 


There might be a closed-circuit television screen for 


viewing the neighborhood — ideal for locating Junior 
when he's late for lunch or providing security informa- 
tion by showing the movements of intruders. 


Such a computerized supercenter would even have 


its own provision for the programming of complete 
meals. 


"No house of the future will be complete without 


having its own environmental control system," Fincher 
predicted, "with air purifiers, conditioning and all of the 


other basic comfort utilities organized in a single mod- 
ule. 


"Undoubtedly there will be a separate refreshment 


center, disposable vacuum, water conservation devices 
and in short, a whole new coterie of life-support systems 
as superior to today's appliances, in their technology, as 
an Apollo Command space ship to a commercial jet air- 
liner." 


Fincher added that modular type homes are already 


a present and growing reality with kitchen, bathroom 
and utility modules having plumbing, electricity and 
heating systems incorporated into the walls.

porcelain enamel finish.

heater lasts longer. The 
life of a water heater de- 
pends mainly on the tank's 
resistance to corrosion.

The length of 
the guarantee — from five • 
to 15 years — is a clue to 
the quality of the tank. 


Water piping should be 


the smallest size capable 
of producing a satisfactory 
flow to meet hot water re- 
quirements. This reduces 
temperatures surface loss 
and saves fuel. Both gas 
and water pipes should 
have shut-off valves ahead 
of the connection to the 
water heater.

JOHN McKAY 
Passes the word 


John H. McKay, USC's renowned football coach, 


didn't waste any time or let any grass grow under his 
feet when he accepted the double job as Trojan athletic 
director. 


One of John's first duties was to issue a memoran- 


dum to his coaches in all areas. 


The subject was recruitment rules and McKay asked 


his coaches to "please, carefully, review the follow- 
ing....the following two changes in official interpretations 
become effective immedi- 
ately." 


Lest recruiters step on 


their 
own feet, McKay 


passed around the word on 
these two items: 


'•\"o. 1," said John, "is 


that no coach may conduct 
or 
participate 
in 
any 


coaching school involving 
students who have finished 
classes in the spring after 
their junior year in high 
school. 


"Please note this very 


carefully." 


John's added thought 


was that this was an offi- 
cial 
NCAA ruling. 
The 


Troys have been known to 
sponsor senior athletes, as 
if 
you didn't know. 'In 


times past, junior athletes 
who finished their spring 


classes, were classed by recruiters as seniors. 


"POINT NO. 2," continued McKay, "is that when a 


prospect visits the campus at his own expense, he may 
be given three complimentary tickets to a campus ath- 
letic event." 


Formerly the limit was two. Now, this second point 


is something else. Everyone is happy with it because it 
pleases everyone. 


: The mother, father and girl friend can attend, say, 


the Notre Dame-USC contest at the Coliseum, whereas 
formerly only the mother and father were eligible for 
tickets. 


EVER-CAUTIOUS McKAY,.who .is five jumps ahead 


of his peers, pointed out the following eight items for the 
benefit of his coaches, who dare not stub their toes be- 
cause they have been forewarned. 


These.items, all changes, will become effective next 


Aug. 1. 


"1. A prospective student-athlete may make only one 


paid visit to the campus: (Note: Formerly, the limit was 
two.) 


"2. No paid visit may be made by a prospect before 


the start of his senior year in high school. 


"3. All entertainment for a prospect and his parents, 


or guardian, must be on campus. It is not permissible to 
entertain, other relatives or friends at any site. 


"4. No institution nor its representatives may trans- 


port or pay for the transportation for relatives or friends 
of the prospect to visit the campus or elsewhere. 


"5. On visits to a prospect away from campus, no 


institution staff member or representative may expend 
any funds other than necessary for his own personal ex- 
penses." 


- THIS MAY GRAB YOU, but it's another rule given 


the green light by the NCAA: 


"6. Freshmen are eligible for varsity football. It is 


up to the conference and individual schools to rule on 


whether freshmen are eligible for varsity regular-season 
competition." 


One Trojan coach, not McKay, made this stipula- 


tion: 


"It's a rarity a freshman will make the USC varsity, 


especially in football. 


"He could be a redshirt (a five-year student) or a 


frosh candidate, but it's highly improbable he would be 
a starter." 


The continuation of McKay's memorandum: 
"Point No. 7—aid may be graduated or cancelled at 


the end of the academic year if the recipient voluntarily 
withdraws from a sport for his own personal reasons." 


Point No. g is one to digest thoroughly: 
"The student athlete enrolled.in a graduate school of 


the institution he attended as an undergraduate may 
participute in intercollegiate athletics provided he' has 
athletic eligibility remaining and such participation oc- 
curs within four years after initial enrollment." 


THE NEW RULES, especially items one through 


five as listed above, figure to work mightily in USC's fa- 
vor. 


"Now we'll be able to recruit on an equal basis with 


Colorado—one of our toughest competitors — Nebraska 


HANK 
HOLLINGWORTH 


and Oklahoma," stated a member of the Trojan family 
after reading McKay's memorandum thoroughly. 


"Those other schools now are limited to only one 


paid visit. They used to kill us with 'X' number of visits 
to their campus or town. We went through all kinds of 
hell trying to keep up with those people in the matter of 
finances." 


THE TROJANS never were second fiddle in any 


sports field, but they did have to play the second fiddle 
in the recrmting department often because as a private 
school within a league blanketed by strange rules and 
restrictions, they couldn't compete recruiting-wise with 
the Nebraskas and Oklahomas. 


These four changes approved by the NCAA certainly 


should jump the Trojans ahead of the now dominant Big 
8 teams, which have gotten away with murder in recent 
seasons. It won't harm Notre Dame or the Big 10 teams, 
either.' 


These are the important changes which could change 


the college football dynasties: 


1. Only one paid visit to a campus by an athlete. 
2. A prospective athlete won't be entertained on 


campus unless the parent or guardian is present. 


3. No paid visit to a campus will be made by a pros- 


pect unless he is in the senior class. 


4. No relatives or friends of a prospect will be given 


pay or transportation money to visit the campus or else- 
where. 


Items two and four don't conflict. They simply mean 


that the prospective athlete must be accompanied by a 
. parent or guardian on his campus vist, but that the in- 
viting school cannot pay for the elders' trip. 


The NCAA changes sure as the dickens didn't regis- 


ter well with Nebraska or Oklahoma, but for once the 
NCAA is to be commended. 


The alphabet body finally put things into parity. Per- 


haps the latest changes will kill 75-men redshirt squads, 
even • though Nebraska and Oklahoma people will be 
screaming like Banshees.

When Henry Aaron takes 


his place in rightfield this 
afternoon for the Atlanta 
Braves he will do so only 
after, attending to his usual 
pre-game rites. 


They include replying to 


all the questions from the 
inquisitive writers, having 
microphones poked in his 
face and the questions are 
all the same—Babe Ruth, 
Babe Ruth, Babe Ruth. 


There was a time when 


a 
man laughed at the 


thought of reaching 
the 


moon. Cancel the Ed Sulfr 
van Show? Unheard of. 


Now, heaven forbid, here 


is Henry Aaron pursuing 
another impossible—Ruth's 
historic record for hitting 
home runs. He's hit 652 at 
the moment, more than 
any other living player. 
The only man to hit more 
was the Babe, who hit 714 
and while the 
historians 


seem to think Bad Henry 
will one day top the rec- 
ord, fans are divided. 


"I gel more mail nowa- 


days," Aaron was saying 
Saturday evening. "I'd say 
it was about even. Some 
want me to break the rec- 
ord, others don't. I accept 
this. Some people praise 
Ruth and tell me he'd be 
even a better player if he 
was 
around 
today. 
At 


least, none of the letters 
I've received are mean 
ones." 


It wasn't until a year 


ago, after he'd reached an- 
other pinnacle—3,000 hits 
—that he began to serious- 
ly consider his chances of 
catching Ruth. 


"I won't choose to pun- 


ish myself," he said when 
it became clear he had 
more 
than 
an 
outside 


chance 
of overtaking the 


greatest home run record 
ever. "I don't mean just 
physcially p.unish myseif, 
but mentally punish my- 
self. I wouldn't let person- 


al ambition to go after an- 
other man's record cause 
me to lose the respect of 
the fans and the press. I 
couldn't 
stand 
to 
hear 


them say that I was hurt- 
ing the team by hanging 
around going after that 
record." 


Aaron, now 38, says he'll 


• quit when he's 40. That co- 
incides with the lucrative 
three-year 
contract 
he 


signed this spring calling 
for roughly $600,000. The 
Braves feel, quite natural- 
ly, that once Aaron gets 
close to the record they'll 
have a pretty good return 
on their investment. 


Aaron, always a quiet- 


spoken individual, contin- 
ues to pass out praise to 
others. 
He 
says if he 


breaks the record he won't 
do it alone. 


"I've always been lucky 


to have tremendous hitters 
in the lineup around me. 
Pitchers have had to give 
me good pitches to hit be- 
cause of the other guys. 
Look 31 us now. There's 
Carly and Cepeda, Wil- 
liams 
and G a r r , and 


they're all good hitters." 


Aaron 
had 
done just 


about everything a man 
can do in baseball. He's 
played in the World Series. 
He's got a lifetime batting 
mark of .313. He's in the 
extremely rare circle of 
those 
who've 
collected 


3,000 hits. 


Therefore, 
the 
mere 


chance of overtaking an- 
other record, even of one 
of the magnitude of Ruth's 
can't complete motivation. 


"Fifteen 
years ago I 


wouldn't have needed any- 
thing extreme," he said. 
"Now I do. I need an over- 
whelming responsibility to 
stay in the lineup as often 
as possible. If we don't get 
into the pennant race it 
will hurt my chances. But 
if we stay in the race, 
that's different. I might 
make it then." 


What of the pressure, the 


persistent questions of the 
press and the fans? Can he 
handle it? 


Said one teammate, re- 


ferring to Roger Maris 
who did have numerous al- 
tercations with the media 
when he broke Ruth's sin- 
gle season homer record in 
1961, "Maris created situa- 
lons. Aaron knows how to 
handle them." 


Says Aaron: "I don't see ' 


why 
it should pose any - 


great problem. I'll have to 
ration my time and some 
people 
may 
not under- 


stand. You can't conduct 
interviews 
all 
day and 


night and then play base- 
ball. But I'll devote as 
much time as possible to 
the media. 


"Let me say this," he 


added with a grin, "I am 
much more worried about 
those 
pitchers who are 


trying to prevent me from 
breaking the record, than I 
am about the people who 
are going to write and talk 
about it."

Dodgers pleading 


for protection 


When the Dodgers repaired to their hotel following a 


recent cloudburst in St. Louis, the attending baseball 
journalists hastened hither and yon in search of an item 
known in the trade as a "rainy day story." 


One reporter, strategically located behind a potted 


palm, chanced to hear Willie Crawford delivering an im- 
passioned lecture on the subject of protection. 


"OUR pitchers do not protect us enough," Willie la- 


mented. "All they have to do is make the other bitten 
visit the dirt once in a while. They don't do it." 


Translated, Crawford was suggesting that the Dodg- 


er pitchers are remiss in failing to aim baseballs in the 
direction of the heads of opposing batsmen on those oc- 
casions when such delicate actions are called for. Such 
intimidation of batters is appropriate after it is first 
practiced by the pitcher on the other team. 


In the lexicon of baseball, the maneuver is known as 


"knocking him down" or "sticking' it in his ear." 


IT WAS ON an earlier road trip that Willie Davis ap- 


pared before the Dodgers' kangaroo court to issue a 
grievance against th« Dodger pitching staff for lack of 
protection. 


"The only way we can get help," Davis pleaded, "Is 


from our pitchers. H they don't protect us, the other 
guys will just keep on knocking us down." 


Apparently, the .presiding judge of the kangaroo

dale and Johnny Podres. 


"It has been my experience," Drysdale used to say, 


"that I get along much better with opposing batters if I 
first let them know who is boss." 


OF COURSE, several schools of thought exist on the 


matter of sticking baseballs into the nostrils or hearing 
instruments of human beings. For instance, doctors do 
not recommend the practice from a medical standpoint 
inasmuch as a baseball properly thrown often approach- 
es speeds up to 100 m.p.h. 


"If a batter does not wish to get hit by the ball," 


Johnny Podres would reason, "he should stand back 
from the plate and out of the way." 


The umpires, as a group, frown on pitchers aiming 


at the heads of batters. Beanball wars have been known 
to get out of hand in the past and strong rules, involving 
automatic fines and suspension, have been introduced. 


Of course, the batters are of the opinion the umpires 


are entirely to slow in enforcing the rules. It is the con- 
tention of the batsmen that a pitcher with a nasty gleam 
in his eye should be ejected from the game. 


Still, there is a greater fear in the hearts of the hit- 


ters. More terrifying than the pitcher who would knock 
you down is the one without control who has no notion as 
to where the ball is going after it leaves his hand. 


BILLY MARTIN, a recent visitor to Anaheim, was 


recalling the most frightening of all such wildmen. Ryne 
Duren, a former Yankee and Angel, threw as hard as 
any man who ever lived and completely without control. 


"Nobody in the ball park was safe when Ryne was 


pitching." Billy Martin recalled. 


Martin also reminisced about the time the citizen in 


the seats behind third base bellowed insults and obsceni- 
ties at Duren for three innings. In the fourth, Ryne si- 
lenced the fellow, almost permanently. 


Quite by accident, Duren stuck it in his ear.

The umpire was a lady, Mrs. Bernice Gera, a 41- 


year-old Jackson Heights, N.Y., housewife. She wag 
about to make her debut Saturday night as the first lady 
umpire in the masculine history of organized baseball. 
She had been scheduled to officiate her first game Fri- 
day night but another lady, Hurricane Agnes, had creat- 
ed a postponement. Now, in this quiet Finger Lakes 
town, Ifes. Gera was awaiting a twinight doubleheader 
between the Geneva Hangers and tha Auburn Phillies in 
the opener of the class A New York-Penn League sea- 
son. 


"You've come a .long way, baby, I tell that to my- 


self," she was saying over an afternoon cup of tea. "But 
it hasn't been that easy. I've lost patches of my hair." 


That happened to Roger Maris in 1961 when the New

didn't wash my hand for two days," she recalled, laugh- 
ing. Her interest in baseball continued and a decade ago, 
she wrote letters to virtually all the major league teams, 
asking for front-office employment. Their rejections 
didn't dissuade her. Five years ago, she filed an applica- 
tion for Al Summer's Baseball Umpires school in Flori- 
da. 


"He accepted my check," she said. "He thought I'd 


signed the letter, Bernie Gera, but I had to call him 
about something and that was my mistake. From my 
voice, he realized I was a woman. He blew his cool. H* 
told me there never had been a woman in his umpire 
school, and there never would be." 


She turned to the Florida Baseball School where 


"they wanted me to take a home coarse," she said, 
eventually, she was accepted, and was graduated. But 
in 1969, her contract with the New York-Penn Leagne 
was disapproved by Philip Plton, then the President of 
the National Assn. of Professional Baseball Leagues, 
meaning the minor leagues. His reasons were that she 
was too old and too small. She is five feet, two inches 
and 128 pounds. 


Six months ago, the New York State Court of Ap- 


peals disagreed with the minor league commissioner in a 
5-to-2 decision. 


"It's cost me about $30,000 in income I never made," 


she said. "I had been doing secretarial work until I 
started umpiring, so that's five years at a mini-mum of 
$5,000 a year, plus my phone bills and other expenses. 
My legal fees, I don't know yet. Mario Biaggi, the Bronx 
Congressman, took the case because nobody else would. 
He was doing it gratis but he and other lawyers working 
with him. Right now I'm broke financially and I won't 
get rich as an umpire. The pay here is ridiculous." 


HER SALARY for the 70-game season reportedly is 


?100 a week, plus expenses. 


"I don't even know how the expenses work, whether 


it's a daily allowance or what," she said. "My husband's 
with me now, he took his vacation for these two weeks. 
He's with the Department of Highways in New York as 
a photographer. I've umpired in the Y.M.CA. leagues, 
C.Y.O. leagues, semi-pro games in Bridgeton, N.J, and 
I was treated no different than any other umpire. When 
there's an argument, they storm out, they circle you, all 
I could see was their jugular veins." 


In contrast, she has devoted much of her time to vis- 


iting children and wounded servicemen in New York 
hospitals. 


"That's what baseball really is," she said, "talking 


to tods about the players and the teams. I even bought 
5,000 little souvenirs to give away here to the .kids at my 
first game. It cost me $50. Then I found out they only 
have 3,000 seats here. It came out of the $319 I got for 
being on the Mike Douglas show a few weeks ago;" 


Despite her fame, the lady umpire has no particular 


ambition to officiate in the major leagues. 


"All through this case, my heart was broken," she 


said. "I've learned to take, everything in stride. The ma- 
jors? What are they talking about, the majors? I've al- 
ways wondered if even this was worth it."

offer peace 


and healing

Listen carefully and you can hear the 


laughter. Soft echoes of kids having a grand 
time. You've heard the sounds often enough 
before. In fact, now that school is out, the 
sounds will grow less sweet. 


The noise will become a racket and your 


block will be reeling from it. So what's the big 
deal here? 


Well up here, secluded in the San Gabriel 


Mountains near little Tujunga Canyon, the 
laughter takes on added -significance. For 
Hathaway Village workers the' childish laugh- 
ter is a reward, a dimensional yardstick for 
their success. 


For the children themselves, the laughter 


means their mental illness is beginning to dis- 
solve. 


Only 12 youngsters are now at the new vil- 


lage, a 10-year dream that cost $4,000,000 to fi- 
nally construct as a pilot project of the Na- 
tional Institute of Mental Health. It is set on 
the famed old 300-acre Paradise Ranch of the 
late C. B. DeMille and is the experts' hope of 
things to come in the treatment of emotional 
disturbances of children. 


THE VILLAGE PROPER is arranged on 


three levels and consists of a small school, the 
administration building and acute treatment 
hospital, a -recreation building and gym, and 
five duplex cottages. 


It is approached along six miles of winding 


rollercoaster roads and ,is heralded by two 
large stone gate posts at the entrance to an- 
other short winding drive. 


In a few weeks, if plans hold up, a full 


complement of youngsters will be living and 
learning and playing here in an intensive at- 
tempt to capture love and security they've 
somehow missed. 


Just up the hill from the main buildings 


along an older section of road, where the kids 
can get an expansive view of their village 
home and the wide-open land surrounding it, 
is the farm. Here the children will ride the 
horses, play with the dog, feed the pigs, chick- 
ens and cows or load the Sicilian burro. Here 
also, as envisioned, will be miniature farms: 
animals, vegetables, or flowers, for child par- 
ticipation. 


And down the other side of the hill, in exist- 


ing buildings leftover from DeMille's tenure 
including his famous old ranch house, about 20 
vocational shops—radio, auto, carpentry and 
others—will be located. These will be tied in 
with the maintenance 
staff working with 


youngsters unable to attend regular school. 


The surrounding hills and fields will be 


used for camping and hiking, both by children 
living at the village and those up for brief 
summer or weekend visits and treatment. 


When completed the country's most unique 


and largest facility of its kind will work with 
100 in-patient children—nearly doubling that of 
existing child treatment centers in all of Los 
Angeles County — 200 day care and brief treat- 
ment youngsters, 300 out-patient, and 1,000 
children and parents through a community 
network. Cost will be $1,000,000 a year.

Sheila Pokras, Lakewood's first city 


councilwoman, is the kind of person who 
keeps launching new careers. 


First—right after her freshman year 


in college—she became a wife. Then, af- 
ter graduation from Temple University, 
she taught school. 


Next she became the mother of three. 


When the third offspring was eight 
months old, she started to law school. 
Four and a half years later, she began a 
law practice. 


And, finally, this spring she ran for 


public office—and won. 


Now housewife, mother, lawyer (no 


longer teacher), she is up to her petite 
shoulders in a number of plans for the 
City of Lakewood. 


Bringing government closer to people 


is a major goal, one she's made some 
headway with, she says, since she was 
seated on the council in April. 


One of the planks in her platform was 


a hotline from the public to City Hall. 
The city administration is now open to 
incoming calls, she says. And her own 
home phone number is no secret, Mrs. 
Pokras added. 


The most exciting thing about her 


first try for public office was knocking 
on doors and listening to the people who 
answered. 


She walked half the precincts in Lake- 


wood and found a general disenchant- 
ment with the remoteness of govern- 
ment. 


Mrs. 
Pokras scored an upset victory, 


along with two other councilmen, by un- 
seating three incumbents who were fa- 
vored to win. 


The new council quickly approved a 


plan for a complete reorganization of 
city government including a city manag- 
er form of administration. 


MRS. 
POKRAS wants more involve- 


ment of senior citizens and youth in 
Lakewood matters too. Next fall she 
hopes to start a plan for high school and 
college students to serve on an ad hoc 
basis on city committees and com- 
missions. 


"These will not necessarily be just the 


good students," she said. "Any student 
who is interested can have his or her 
name put in a hat. Names will be drawn 
and the students will serve on a rotating 
basis, probably for two to three month 
periods." 


Although the young people won't have 


a vote, they will have a voice in shaping 
city policy. Mrs. Pokras sees it as an ed- 
ucational venture that may foster a last- 
ing interest in government in at least 
some of them. 


Lakewood Center is'dhother concern 


of hers. She views it as a symptom of 
public complacency. 


"It's dowdy looking . . . needs a shot 


in the arm," she claims. And she thinks 
the city council should provide it. 


Federal money is available for refur. 


bishing, she says. Gas revenues can be 
used to improve egress and ingress. She 
also advocates architectural planning to 
form a more cohesive unit. 


Sales revenues from the center are vi- 


tal to the city, she adds. 
' "If we lose $100,000 a year, we will 
have to raise property taxes. Thirty-eight 
per cent of our budget comes from sales 
tax." 


MRS. 
POKRAS HADN'T really in- 


tended to run for a council seat, but she 
thought the group needed a woman. 
When no one else came forth, she de- 
cided to take the plunge herself. 


She hired a student from the Universi- 


ty of California at Berkeley to run her 
campaign and got her husband and chil- 
dren busy. 


"I wouldn't vote for you just because 


you're a woman, mother," 13-year-old Al- 
lison told her. 


"I had to win her over. But once I 


convinced her I had other qualifications, 
she was one of my. most enthusiastic 
boosters." 


"I wanted to put up a fight to give 


other women the idea," she said. "It's 
necessary for more than 50 per cent of

new setup will operate and what staff mem- 
bers hope to accomplish. Operation: 


—The acute treatment clinic, which holds 


25, will offer intensive short-term care for 
those severely disturbed. From here the child 
will either be sent home with continued out-pa- 
tient therapy or placed in one of the village 
cottages. The clinic also will provide 24 hour 
emergency service with day, night or weekend 
hospitalization. 


—The ten cottages will provide a family- 


like atmosphere for children who need to be 
removed from their environment. In each cot- 
tage a married couple will live and work with 
six youngsters on an around-the-clock basis. 


—The school, with ten classrooms and play- 


yard, is for youngsters who are too disturbed 
to attend one of the regular community 
schools and need specialized instruction. Al- 
though primarily for the live-in youths, there 
will be some room for those needing only day 
care. 


Latch, who gives the appearance of a real- 


istic man facing a persistent but increasingly 
more exposed problem, estimates there are 
upwards of several thousand Los Angeles 
County youngsters in need of this kind of facil- 
ity, which if successful will be implemented 
throughout the country. 
, 


THE MAIM AIM of the Village staff is to 


get the children functioning in the community 
again as soon as possible. The key to achiev- 
ing this, besides the intensive and specialized 
care, will be earlier detection of the mentally 


' ill child. 


Many emotionally disturbed children now 


either wander around the community undetect- 
ed, going from place to place and eventually 
winding up in Juvenile Hall or a state institu- 
tion, Latch said, or are inappropriately placed 
in adult units or the county probation depart- 
ment. 


In illustration, he told of an actual case in- 


volving an 8-year-old girl who had been in 22 
foster homes before finally coming to Hatha- 
way Home in Highland Park, the village's par- 
ent facility. 


The girl was quite disturbed. Her father 


had died when she was 4 or 5-years-old; her 
mother became mentally ill and was hospital- 
ized. Of the 22 foster homes, one or two were 
adoptive possibilities that just didn't work out. 
She stayed at Highland Park for a year, im- 
proved enough to attend the community school 
and was ready for the transition to a foster 
home. But again this home was not working 
out, even though the couple was highly rated 


and well liked by the girl. She was waiting for 
her mother to return. 


"There was no moving this girl until she 


saw that her mother was just not well enough 
to ever take care of her," Latch explained. 
The mother was a chronic schizophrenic and 
failed to recognize her daughter—a shock for 
the girl but with happy after effects. She went 
to the foster home and from there on to a nor- 
mal adulthood. 


A more typical case involved a 9-year-old 


gill whose father deserted home and the moth- 
er became ill and died, The grandmother took 
over but was simply too old to cope. The 
young girl went into a depression and refused 
to eat. The grandmother was not sharp enough 
to realize that the child barely ate for an en- 
tire month—she had given up on life. "This 
was the 9-year-old's way of committing gu- 
cide," Latch declared. 


When discovered the child was only skin 


and bones and had to be tube fed. 


After a brief hospital stay, she was trans- 


f ered to Hathaway where she underwent treat- 
ment for over a year. There she blossomed 
out and subsequently was placed in a foster 
home. ' 


THERE ARE FOUR children from the 


Long Beach area presently at the Highland 
Park facility who may be slutted to the moun- 
tain retreat. 


But the primary geographic targets for the 


Village operation, particularly the out-patient 
care, 'are the nearby 'Pacoima, Sunland, Tu- 
junga, Sun Valley, Lake View Terrace com- 
munities. More than 75,000 children reside 
within this boundary and the Village, as a re- 
quirement of the state and federal funding, 
will concentrate on curing or keeping these 
youngsters mentally healthy. 


Latch said staff members will work with 


teachers from 20 schools, training them to de- 
termine earlier the more subtle signs of possi- 
ble mental trouble. It's relatively easy to real- 
ize that an excessively aggressive hyper-aetive 
child is mentally troubled, he said, but ex- 
treme shyness, an inability to share, late bed 
wetting, reading backwards, and excessive 
lying are also some signs of deeper problems. 


The aggressive child can be such a nuis- 


ance he won't be overlooked but the with- 
drawn or bedwetting child is likely to be toler- 
ated or ignored until the problem is more in- 
grained, Latch pointed out. 


The Village is also one-third supported by 


donations and the most prominent benefactor 
is actress-singer Julie Andrews for whom the 
administration and clinic building was named. 
Miss Andrews visits the ranch frequently and 
talks with the children.

our population to be represented on the 
council." 


Mrs. Pokras and her oral surgeon 


husband, Norman, both grew up in the 
Jewish section of Newark N.J., where 
they went to Weequahic High School with 
author Philip Roth. 


Roth wrote of the school, the neigh- 


borhood and a lot of their friends in 
"Portnoy's Complaint." And he captured 
it all well, Mrs. Pokras says. 


"Everybody thought Phil was kind of 


strange. Everybody else wanted to be a 
doctor or a dentist. Ha majored in Eng- 
lish." 


The neighborhood ("Let's face it, was 


a ghetto") was not a prosperous one. But 
everyone was politically aware, Sheila 
Pokras remembers. 


"On Sunday night when you walked 


down Leslie Street ("Phil mentions it in 
'Portnoy"), windows would be open and 
every radio would be tuned to Walter 
Winchell. 


"Everybody was terribly interested in 


the war. And Eleanor Roosevelt was al- 
ways at our high school, talking about 
the United Nations, talking about a lot of 
things... 


"In the early 50s Hubert Humphrey 


was my pinup boy. He and Montgomery 
Clift." 


THE POKRASES started dating when 


she was a freshman in high school After 
she was graduated, she enrolled in Bea- 
ver College, a small girls' school in 
JenMntown, Pa., so she could be near 
Norman, who was attending Temple Uni- 
versity Dental School in Philadelphia. 


"I wanted to be near, but not too 


near, because I was going to date other 
people. I dated about three I think. That 
was enough." 


The following fall the Pokrases mar- 


ried and she transferred to Temple, 
where she got a degree in secondary educ- 
cation. 


She taught junior high school In Phila- 


delphia and later in Newark. Allison was 
born about this time, then another 
daughter. 


After Pokras completed his residency 


as an oral surgeon, he entered the ser- 
vice and the Pokrases left Newark for 
Travis Air Force Base, Calif. 


On a trip to Disneyland, while he was 


recuperating from serum hepatitis, they 
fell in love with Southern California. Af- 
ter he left the Air Force, he got a job in 
Santa Ana.

There are, of course, as many answers as there are 


collectors. 


For Jessie Hardman of Long Beach, the answer is 


easy. She and her husband shared an interest in miner- 
als even before they were married. On their honeymoon, 
they went lo Mexico and there, in Taxco. she was buying 
some silver buckles. 


The shop owner opened the safe to gel more of the 


ornaments and among many other items were some 
jade, beads. Seeing Mrs. Hardman's fascination, the own- 
er impulsively said to the bride. "Take one! 
It's 


yours!" 


That did it. From then on, jade was the object of the 


couple's special attention. 


Shortly after their honeymoon, World War II began 


and the new husband went into service. In the course of 
time,, he was in China. There was no restriction on buy- 
ing jade then, and there was much to be had. Some of 
the couple's choicest pieces were acquired at that time. 


IN INTERVENING years, Mrs. Hardman has be- 


come a respected specialist and authority on jade. 


At the National Gem and Mineral Show Thursday 


through next Sunday at Anaheim Convention Center, she 
will serve as a judge. Friday at 2 p.m., she will conduct 
a Thumbnail Workshop and at 5 p.m. that same after- 
noon will give a slide-lecture program on "California 
Firsts — the Man and the Mineral," discussing minerals 
and gems found in this state. 


But it's jade that intrigues her most. 
"Just think," she exclaims, "during the age of Peri- 


cles in Greece, 2,000 years ago, camel caravans wera 
bringing jade from Turkistan through the Great Wall of 
China!" 
, 


Many of the pieces in her collection are burial-jades. 


"When s person died in China, all orifices of the body 
were closed. The more wealth the family had, the-more 
precious were the objects used. The most expensive 
substance was jade." 


The Hardman collection includes jades from Wyo- 


7ning, Japan, the Frazler River in Alaska, the Upper 
Amazon, the Caribbean and several areas in California. 


Mrs. Hardman can explain the symbolism of the in- 


tricately carved pieces and is tolerant of the prevalent 
misconception that all jade is green or very dark. Much 
of the most valuable jade is white; many specimens are 
variegated. 


JUI SCEPTER of nephrite jade, 
right, is carved from one piece, 
chain and all. The tassle denotes 


the scepter's use by royalty. 


THIS BELT BUCKLE of nephrite jade, above, 


dates back to the Chien Lung Dynasty. 


This vivacious and intrepid collector admits that ac- 


quiring excellent jade pieces is more difficult now than 
it was when she and her husband began. "It's harder to 
find good examples. Nothing is coming from China and 
hasn't for a long time. Art auctions are stall a best bet." 


Mrs. Hardman hasn't confined her collecting to jade 


and she's a skilled carver of many minerals and gems. 


But jade? Carve jade? 
"Not yet," she smiles. "Maybe— someday."

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Seattleites celebrate Gold Rush anniversary 


For one month this sum- 


mer Seattleites will turn 
back the pages of history 
75 years to the days when 
this 
community 
was a 


lusty young sawmill town 
literally carved out of a 
wilderness. 


The occasion is the 75th 


a n n i v e r s a r y of the 
Seattle-Alaska-Yukon Gold 
Hush which is being com- 
memorated regionally by 
Alaska, British Columbia, 
the Yukon Territory and 
the State of Washington. 
Klondike Festival is the 
name of the two-year ob- 
servance which is being 
celebrated in 1972 and '73. 


It might seem strange 


that 
the Pacific North- 


west's largest city would 
want to dwell in the past, 
but the days of 1897 have 
special significance for the 
Seattle-King County area. 
You see. Seattleites of to- 
day can find much in com- 
mon with their forebearers 
of 75 years ago. Contempo- 
rary economic problems, 
which are currently the 
subject of an aggressive 
civic business reformation, 
pale alongside the depres- 
sion which slu-ouded the 
late nineties here. 


The news of the Alaska- 


Yukon gold strike ended 
the 
depression and sig- 


nalled the start of an era 
of unprecedented prosperi- 
ty. Gold-hungry prospec- 
tors from all parts of the 


steam vessels still active 
on the nation's inland wa- 
ters. The Virginia V bears 
a striking resemblance to 
the original ship and cer- 
tain changes in the Virgin- 
ia's 
super-structure 
are 


also planned to aid the 
likeness. 


After several days of vis- 


iting other Puget Sound 
ports 
— 
all 
of which 


travel 


globe descended on Seattle 
and the economy soared. 
Thus, it is not without rea- 
son that this community 
has chosen to salute the 
memorable days of 1897 
and 98, and they will do it 
with gusto. 


SEATTLE'S observance 


is presently under way, but 
th« peak of activities be- 
gins on Friday, June 30th 
and extends into August. 
The program includes a 10- 
day festival in Old Seattle 
entitled "Gold Rush '97." 
1-10; a "Klondike Days" 
program in downtown Seat- 
tle, July 11-15; arrival of 
the replica of the Gold Ship 
"S.S. Portland," July 17; 
and an expanded Seafair 
celebration that starts with 
the ship arrival and lasts 
through August 6. 


There will also be Klon- 


dike Festival activities in 
the Seattle Center, plus 
other events. 


Historically, the signifi- 


cance of Klondike Festival 
this year revolves around 
the arrival of the ship. On 
July 17. 1897. the original 
Portland docked at the Se- 
attle waterfront. Its pas- 
senger manifest listed 68 
miners and a gold cargo in 
the vicinity of $700,000. 


That added up to a "ton 


of gold" and the reports of 
the rich strike brought a 
subsequent deluge of star- 
ry-eyed men and women 
seeking 
equipment 
and 


passage north to the gold 
fields. 


BECAUSE of its impor- 


tance to Seattle the histori- 
cal integrity of the reen- 
actment of the ship arrival 
is a prime factor in the 
plans for the 1972 version 
of the "Portland" landing. 


The 
ship 
chosen 
to 


"play" the S.S. Portland is 
a veteran steamer on local 
watess — the Virginia V. 
It is one of two passenger

ligence reporter — Beriah 


Brown — brought the news 
back to Seattle ahead of 
the slow-moving Portland. 


\0 INFORMATION is 


available on the size of the 
original Sea Lion which 
was owned by Puget Sound 
Tug Boat Company, but 
the present day Sea Lion is 
a steel-hulled, 2800-horse- 
power modern tug current- 


ly used by the Crowley 
Red Stack Company in ser- 
vice between Miami and 
San Juan, P. C. It will be 
brought here tc participate 
in the arrival reenactment. 


When the "Portland" ar- 


rives in Seattle — about 12 
noon PDT — the central 
waterfront will be waiting. 
Decorations, music, enter- 
tainment, citizens in ap- 


parel of that period, and a 
general 
atmosphere 
of 


gaiety will be the order of 
the day. 


Tlie "Portland" will be 


accompanied on its trip to 
Seattle by a huge flotilla of 
pleasure craft. Fireboats 
from Seattle Harbor will 
send fountains of water 
cascading into the air as 
an aquatic salute to the 


guest of honor. Overhead, 
an umbrella of U.S. Army 
helicopters will escort the 
vessel into port. 


By comparison Seattle is 


one of America's youngest 
cities, but its history is no 
less significant to its devel- 
opment. If only for that

RICHARD THOMAS

Just Imagine that you are 21.years old, that you've 


had wide, experience as an actor on the stage,' in movies 
and on TV since you were 6, and that you have the key 
rols In a new series that will open this fall on the CBS 
Television Network. 


You'd be sitting on top of the world, right? 
Well, Richard Thomas is just such a person. He 


turned 21 on June 13 and he's the young star of Lorimar 
Productions' new hour-long series, "The Waltons," which 
will be seen oh Channel 2 on Thursdays^at 8 p.m. start- 
Ing in September. 


"The Waltons" series grew out of a two-hour special 


movie, "The Homecoming: A Christmas Story," which 
was. shown on CBS last December. The film, which 
starred Patricia N,eal as the mother of a rural family in 
the early 1930s Depression era and young Thomas as 
John-Boy Walton, eldest of the seven Waltoa children, at 
17, received so much critical acclaim that CBS program 
executives asked.Lee Rich, executive producer; to start 
production on a series. 


Richard will have the same role in the series as he 


had in "The Homecoming," and the other six children 
ara the same, too. Miss Neal will be missing—and the 
actress to fill her place as the 'mother had not been cho- 
sen at the time I interviewed "yo'ung Thomas. Ralph 
Waite will play the father, Will Geer the .grandfather 
and Ellen Corby the grandmother in "The Waltons," 
based on the works .of author Earl Hamner. Shooting 
starts Monday in Los Padres National Forest. 


"How does it feel to be 21 and to be starring In a TV 


series?" I asked the slender young man as we dined at 
lunch on corbina at Musso & Franks Grill in Hollywood. 
"How does it feel to be sitting on top of the world?" - 


"I don't want to sound impertinent, but there have 


been so many things happening I'm not sure exactly how 
It feels," he replied. "It's great to be 21 (it was the day 
after'his birthday)—now I can do anything I please. But 
I have a Mixture of feelings. There is, for instance, the 
feeling of utter terror—of not being able to cut it. But in 
general I "feel very good. I feel there -is a lot to' be done 
ia a short time." 


Richard is an unusually articulate young man—and 


seemingly quite sophisticated for a person of 21. Not ex- 
actly the type of yo'ung man you might expect to find on 
a farm in the Appalachians of the 1930s. 


It turns out that he is indeed a big city boy—born in 


New York City, on the upper west side of Manhattan. 
His parents, Richard Thomas and Barbara Fallis, oper- 
ate the New York School of Ballet and are both former 
ballet stars.

Young Richard says he didn't start studying ballet 


himself until he was 15—"but now I study six days a 
week when I go back to New York." He adds: "Most ac- 
tors don't know how to use their body. But body econo- 
my is very important in acting, and nothing teaches you 
this as well as ballet. The least little movement, can be 
very significant. Brando is one of the few actors who 
knows how to use his body. With him, the. curve of his 
back is important." 
- 


Richard has a younger sister, Bronwyn, 12, and an 


older brother, Robert, 28. His sister, he says, Is "a bril- 
liant ballet student — she has unbelievable talent." His 
brother has never been a performer of any kind. "H» 
was training horses on a stud farm, the last I heard. He 
used to breed dogs—in fact, our whole family does. I 
havs threa dogs with me in my apartment In Hollywood, 
and my father's bringing me another one soon." 


A product of private schools of New York City, Rich- 


ard writes poetry, collects art and has studied Chinese 
at Columbia University. No, not exactly a typical farm- 
boy. But he is first of all an actor, and I have no doubt 
he is convincing in the role of John-Boy Walton. 


And-he does have links to the section of the country 


In which "The Waltons" is set. 


"My father is from Kentucky and I have millions of 


relatives in Kentucky, Tennessee, Virginia—in all of 
middle Appalachia," he pointed out. "I've visjted there a 
lot and it's no problem for me to do the accent—I've 
heard it all my life. 


"My father was born in Paintsville, Ky., and was 


raised between there and Muddy Branch. The latter 
town no longer exists—it was a mining place. My father 
is of Welsh descent and he is the first of the man in the 
family never to go into, the mines. 


"My grandfather has a farm }n eastern Kentucky, 


and I've been there many times. He Was once a mine 
foreman and later a judge." 


How, 
I wondered, did his father get into ballet? 


"One day when he was a young boy the circus came 


to town, and he became very excited about getting into 
show business," Richard replied. "It's a little bit like 
one of the episodes in our series. The carnival comes to 
town and John-Boy has wanderlust. He's a sensitive boy 
and wants to become a writer." 


Richard's mother was born in Denver, "but then the 


family moved to London right after she was born. She 
was a soloist with the Royal Ballet at 16." His mother 
came back to America during the London Blitz of World 
War II. 


"Both my mother and father danced with the Ballet 


Russe de Monte Carlo, based in New York, and with 
Ballet Theater and the New York City Ballet Company 
Soon after I was born they went to Cuba for three years. 
Spanish wa's my first language." 


. Richard got his-start on the stage at age 6. "It was 


in summer stock in New York state with my father in 
'Damn Yankees.' I was one of three boys who sang 
'Heart.' A little'later I had a small speaking part in 
'Anything Goes? " 


He was still just 6 when he began a year's run on 


Broadway in "Sunrise at Campobello." He played young 
John Roosevelt. Ralph Bellamy was FDR. 


Since then, Richard says, he has worked "steadily 


through the years" as an actor. 


He says he has had no formal'-lessons in drama, 


"but it was natural for me to go on the stage. I had 
been learning the discipline of the theater since I was 
born. And the discipline of the theater is the best train- 


ing. There's nothing like learning by being on the stage." 


After he just turned 8, Richard appeared in a "Hall- 


mark Hall of Fame1! TV show called "A Christmas 
Tree,"- and he later appeared in some other Hallmark 
programs. At 9 he performed in "A Member of the Wed-, 
ding" on stage.

At 11 he appeared on Broadway again in the Actors' 


Studio revival of Eugene O'Neill's "Strange Interlude," 
.and he later .was seen on Broadway in Edward Albee's 
"Everything ir> the Garden" and "The Playroom." . 


He did Sh'afcespeare both at Stratford,. Conn., at age 


13 and with the New York Shakespeare Festival at age 
15. Both times he had roles in "Richard III." 


Richard's TV experience, prior to "The Homecom-

Ing" and in addition to a few Hallmark shows, included 
roles in a number of programs, such as "Night Gal- 
lery," "The Defenders," "Great Ghost Tales," "1-2-3 
Gol," "Bracken's World," "The FBI" and "Marcus Wel- 
by, M.D." 


The remarkable young man has been in six movies. 


His first, at age 16, was "Winning," with Paul Newman, 
Joanne Woodward and Robert Wagner. At 17, he played 
in "Last Summer" with Catherine Burns. His next film, 
at 19, was "Cactus in the Snow," — "I think it has been 
released in the South and Midwest but riot out here yet." 
Then came "The Todd Killings," which he terms "a ter- 
rible film." 


In 1970 he appeared in Hal Wallls' "Red Sky a' 


Morning," with Catherine Burns, Desi Arnaz Jr., Clairt 
Bloom and Richard Crenna. And his latest movie, whici 
is due to be released this summer, is "You'll Like M; 
Mother," with Patty Duke, Rosemary Murphy and Siar 
Barbara Allen ("be sure to mention her, because she's 
my best girl friend.")

Mafia, Luigl Barzini and 
Nicholas Pileggi, as re- 
porters, the broadcast will 
examine what is at the 
heart of what Pileggi de- 
scribes as "the apparent 
end of the' Italian Mafia."

investigation of the Mafia 
which, as Wolff says, "will 
name names, show places 


and in nonfictional terms 
demonstrate the state of 
the 'honorable society of 
respected men.1" 


Tracing the development 


of the Mafia from its ori- 
gins on the Island of Sicily 
to the time when Mafia is 
a household word, Barzini 
and Pileggi will attempt to 
show how "families" can 
wind up in a gang war. 


"The M a f i a is fighting 


with itself," says Pileggi. 
"Americans like to think 
that the Mafia is like an 
A m e r i c a n corporation, 
with a president and vice 
presidents and stockhold- 
ers, but it isn't that at all. 
It's a group of loosely knit

treaties between the fami- 
lies. Sometimes the treat- 
ies get broken."

major 
entertainment for 


the majority of the Ameri- 
can public and that that 
public is being subjected to 
far too many prime-time 
reruns of television shows. 
Since the airwaves that 
television comes through 
are owned by the public, 
why is this public being 
subjected to more reruns 
than 
original 
program- 


ming? 


About 12 years ago there 


was a summer rerun sea- 
son of approximately three 
months, 
which 
proved 


more than sufficient in 
providing the public with a 
second opportunity to view 
the best of the year's pro- 
gramming. Today we have 
a tedious rerun season ex- 
tending from March to 
September, in addition to 
an alarming increase of 
these repeats during what 
little is left of the original 
programming season. 


The public airwaves are 


licensed to the broadcast- 
ers with their pledge that 
"more and more people 
will be better served," yet 
statistics show enormous 
increasing profits for the 
broadcasters 
consistent 


with increasing reruns at 
the expense of decreasing 
original programming. 


It's interesting to note 


that personnel in the tele- 
vision world work some- 
times less than six months 
a year. The rest of the 
time they're on unemploy- 
ment and even welfare. 
This situation Is directly 
attributable to the unreal- 
istic amount of television 
reruns. It is something 
that can, and must, be cor- 
rected.

memories of the hours he 
has spent covering nation- 
al political conventions, 
but there are two that are 
particularly 
vivid.

The best publicized, o! 


course, was the incident on 
the floor of the 1968 Demo- 
cratic National Convention 
in Chicago, when. Rather 
was punched in the stom- 
ach by a security guard. 
The 
result was 
more 


bruised feelings than a 
bruised stomach. Rather 
noted that the guard "put 
me on the deck — I didn't 
do very well." 


The other incident came 


close to resulting in real 
bruises at the Republican 
National Convention in San 
Francisco in 1964. 


"The 
convention, had 


ended one evening," Rath- 
er recalls, "but we were 
still on the air. They had 
turnstiles, and 
someone 


said on the headset, 'Get 
to turnstile X, 'Some dem- 
onstrators are trying to get 
in.' 


"It was the first conven- 


tion that I worked as a 
floor reporter, and I was 
very eager and 
deter- 


mined. I went there and 
got the microphone and 
took it out to where the 
demonstration was taking 
place. I stuck my hand 
through the turnstile to get 
a microphone close to the 
demonstrators. 


"Then a p o l i c e m a n 


slammed that turnstile on 
my arm, and I started 
screaming at him, 'Listen, 
you've got to get that turn- 
stile open for just a sec- 
ond.' 


"Eventually 
he 
said, 


'Why?' 


"And 
I said, 'Because 


you are about to break my 
arm.1"

Does every person have a right to his own belief? 


(1) Cain did not. (Read Gen. 4:3-5.) Cain did 


not follow God's instructions, and worshipped by opin- 
ion, by his own idea (Heb. 11:4). God refused his 
worship. 


(2) Naaman did not. (Read 2 Kings 5:1-14.) 


Naaman wanted to follow his own ideas instead of the 
instructions of the prophet of God, but if he had done 
so he could not have been healed of his leprosy. 
Naaman, in order to be cleansed, had to submit to 
God's Demands to dip in the river Jordan as told. 


(3) Paul did not. (Read Ads 26:9-10.) Paul 


thought that he had the right to be a Pharisee, oppose 
Christ, and fight Christianity, and all this he did with a 
good conscience (Acts 23:1.) But this did not make it 
right. 


No, every person does not have a right to his own be- 


lief. Jesus Christ Iras all authority (Matt. 28:18) and we must 
believe and obey Him in order to be saved (Heb. 5:9). if 
every person has a right to his own belief, then man becomes 
his own standard .ond his own savior — and fhe will of God 
1J ruled out and cast aside. Those who pride themselves In 
being "tolerant" about all religious beliefs simply bury their 
heads In the sand and refuse to take the Bible as the stand- 
ard of what Is right and what Is wrong.

Following the Political Polesters 


It was almost midnight when I parked 


in the quiet street. The house was dark, 
and only the other cars parked outside 
gave evidence that the residents were 
not all asleep. Mindful of the neighbors, 
I closed my car door softly, moved to the 
house and rang the bell. The muffled 
chimes sounded almost strident in the 
sleeping street. 


Inside, behind the drawn drapes the 


house was a blaze of light. Young men 
in work clothes and young women in 
slacks and bulky sweaters sipped coffee 
and waited. At a dining table, a young 
man in jeans and a black sweater that 
matched his disheveled black hair stud- 
ied a map with another man. 


The entire scene had a tenseness and 


a faint air of illegal adventure about it 
like a guerrilla command post. 


"OK," the black-haired man whose 


name was Al said, "you take the north- 
south streets and we'll take the east- 
west." 


He put the map down and came 


over to me. "Glad you could come," he 
said. 


This was a sniping party, a form of 


political graffiti. Now the people in the 
room were counting out posters — "quar- 
ter-cards" in the technical jargon of poli- 
ticians and printers — and issuing staple 
guns and small sledges for driving 
stakes. 


"Why don't you drive and I'll go with 


you," Al said. "We'll start with Warner 
as far east as the Santa Ana River, and 
then go north." 


We went out into the Orange County 


night. Al piled staked posters in the 
back seat, then took his place beside me 
with quarter-cards and staple gun close 
to hand. 


"The later you start on a sniping job, 


the better," Al said. "Hopefully every- 
body else will have been out already. If 
you start out too early, your opponents' 
crews just come along behind you, tear 
down your cards and put up their own." 


We drove east through Fountain Val- 


ley looking for likely spots. On a vacant 
lot at an intersection, candidates signs 
bloomed like sunflowers above the 
weeds. I pulled over and Al jumped out 
with his sledge and pounded in a couple 
of staked signs for our candidate. Then 
he stapled quarter cards to the legs of 
the other candidates' signs. We started 
out again. 


We went through a residential area. 


On a concrete lamp post was a large 
poster for a supervisorial candidate. 


"A half-sheet," Al said, "Pasted up, 


that makes it hard to take down." 


On 'the wooden telephone poles 


across from the Mile-Square Golf 


course, a whole line of quarter-cards 
suddenly appear in our headlights. Al 
leaned forward to read the printing. 


"Republican Central Committee?" he 


said incredulously. "Now they're quar- 
ter-carding for election to the Republi- 
can Central Committee?" 


We reached the river, turned around 


and started back the other side of the 
street, stopping at the vacant lots. I 
asked Al if all sniping was done by 
volunteers. 


"Naw," he said. 'There are outfits 


that do it commercially. You see those 
paste-up sheets and those big signs on 
two stakes in the vacant lots. Those are 
probably done commercially. Guys with 
trucks and post-hole diggers and stuff." 


We worked our way north, crisscross- 


ing the area on the east-west streets. On 
one street, quarter-cards for a congres- 
sional candidate had been tacked on 
wooden telephone poles high above the 
roadway. 


"Putting posters on telephone poles is 


illegal," Al said, "but everybody does it. 
Some guys try pasting them on freeway 
overpasses because you get really good 
exposure there, but the Highway Patrol 
keeps a pretty sharp eye out for that. 
You see how high the quarter-cards on 
those poles are. They came along in a 
truck, maybe with a stepladder and hung 
them high like that so they couldn't easi- 
ly be taken down." 


I asked Al if highway posters were 


really that important to a winning cam- 
paign. 


"I don't know," he said, "probably 


not. I doubt if they get many votes, but 
it helps the morale of your campaign 
workers to see the candidate's name 
around the district. If the candidate 
hasn't much money, it's about the only 
way he has to publicize himself. And the 
kids like to go sniping. They think it's 
the most fun job in the whole cam- 
paign." 


In Westminster a police car followed 


us for a few blocks, but since we were 
avoiding utility poles and sticking to 
vacant lots already well signed, they fi- 
nally got bored and turned off. 


We began to run into the quarter- 


cards of one of our candidate's oppo- 
nents. I noted it gave Al a great dfcal of 
satisfacton to tear them down. 


"Ordinarily I say live and let live," he 


told me, "but this guy's crews have been 
tearing our signs down all over the dis- 
trict, so we go after his." 


So it went into the early morning 


hours until we finally ran out of staples. 
I don't know if sniping helps a candi- 
date, but it sure gives you a knowledge 
of all the vacant lots in your district. 
D

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rustic 'buy'way on the beach 


Tucked away in a tiny pocket of Newport Beach is 


an area to intrigue the adventurous walker, browser 
and shopper. Sprinkled like gay poppies in a field 01 
weeds, small shops and businesses beckon visitors who 
delight in the unexpected and are attuned to originality, 
atmosphere and character. 


Cannery Village, as it is known, is no sleek shop: 
ping center, nor has it sprung anew from level acreage. 
Rather, shops and businesses have renovated dilapidat- 
ed existing buildings without destroying the original 
charm. The rejuvenation process continues today as 
more shopkeepers are lured by the smalltown pace. 


It has been likened to the San Francisco waterfront 


area as it used to be, or like Carmel with its pictur- 
esque shops, narrow streets and cracked sidewalks, if 
any. 


Part of its unique charm lies in one's discovery of a 


shop surrounded by carefully tended flowering planters 
and greenery next to a scraggly weed patch or a ma- 
rine industrial shop. 


Cannery Village started out being marine-oriented. 


It still is, somewhat, for the Rhine Canal, its east bound- 
ary, is dotted with boatyards, marine equipment compa- 
nies and rows of beached sailboats, their bare masts 
spiking the blue sky. 


Busy Newport Boulevard is its western boundary, 


and to the south and north its limits are bounded by 
26th and 32nd streets. 


Some of the seagoing businesses resent the intru- 


sion of Johnny-come-lately shopkeepers. They complain 
that new business will add to the already cramped 
parking situation. Joining with them in this complaint is 
an exclusive beauty shop catering to residents of Lido 
Isle who already are rinding it difficult to park their 
Cadillacs and Continentals. 


Their argument is legitimate. But as Bob Kausen, 


head of Cannery Village Merchants Association, points 
out, shoppers and lookers can be encouraged to park in 
lots off Newport Boulevard, then walk the short distance 
to the shops. 


Walking is the best way, anyhow, to see Cannery 


Village. 


In sun or fog, there's a saltiness in the air. Gulls 


wheel motionless overhead. The hum of marine machine- 
ry harmonizes with the buzz of bees conferring with a 
convenient potted azalea. The time seems unimportant 
as the browsing visitor discovers antique, dress, candle- 
making, bikini, yarn, art, jewelry and gift shops, not to 
mention Delaney's long-established fish market and din- 
ing places as tiny as the General Mess and as large as 
the nautically decorated Sea Shanty. Even the sophisti- 
cated Paris Inn, which briefly had been the Pacific Din- 
ing Car and, previous to that, Karem's, considered for 
many years the 'in' mecca for diners seeking elegant 
fare off the beaten path, is there. 


Back doors of some shops lead to tiny bricked patios 


filled with greenery. Above, Toonerville-like ventilation 
pipes jut to the roofline at sharp angles. 


One senses a pride on the part of shopkeepers that is 


coldly missing in sprawling shopping centers. More of- 
ten than not the customer is waited upon by the shop 
owner himself. Hurry is not in their vocabulary; interest 
in people is. Should a shopkeeper be absent, folksy 
notes are posted on the door: "Sorry, out on a job. Back 
Thurs. a.m." "My children have a dental appointment. 
Please come back later." 


Urbane, charming George Bernique may be found 


refinishing an Old World table while he awaits custom- 
ers at his immaculate whitewalled antique store. He 
and his wife comb Europe several times a year to find

Bernique gave up his thriving furniture manufactur- 


ing company in the San Fernando Valley to retire to his 
native France. When he wearied of the inactivity, he 
returned to the States and renovated the rundown 
Golden Anchor Bar. Now he walks to work from his 
home on Lido. 


A cluster of single car garages later became small 


business offices. Second floors were added, providing 
low-rent space in the rundown neighborhood for strug- 
gling artists and architects. 


Now the narrow shops with equally narrow stairs 


leading up to new discoveries for the browser house a 
dress and boutique shop called Foreign Intrigue; a 
candlemaking supply shop along with well-designed 
leather goods, pottery, weaving materials and other 
unusual giftwares known as The Artisan's Bench; the 
New Renaissance which features metal sculpture and 
handmade jewelry and the Guildsmerchant which dis- 
plays high-quality arts and crafts. 


Though many of the shops are now carpeted, there 


is a rustic, intentionally weathered look to them. Display 
shelving may be pine planks blowtorched for an an- 
tiqued effect, or bases of lava rock topped win a drift- 
wood plank. Those shops foregoing two-by-four or plank 


The Factory, onetime warehouse, now houses more than 30 shops. 
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walls select quaint patterned wallpapers reminiscent of 
a less hurried age. 


At least two of the shopowners have aerospace 


experience. Bob Kausen of the Artisan's Bench was 
prepared to be economized out of his job a year ago 
and began to sparkplug the Cannery Village image. He 
is still quality assurance manager of his plant (Narmo 
Materials Division of Whittaker Corp., Costa Mesa), 
but spends lunch hours and Saturdays in his shop 
where he engages in candlemaking and metal sculp- 
ture. Partners keeping the fragrant, waxy, leatherly 
smelling shop open are his wife and another couple. 


Bearded, easy-going Jack Sherwood of The Guilds- 


merchant was one of the few aerospace employees ac- 
tually to quit his job as a physicist before the layoffs 
began. He and his wife Betty handle handsome, whims- 
ical works by artists in the area — handmade soft 
eyed "Little Women" cloth dolls, impressionistic, models 
of Mexican and American Southwest churches and 
missions, cloth mache figures, batik, stained glass, 
macrame 


Sherwood himself does string sculpture and metal 


work. His distinctive handtooled aluminum mailboxes 
resemble hammered pewter. 


"We make three requirements of artists displayed 


here," he says. "They must teach what they do if asked, 
they must do special order work and, above all, they 
must be good." 


Across the narrow street the Sherwoods 21-year-old 


son runs the postage stamp-size General Mess where 
customers eat inside or dockside. 


Betty Sherwood says: "They say the days of a fami- 


ly business are over. We hope to show them they're 
wrong." The Sherwoods are so wrapped up in their 
new venture they have sold their home several miles 
inland, moved to the beach area and bicycle to work. 


A dreary, sagging two-story warehouse, once occu- 


pied by battered cars, neglected boats and plain junk 
has been remodeled into The Factory, a bevy of more 
than 30 cubby hole shops offering living green plants, 
antiques, leather goods, photgraphy, crystalized miner- 
als and fossils, paintings, custom rugs, Indian jewelry 
and artifacts, nautical accessories, clock and lamps, cus- 
tom-made home furnishings, ethnic clothing and quality 
sportswear. 
Around the corner a rundown boat repair shop has 


become the Corner Store, sea blue and gray with a 
whopping blue flower painted on the yellow front door. 
Thriving potted plants in a white trellised area vie for 
attention with tasteful and unusual greeting cards, stone- 
ware, ceramics, clothing from Mexico and other gift items 
with a non-mass-produced look. 


Off on a nearby street The Plum Tree holds forth in 


a former private bungalow. Its consignment gift items 
and clothing are by artists from age 17 to 70. 


Antique dealers and artists are not the only ones at- 


tracted to the village. Scattered here and there among 
the eight square blocks are an advertising agency, law 
offices, architects, yacht brokers, an open air fresh pro- 
duce market and an independent filmmaker for large 
corporations. 
Cannery Village, just a whisper away from Newport 


Beach City Hall and a stone's throw across the canal 
from Lido Peninsula, derives its name from Western 
Corners Co., the last survivor of Newport s once 
thriving cannery row and a fishing industry that lasted 
almost 100 years. 


Now, after 42 years of operation, the cannery no 


longer exists. It was torn down more than a year ago. 
Intention is to rebuild its replica, %-scale, to house a res- 
taurant Land has been cleared and the bulkheads are 
in but financial stresses and other problems, including 
seating capacity, has delayed its opening date 


Cannery or no cannery, Cannery Village itself offers 


hospitality, unique merchandise and a charm hard to 
come by in a mechanized age.

Gergory Peck, a thoroughly establishment 


figure, has produced what may possibly rank as 
the year's most anti-establishment movie: Fath- 
er Daniel Berrigan's hymn to civil disobedience, 
"The Trial of the Catonsville Nine." 


During a brief visit prior to the film's pre- 


miere here, the 56-year-old actor, lean and 
graying and looking much more like a Lincoln- 
esque chunk of Presidential timber than a politi- 
cal firebrand, told why he had joined with with 
other investors to put up $250,000 for a movie 
he knows will yield him little in the way of 
popularity and even less in the way of profits. 


"I first saw 'Catonsville' in play form at the 


Mark Taper Forum in Los Angeles," said Peck, 
choosing his words with care. "It was stimulat- 
ing, emotionally engaging. I found that my wife 
and I discussed it on and off for several days. 
We found it quite moving that a group of people 
would put their freedom on the line, would per- 
form a symoblic act which involved breaking the 
law, knowing they'd be arrested. 


"And that touched a chord. I couldn't help 


but make an association between their act and 
the Boston Tea Party, where actually what they 
did was rather trivial, throwing barrels of tea 
into the harbor. And what these people did at 
Catonsville was to bum paper. The physical act 
involved in the crime was rather undramatic in 
both instances, but the far-reaching significance 
of the act and the immediate result - a dra- 
matic public hearing for their views - well, I 
found that stirring, and admirable. 


"So I decided I would like 'Catonsville' to be 


seen by a wider audience, because I see the 
'Nine' as patriots of a sort. I don't put them on 
a pedestal, I don't agree with everything they 
stand for, but I certainly agree with them in 
their attitude toward our continued involvement 
in Vietnam. 


"I also admire them as people. There seems 


to be less and less of their kind of commit- 
ment, their willingness to be involved, even to 
give up their freedom. In addition to that, I find 
myself increasingly stimulated by the ideas of 
the Catholic left and the reforms that have been 
taking place within the Church. Yes, we're Cath- 
olics, we go to church quite often, we're fairly 
good practitioners, and we've watched this new 
attitude take hold, watched the young people 
get involved. Take the ceremony of the Mass 
and how it's changed. It's now what I'm sure it 
was intended to be in the first place, a celebra- 
tion of lifer

Food cooked over an open fire has 


been around since the cavemen when 
there was no other way. The most primitive 
equipment was probably the skewer which 
-was likely a swoid. Ancient Arabian 
warriors are given credit" for this as well as 
for the first fuel container - their steel 
helmets.

Then, as now, there's a spirit of adven- 


ture and camaraderie around an open fire. 
Though modern technology eventually 
brought the stove'^into the kitchen/outdoor 
cooking never died — its coals were just 
banked.awliile until barbecuing moved out 
of the necessity class an'd"bedarne "a luxu- 
ry.

If you are new at the barbecue game 


or not satisfied with your present equip- 
ment, here is a rundown on what's availa- 
ble.

The petite portable" units "are tailored to 


"outdoor" cooking inside, preparing appe- 
tizer-size morsels atop a table or a meal 
intended for just one of two. 
~ 


" There are heavy metal hibachis or 


ceramic Mexican braseros for traditional- 
ists. Braseros come in terra cotta or hard- 
fired black Oaxacan pottery. Too hot a fire 
will crack either kind. It's smart to build a 
fire of no more than 10 briquets at' the start, 
slowly adding more when the pottery is 
hot. The upper bowl holds the fire and the 
lower decorated bowl is the draft chamber. 
Braseros seldom come with grills — .you 
often need to buy one separately. 


Hibachis range in size from one to 


three" grills/each being large enough to 
hold d'gooH-size steak. They're square or 
rectangular in shape and the accompany- 
ing grill is adjustable. Hibachis have a 
hole near the bottom'''for draft Though 
usually inexpensive; they* do' an 'excellent 
cooking job - with the help of the chef.

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and coals can be adjusted by raising the 
grill or lowering the fire grate. There are 
often dampers top and bottom in this style 
of equipment. 
Newer on the scene, but coming up fast, 


are the gas barbecues. Though the ama- 
teur may think this takes the fun out of 
barbecuing, once you get used to one, 
you'll never trade. (How many people do 
you know who would exchange their mod- 
ern washer for the old wringer kind?) 


Gas units are less expensive to use 


than the ones that burn briquets and they 
heat up so fast, they're ready to use in 
minutes. 
Gas barbecues heat ceramic or volcan- 


ic rock instead of regular coals. The rock 
produces radiant energy to do the cooking. 
And with fine charcoal flavor, we might 
add. This is the result of the fat dripping 
down and flaring or smoking as with bri- 
quets. 
When using a gas grill, never rush it 


by turning heat to high — the high position 
is only for preheating the rock or for occa- 
sional short periods of time when you need 
to bring the meat up to normal barbecuing 
temperature which can happen with large 
chunks of meat — especially cold ones. 


Medium settings are for cooking. 


Whether medium high, medium low or 
plain medium will depend upon the food 
and the outside temperature — experience 
will soon teach you. The low position is 
strictly for holding cooked food at a warm 
temperature or for heating barbecue 
breads. 
Gus units may be permanently in- 


stalled with a natural gas hook-up or they 
can be portable by connecting onto a liq- 
uid petroleum tank. 


Now that we've explored assorted 


styles of equipment, let's discuss how to 
build a charcoal fire because that's still 
what most people use. 


The beginner at the barbecue is often 


too generous with briquets. You need just 
a few more than the area of the meat you 
plan to cook at the moment. Of course, 
roasts require more charcoal than thin 
steaks. Don't start cooking till the charcoal 
burns down to a gray ash — it glows red 
at night. 


It's a neat idea to line the firebox with 


foil for easy cleaning. Pour a layer of sand 
or gravel over the foil for better draft 


To hold down flare-ups, keep a 


squeeze bottle full of water handy. Or latch 
onto Junior's water gun. But don't use more 
water than needed to douse the flames — 
don't soak the coals or the fire will go out. 


Though many outdoor chefs feel a thick 


steak is the only thing worthy of a charcoal 
broil, three billion hot dogs are sold yearly; 
many of which distinguish themselves on 
the outdoor grill. 
There's a vast horde of other cuts that 


thrive over charcoal. But the same princi- 
ple of cooking applies outdoors as in - 
only tender meats withstand the trauma of 
dry heat, whether from briquets or the heat 
of your kitchen broiler. 
That's why steak and burgers lead the 


parade of beef to the outdoor grill. Prime 
steak choices are sirloin, club, T-bone, por- 
terhouse or rib (sometimes called Delmoni- 
co). Though a tougher cut of meat, flank 
steak, is popular, too - especially when 
marinated London-broil style. The secret to 
tender flank is to cook it to no more than 
medium well and to carve it in thin strips 
across the grain. 
Not-so-tender cuts of beef are some- 


times barbecued, too. These include chuck 
or round steak, brisket or corned beef and 
short ribs. The best bet here is to use a 
commercial meat tenderizer before slap- 
ping the meat onto the barbecue grill. (Of 
course, a smoke-oven has a tenderizing 
effect because of the steam enclosed by 
hood or cover.) Beef roasts like standing or 
rolled rib and eye or round are great 
rotisserie choices. 
When it comes to pork, spareribs are 


the all-time favorite followed closely by 
thick loin chops. Ham steak and Canadian- 
style bacon are other good bets. So is a big 
bologna - that giant sausage you can 
turn into a budget barbecue for rotisserie 
cooking in a matter of minutes. Try a pork 
loin roast or whole Canadian bacon or 
pork tenderloin for more elegant spit-roast- 
ing.Lamb is often overlooked for the barbe- 
cue. What a shame because a thick loin 
chop or rack of lamb is delish broiled over 
charcoal. As a change of pace from the 
ubiquitous burger, try patties of ground 
lamb. A slice of bacon wrapped around 
the edge adds juiciness. A leg of lamb with 
bone in or out is aristocratic indeed on the 
outdoor spit. A favorite flavor trick is to 
make small gashes in the meat every few 
inches and poke a clove of garlic into 
each.The secret to rotisserie roasting is bal- 
ance, be it beef, pork, lamb or that big 
bird, the turkey. Evaluate the size and 
shape of the meat then estimate the center 
and insert the spit there. Test by cradling 
the ends of the spit in the palms of your 
hands — if the spit tips, try again. Roasts 
that are not balanced will limp unevenly 
instead of turning smoothly on the spit 
Then anchor meat securely with holding 
forks. Also check manufacturer's directions 
as to the maximum size your rotisserie 
motor is equipped to handle. 


Chicken can be grilled by the piece or 


the whole bird can be whirled rotisserie- 
style. Either way, chicken is a bargain. 
And its bland flavor takes tastily to a host 
of basting sauces. 


Worth fishing for is a variety of seafood 
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for the barbecue. Try fish steaks or fillets 
brushed generously with rich sauce. Turn 
only once or not at all, depending on thick- 
ness. Even seafood like shrimp, lobster and 
scallops are as at home on the grill as they 
are in water — provided you don't dry 
them out with high heat enthusiasm. 


The newest wrinkle in barbecue cook- 


ing is a kabob of pork, orange chunks and 
(you 
guessed it) prunes. Pitted prunes 


straight from the package are an interest- 
ing addition to skewered cubes of marinat- 
ed pork and wedges of fresh juicy orange 
with the peel left on for added flavor. And 
to keep it skewered. Because prunes are 
small, string them two by two on the skew- 
er. 


The marinade for our pictured kabobs 


is a blend of soy and Worcestershire 
sauces, wine vinegar and lemon juice qui- 
etly countered with orange juice and oil. 
The flavor of the prunes soaks into the 
meat with the aid of the heat and the peel 
of the orange chars wondrously. 


Also included is a recipe for roasting 


corn on the grill that's still in the husk — a 
legacy from the Indians. 


A bonus is a basic barbecue sauce 


that takes to any barbecue thing from pork 
to poultry, including beef, of course. It's 
even tasty orfrish and there are even some 
who might like it on lamb. This is an expert 
blend of catsup, chili sauce, prepared and 
dry mustard, brown sugar, pepper, wine 
vinegar, lemon juice and soy, steak and 
Worcestershire sauces spiked with beer. 
Most chefs will add garlic. This recipe 
makes gobs which is great because the 
sauce keeps for weeks even out of the re- 
frigerator. And it needs no cooking. 


PRUNE PORK KABOBS 


\Yz cups salad oil 
Yz cup red wine vinegar 
Ya cup lemon juice 
Yt cup soy sauce 
'/4 cup Worcestershire sauce 
" 2 tablespoons dry mustard 


2 cloves garlic, minced 


214 teaspoons salt 


1 tablespoon coarse- 


ground pepper 


2 teaspoons chopped parsley 
1 teaspoon ground ginger 


(optional) 


2 pounds boneless pork 


loin or shoulder, cut 
in l&-inch cubes 


1 pound pitted prunes 


(about) 


2 to 3 oranges, quartered 


Combine liquids and seasonings for 


marinade. Arrange meat, prunes and or- 


anges in single layer in shallow baking 
dish; pour marinade over fruits. Cover and 
refrigerate overnight or let stand at room 
temperature 2 hours; turning meat and 
fruits now and then. 


Fill skewers, alternating meat cubes 


with prunes and orange wedges and 
adding prunes two at a time. 


Broil over medium heat till meat is well 


done, turning frequently and brushing of- 
ten with marinade. Makes 4 to 6 servings. 


GRILLED CORN IN THE HUSK 


Buy corn on the cob with husks on. 


Husks should be green and silk should be 
soft and damp. Gently peel down just 
enough husks to remove silk. Pat husks 
back into original position and soak corn in 
cold water about 30 minutes. 


Remove corn from water and place 


over medium heat; grill about 20 minutes 
or till done, making quarter turn every 5 
minutes for even cooking. (If husks were 
snipped off at the end when you bought 
the corn, you may need to anchor husks by 
tieing string around ends.) 


Let guests peel back their own husks. 


Serve the corn with the usual butter and 
salt and pepper. 


WEST COAST BARBECUE SAUCE 


2 bottles (14 ounces each) 


catsup 


1 bottle (12 ounces or IVi cups) 


chili sauce 


l/3 cup prepared mustard 
1 tablespoon dry mustard 


Wz cups brown sugar 


2 tablespoons freshly ground 


coarse black pepper 


\Yz cups red wine vinegar 


1 cup fresh lime or 


lemon juice 


Yz cup bottled thick 


steak sauce 


1 tablespoon soy sauce 
2 tablespoons salad oil 
1 can or bottle (12 ounces 


or 1 Yz cups) beer 


1 or 2 cloves garlic, minced 


Combine all ingredients except garlic, 


mixing well. Pour into pint or quart jars to 
store. This sauce will keep several weeks 
at room temperature, several months in the 
refrigerator and almost indefinitely in the 
freezer. Add the garlic just before using. 
Use to baste your choice of meat the last 15 
to 30 minutes of broiling on the outdoor 
grill. Makes about 3 quarts.

Barbecue pits continue to flourish. Not since the burn- 


ing of Rome has there been greater interest in outdoor fires. 
Because of the severe winter, this summer people are more 
eager than ever to cook outdoors. 


It makes no difference whether you live on a miniature 


lot or on a large estate, you yourself can build a barbecue 
pit — right in your own backyard. It will expand your living 
and at the same time enhance the value of your home. 


The easiest and most inexpensive type of barbecue pit 


to build is one made with cement blocks. We built the one 
pictured here with actress Linda Williams in one weekend. 
Pictures were made as we went along. The first picture 
shows the bare ground. The second, getting ready for the 
first row of cement blocks. From then on we took pictures 
of each step as the work progressed. 


These pictures (about 50 of them)- were assembled and 


made into a complete set of directions for building the bar- 
becue. They show how to mix the cement, what propor- 
tions to use and all other details you will need. Linda is 
holding the pattern so you can see how complete it is. The 
door in front of the barbecue opens into a storage area 
which may be used for charcoal, dishes and other barbecue- 
ing supplies. 


This type of barbecue pit will last a lifetime, and it gives 


the same warmth to your outdoor living room that a fire- 
place gives to your den. You will find this to be a grand 
way to entertain. Patio parties are easier, more fun, conven- 
ient and varied.

There are people living in

Researchers continue to investigate a 


rare, mysterious disease of children 
called subacute sclerosing panencephali- 
tis (SSPE). 


The disorder is a chronic, progressive 


disease of the central nervous system. It 
is characterized by lethargy, regressive 
speech, incoordination, rigidity, inability 
to speak, coma and death. 


As to the disease's cause, the theory 


now is that it is caused by an abnormal 
response to measles infection (rubeola). 
This response is most likely to occur 
when the infection takes place during 
the first two years of life. The average 
interval between infection and onset of 
SSPE is about five years. 


Still perplexing the researchers is the 


concentration of SSPE patients in the 
southeastern part of the United States. 
There also is a high male to female ratio 
which cannot be explained. 


Details about new research concern- 


ing SSPE appear in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 


If a "doctor prescribes birth control 


pills for a 15-year-old girl, he may be 
stunting her growth, says an authority on 
hormones. 


Dr. Herbert S. Kupperman, associate 


professor of medicine at New York 
University Medical Center, has warned 
of other troubles which may be pro- 
duced by oral contraceptives. He spoke 
at a meeting of the American College of 
Osteopathic Obstetricians and Gynecolo- 
gists. 


For example, a patient may start to 


have problems with acne or experience 
excessive hair growth. Or there may be 
increased skin pigmentation. 


On the other hand, Dr. Kupperman 


says that it has not been proved that 
The Pill can induce cancer or dangerous 
blood clots. 


A report of his talk appears in News 


Review, a periodical of the American 
Osteopathic Association. 


Two new studies in Belfast confirm 


an earlier study in the United States 
implicating oral antidiabetes drugs in an 
increased death rate from heart disease. 


The new reports are in the journal 


Lancet, a British medical journal. 


Doctors at Royal Victoria Hospital 


say their study shows a higher frequency 
of cardiac deaths in diabetic patients 
treated with tolbutamide or phenformin 
compared to a group that did not take 
the medications. 


Another study indicates that among 


persons taking antidiabetes drugs there 
is a high incidence of cardiovascular 
deaths.

Nitrous oxide can successfully curb 


fear and pain without loss of conscious- 
ness in podiatry (foot) patients, a foot 
doctor reports. 


Dr. Mark H. Feldman of Cleveland, 


Ohio, reporting in the American Journal 
of Podiatry, says the procedure does 
away with the need for sedative drugs as 
pre-operative medications. 


Patients readily accept the procedure 


when it is explained to them in advance. 
It also involves fewer risks than general 
anesthesia, Dr. Feldman says. 


Human knee cartilage is proving to 


be an ideal substance for reconstruction 
of bony canal walls in the middle ear. 


The ear tissue may have been de- 


stroyed by past mastoid operations or by 
disease. 


Dr. Roger E. Wehrs, ear specialist of 


Tulsa, Okla, says knee-cartilage grafts 
have been used in 15 patients. 


In a report in Clinical Trends, a medi- 


cal newspaper, Dr. Wehrs tells how the 
operation can improve hearing. 


The 
knee cartilage is easily ob- 


tainable, the doctor says, and can be 
preserved in 70 per cent ethyl alcohol 
until needed at surgery. 


In addition, it can be sized and 


shaped to fit the defect to be corrected 
in the ear. A pattern is made out of 
compressed gelfoam, and then the carti- 
lage is cut according to the pattern. 


Skin changes in drug addicts can 


serve as an early warning sign for physi- 
cians. 


A New York University dermatology 


professor says a study of 1,000 addicts 
(various drugs) showed almost every one 
had a scar of some sort. Four of five had 
highly pigmented scars. 


A significant number also complained 


of itching sensations — suggestive of the 
allergic nature of many reactions to ad- 
dictive drugs. 


Methyl methacrylate, used as a ce- 


ment in total hip replacement surgery, 
may cause a skin inflammation known as 
contact dermatitis. 


Dr. Alexander A. Fisher, clinical pro- 


fessor of dermatology at New York 
University school of medicine, cites the 
case of an orthopedic surgeon who be- 
came sensitized to the substance. The 
surgeon suffered a skin eruption after 
each time he performed a total hip re- 
placement. 


If a person is allergic to the sub- 


stance, the ailment can be treated with a 
cortisone-type drug, the doctor says. D

For one thing, reveille blares over the 


base's loudspeaker system at 6:15 a .m. 
—which is at least an hour and a half 
after most basic trainees are up and 
working. Secondly, this is the modern 
army: bugle calls, except for special 
occasions, are prerecorded on tape. 
And thirdly, believe it or not, most 
WAC trainees say they don't mind 
getting up at 4:30 or 5. But that's be- 
cause they go to bed at 9. 


All 
together, 
the 
13,000-strong 


Women's Army Corps is a friendly out- 
fit, perhaps because it's non-violent. No 
rifles are issued to Wacs and all arms 
training is optional. It's also an all-vol- 
unteer force, though ratification of the 
Equal Rights Amendment could mean 
that women will no longer be excluded 
from the draft. 


But what is much more likely is that 


the entire Army will become a volunteer 
force with an increased proportion of 
women. 
^.Why would a girl join the Army? 
Mostly, the female soldiers say, for the 
job training and experience of the 
world. Many are impressed, too, by the 
Army pay scale. Enlistees sign up for 
three years, starting at $288 per month, 
with almost no expenses. 


'Who am I?' 


"I think I'm immature and I joined 


the army to find out who I am," says 
21-year-old Pvt. Kathy Tocco 
from 


Logansport, Ind. 
* Pvt. Donna Harrison, an 18-year-old 
from Plattsburgh, N.Y., says, "I wanted 
to get away from home and I was too 
scared to take a job. And the Army gave 
me a choice of occupations and a way 
to save money.'' 


Patriotism is also a frequently cited 


reason for joining up. But even that 
plays second fiddle to recruits' vision 
of the Army as a giant job training 
center.The question is: training for what? 


During much of both the enlisted 


women's eight-week basic training and 
the college-educated officers' 18-week 
basic course, it looks as if what the 
Army is training is a battalion of fanatic 
charwomen. Recruits scrub bathroom 
floors, wash miles of pots and haul 
garbage cans when they pull KP, and 
make their own beds so a quarter could 
bounce on them. There is also a detail 
in the modern army known as "ecology 
patrol." Formerly called "lawn police," 
the job consists of picking up carelessly 
strewn rubbish from the grounds of the 
training center. 


Work details aside, basic training is 


a busy period. Recruits practice the 
military version of a pirouette, the per- 
fect about-face. Then they limber up 
from drill marching with calisthenics. 
They also learn how to administer first 
aid. And they spend hours in reading 
workshops preparing for the onslaught 
of Army forms most enlisted Wacs will 
have to fill out as their basic military job. 


Gas mask practice 


Field training—only a two-day stint 


—is most recruits' favorite activity. 
Girls learn how to don gas masks; tear 
gas is used for practice. Nerve gases 
are internationally outlawed, of course, 
but like Girl Scouts, the Wacs must be 
prepared. In fact, the Women's Army 
Corps shares Fort McClellan with the 
awesome Army Chemical Corps. 


During field maneuvers the young 


women are also taught how to pitch 
and camouflage tents. Personal camou- 
flage is accomplished by protruding 
twigs and leaves from sleeves and hel- 
mets. Artistic types craft rather fantastic 
Easter bonn'ets this way. The less vain 
also slap mud on their faces the-better 
to blend into the surroundings. Then 
everyone jumps into the woods and 
hides. Those found by field training 
officers become "prisoners of war." The 
rest, summoned by horn, emerge from 
the forest as jubilant baggy-pants Eves. 
Break time is full of circle dances and 
songs. 


For everyday grooming, the WAC 


eschews the mud pack. Polishing and 
ironing are the mainstays of military 
chic. Uniforms are ironed as many as

three and four times a day. Novices may 
spend two pre-bedtime hours polishing 
their shoes and brass to a high military 
gleam. 


And yet the Women's Army Corps is 


changing. Lt. Col. Ann Fisher, com- 
mander of WAC Training Battalion, says, 
"We stress the perfectly made bed or 
polished- shoes, not in and of them- 
selves, but to teach discipline and self- 
confidence and create esprit de corps 
among 40 girls who-are living [in one 
room] and working together. 


"If we give an order we expect it to 


be followed immediately. But we do 
have training seminars during which 
girls can question the reasons." 


Rainbow troops 


Discipline starts early in the WAC— 


even before a girl has a uniform. "Rain- 
bow Troops" is the name given to 
women so new to Army life that, still 
in civilian clothes, they look like pea- 
cocks next to their uniformed sisters. 
One group of rainbow troops misunder- 
stood an order to board a bus. As a 
consequence, all privileges like soda 
pop, smoking, or receiving mail were 
canceled. 


The fledgling soldiers took this in 


stride. "When you see a nine-foot lady 
walking toward you with all those 
stripes on her arm, and you realize she 
has the authority to punish you further, 


you suddenly know you can live with- 
out a cigarette," explains Pvt. Gloria 
Perry who only three days before left 
civilian life in St. Louis. 


There is also kindness in the Women's 


Army Corps. Trainees may tremble as 
they stand at attention before Lt. Col. 
Fisher's inspection. But she will look 
over a girl in a slightly crumpled uni- 
form and say, "Your ironing needs work. 
I always had trouble with that myself." 


The rigidity, of course, eases up after 


basic training as recruits pursue ad- 
vanced training courses. The battalion 
of cleaning women becomes an army 
of clerk-typists, instead. Or medical 
corpsmen. 
Qualified 
enlistees can 


choose other occupational specialties, 
but most end up trading in their 
mops for typewriters and hypodermic 
needles. 


Eighty-six percent of enlisted women 


complete basic training. And almost all 
cite a new sense of pride and the 
friends they have made as the best 
things about Army life. 


"I was a nervous wreck my first three 


weeks," recalls Pvt. Marcia Bernasink 
of Buffalo, N.Y. "Army life was a shock 
to almost all of us. But now I feel proud 
I could match up to the standards. And 
I'll never forget the friends I've made 
here."

echo these sentiments and generally 
endorse the results of WAC training: 
discipline and camaraderie. But they 
can also be articulately critical about 
what they perceive to be Army short- 
comings. 


Lt. Kay Hatch, a tall blonde from the 


University of New Mexico, was won 
over by the financial incentives. Be- 
cause she was accepted for officers 


training before her senior year, the 
Army paid her $505.50 per month dur- 
ing her final two terms at college. Now 
she makes $530.70 per month, and 
housing and food are free. Unlike an 
enlisted woman who has over 30 room- 
mates, she, as a training second lieuten- 
ant, shares her room with only one 
woman, and has only a two-year com- 
mitment. But she still has to meet Army 
inspections standards. Reflecting on this 
she says, "You feel like a fool when you 
realize you've been re-ironing the sheets 
While they're on your bed. 


Final result: The military occupational specialty of most enlisted 
Wacs is clerical. Here they take advanced training lor clerk-typing. 


"And some of the classroom instruc- 


tion insults my intelligence. I think many 
of the girls agree with me that political 
teaching tends to follow an outworn 
formula. But there is a willingness to 
listen to your suggestions for change 
here." 


Trainee officers, many of them re- 


cent witnesses of the anti-war scene on 
campus, faced the disbelief of friends 
when they joined. Lt. Carolyn Toynes, 
a pretty black graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Texas at El Paso, signed up be- 
cause she wanted responsible experi- 
ence behind her. "My friends, especially 
men, didn't like my decision," she says. 
"But I'm still the same person. Let's put 
it this way—I wouldn't go to a peace 
demonstration in my uniform." 


Changes wanted 


There have not yet been any wom- 


en's liberation demonstrations on base, 
but a surprising number of the young 
WAC officers' suggestions for change 
have to do with the status of women 
in the Army. There are 469 military 
occupational specialties of which 149 
are open to women. Some of the closed 
ones are combat positions, and women 
aren't pleading for them. But others 
which were open to women during 
World War II are now closed to them: 
like 
airplane 
maintenance, 
aircraft 


warning specialist, and carpenter. 


Many of the female officers feel they 


would like to join directly, after train- 
ing, non-combat military divisions like 
Intelligence. However, when a woman 
is detailed to such a division she 
remains within the limited female hier- 
archy of command. The Army has 534 
generals. Only two—Brig. Gen. Mildred 
Bailey, head of the WAC, and Brig.,Gen. 
Lillian Dunlap, head of the Army Fftirs- 
ing Corps—are women. 


Other significant issues include the 


stipulation that an under-21 woman 
needs parental consent to join the 
WAC, all women must be single until 
basic training is over, and a woman 
cannot draw automatically a depen- 
dency allowance for her husband. A 
man receives an Unquestioned allow- 
ance for his wife, even if she works. 


But women soldiers are mostly con- 


tent, even enthusiastic. And Vietnam 
seems Very far away from the green 
rolling hills of Fort McClellan. 


The young male soldiers who come, 


sometimes from other bases, to Fort 
McClellan's Officers' Club on Saturday 
night, are much more concerned with 
the war. But when a' Viet vet, slightly 
in his cups, recalled his combat ex- 
perience, a good-looking WAC lieu- 
tenant gently told him, "Let's forget 
about all that and have some fun."

ix years ago, on Jan. 9, 1966, 


Parade's editor Jess Corljin, in an 
open letter to the Johnson Admin- 
istration and in subsequent articles, 


suggested that the United States and 
the Soviet Union join forces in the 
peaceful exploration of outer space. 


In furtherance of this idea, Parade 


recommended that the U.S. invite a 
Soviet cosmonaut to team up with an 
American astronaut for a joint space 
flight. 


Parade believed then, as it does now, 


that outer space, the moon, the planets, 
other galaxies belonged to all mankind 
and that no nation because of its ad- 
vanced technical know-how had the 
right to claim them as their own. 


The Johnson Administration gave lip 


service to the idea but did little to 
implement it—this in contrast to the 
adoption by John F. Kennedy and the 
implementation by Lyndon Johnson of 
another Parade suggestion: the Wash- 
ington-Moscow Hot Line, which was 
established in 1963.

It was the Nixon 
Administration 


which really ran with the space ball. 


Last month on May 24th, Nixon and 


Soviet Chairman Alexei Kosygin signed 
an eight-point agreement here concern- 
ing cooperation in the exploration and 
use of outer space for peaceful pur- 
poses, thus bringing to fruition con- 
sultations between the U.S.A. and -the 
U.S.S.R. that started quietly back in 
October, 1970, when working groups 
from both countries met in Houston 
and Moscow. 


The date is set 


The agreement holds that sometime 


in 1975, U.S. astronauts and Soviet cos- 
monauts will meet in space in a joint 
docMng rendezvous. 


When that test comes to pass and 


a U.S. Apollo spacecraft with two astro- 
nauts aboard physically joins with a 
Soviet Soyuz spacecraft with two cos- 
monauts aboard, the whole world will 
be able to watch and hear the ma- 
neuver via television while it takes place 
200 miles above the earth. 


Thus for the next few years, starting 


next month, in preparation for that his- 
toric experiment, the American people 
are going to have Soviet spacemen in 
this country learning English and swap- 
ping their know-how while American 
spacemen undergo the same process in 
Russia. Project directors for the mission 
have been designated in both countries. 
For the U.S. it is Glynn S. Lunney of 
NASA and for the Soviets it's K. D. 
Bushuyev of the Soviet Academy. 


What does this all mean to the aver- 


age Soviet citizen? On the day Nixon 
and £osygin signed their agreement I 
stopped half a dozen Muscovites and 
asked them. 


Confused cabbie 


Said one cabdriver: "It's an appealing 


idea but I don't really understand it. 
Frankly I would rather own a television 
set." 


A Soviet psychologist offered the fol- 


lowing opinion: "The agreement em- 
braces all the right ideas because it pre- 
supposes working together with the 
Americans, exchanging ideas and re- 
viewing each other's research programs. 
This probably 
signifies that some 


money will be saved in preventing 
duplication between the two countries 
and perhaps such money will be re- 
allocated to other more needy and less 
abstract fields of our economy."

A schoolteacher volunteered: "Any- 


thing which brings people together, 
even in space, is a step in the right di- 
rection on earth." That seems to be the 
majority and typical opinion. 


In the United States, Dr. Edward 


David, President Nixon's science ad- 
viser,, pointed out that the space and 
science and technology agreements 
create "possibilities for cooperation 
between Soviet and American scientists 


in such important fields as the discovery 
of new sources of energy, the practical 
use of natural resources and high 
energy physics. 


Building a bridge 


"The 
President's bold action in 


undertaking a joint U.S.-Soviet space 
venture," he continued, "is a significant 
step in international cooperation. It is 
also a vindication of the judgment of 


many visionaries. As they predicted, 
concrete ana cooperative steps in the 
exploration of space can build a tangible 
bridge across the disparate thinking and 
culture of our two societies." 


As to what it means to the typical 


American, it may well be summed up 
in a letter to Parade from Mrs. D. A. 
Powell of Portland, Oreg., "Space is an 
area for peaceful exploration, not a 
battleground."

old ex-Beatle and his 38-year-old Jap- 
anese wife are engaged in an epic battle 
to remain in this country. 


What they're up against is a U.S. anti- 


drug immigration law. And John was 
convicted of marijuana possession in 
London in 1968. This is not the first 
time that alien celebrities and U.S. Im- 
migration have clashed. The case of 
Charlie Chaplin is world-famous. But 
whereas Chaplin took a if you don't 
want me, I don't want you attitude, the 
Lennons are involved in an all-out 
struggle to remain here. 


The highly publicized couple are 


hardly ragged immigrants leaving the 
wretched shores of Europe behind. Yet 
their reasons for desiring to stay here 
are compelling. They want to be re- 
united with Yoko's 8-year-old daughter, 
Kyoko, who is presently being hid- 
den by her father, Anthony Cox, and his 
second wife, Melinda. And they want 
to practice their arts in the country 
where, as John Lennon puts it, "It's all 
happening. 


"When the Roman Empire was at its 


peak, would you have wanted to live 
in Rome or in the outlying state, Great 
Britain?" asks John. "America is the 
20th century and it's where Yoko and

I want to be." 


"I cannot possibly leave New York 


before I find Kyoko," says Yoko who 
was awarded legal custody of her 
daughter by a Texas court in March 
after school 'principal Mary Patricia 
Rives testified that Yoke's ex-husband 
and his wife Had failed to provide ade- 
quate schooling for the child. But be- 
fore the decision could take effect 
Tony and Melinda Cox disappeared 
with Kyoko. 


"I worry about Kyoko all the time," 


says her mother. "The Coxes wander 
from place to place, from commune to 
commune, each time changing Kyoko's 
name. John and I have no way to tell 
her we love her, except on a record we 
hope she'll hear. I'm so afraid that if 
we're forced to leave America, Kyoko 
will be lost to us forever." 


U.S. is best 


John Lennon insists that even after 


Kyoko is found, he and Yoko will stay 
here if they possibly can. "We want 
Kyoko with us, and the U.S. is the best 
place for us all to be." 


At the moment John and Yoko live 


in a modest apartment in New York's 
Greenwich Village. One room triples 
as a cooking, dining, and office area. 
The other is a sky-lit bedroom. 


The bedroom is dominated by a 


large antique bed facing a constantly-on 
color television set. The Lennons are 
addicted to American television, par- 
ticularly All in the Family and old 
movies. 


A piano with a needlepoint-covered 


bench, mirrored dressing table, and a 
map of Manhattan above the bed com- 
plete the room's furnishings. Here in 
the bedroom, the couple work from 
noon to .dusk, composing songs, and 
thinking up ideas for poems, films, and 
illustrations. 


John's inventive sense of fun fits in 


well with Yoko's whimsical imagination. 
An early action-poem of Yoko's called 
Beat Piece is complete in one line: 
"Listen to a heart beat." An avant film 
they made together, iegs, features 333 
pairs of naked legs. 


Music recorded 


In the evenings the Lennons record 


their music at a studio, and on the 
weekends they visit friends or bike-ride 
around the city. 


"We're really a middle-aged couple 


leading a quiet existence," insists Yoko. 
"And certainly we're as much against 
drug abuse as anyone. The government 
.may think we're free-living, free-load- 
ing youth, but that's confusing us with 
our constituency. Our only hobby is 
work." 


John and Yoko find New York a good 


city to work in. "There's no place like 
New York for artists," says John. -"The 


The Lennons work in their small Greenwich Village apartment. 
On the wall behind their bed hangs a large map ol Manhattan. 


city breeds ideas—like all of America 
it's alive and I feel changed by it. I 
love malteds. I love the wide-open 
spaces you can go to on vacations. If 
we can stay here there are so many 
places I want to visit: New Orleans, 
Memphis, and Nashville where all the 
music was born. I fee/ American. Even 
my accent is at home here." 


And many Americans have stepped 


forward to welcome the Lennons' pres- 
ence here. Three universities have 
offered them teaching posts. And in a 
quiet irony, the American Bar Associa- 
tion's Committee on Drug Abuse, 
financed in part by the Justice Depart- 
ment, has asked them to record anti- 
drug commercials. 


Artists of distinction 


Prominent citizens both here and in 


England have asked Immigration to let 
them stay. Mayor John V. Lindsay of 
New York City has termed the deporta- 
tion proceedings against them an "un- 
usual and harsh action" and stated that 
"artists of their distinction should be 
allowed to remain here." 


Britain's Lord Harlech, ex-ambassador 


to the United States and former escort 
of Jackie Kennedy Onassis, has also 
testified to Immigration on the Len- 
nons' behalf. 


New legislation may also help. Sen. 


Alan Cranston (D., Calif.) has intro- 
duced a bill stipulating that conviction 
for marijuana possession is not an abso- 
lute bar to immigration. "The present 
rule is cruelly insensitive and inflexi- 
ble," he says. "Arbitrary laws that pro- 
vide no leeway for compassion and 
forgiveness run counter to all demo- 
cratic principles." 


Cranston's bill is not expected to 


reach a vote until 1973. The Lennons 
hope for compassion before that But 
no matter how long it takes, they will 
continue to seek a way to make Amer- 
ica their home.

When the heat's on, the herbs are fresh, and summertime 


living starts to be easy, think of a gazpacho — a cold Spanish 
soup with a great many variations. The one William White 
Parish prepares at his summer home for weekending guests 
requires a blender, a sharp knife, a cutting board, a wide- 
mouth gallon or half-gallon jar, and a bit of time. 


Bill Parish, an ex-New York publishing executive currently 


working in the photo department of the White House, has 
been cooking since he was 12 years old — most of his knowl- 
edge imparted by his globe-trotting gourmet father. Bill, who 
claims he could handle chopsticks at the age of 5, has been 
a cooking luminary in Greenwich Village for years, preparing 
gourmet dishes for large parties as well as being the master 
chef for the Amateur Comedy Club. He also has a cookbook 
on soups, stews and chowders in the works. 


There are four "musts" to Bill Parish's gazpacho. 1. Make 


the soup a day before serving. 2. Keep it bottled in the re- 
frigerator, almost frozen, until just before using, then shake 
heartily and serve. 3. Chill the soup plates in the freezer. 4. 
Go out of your way to use fresh ingredients. 


Gazpacho 


6 large tomatoes, peeled 


and finely chopped ' 


1 cucumber, pared and 


finely chopped 


1 small green pepper, 


finely chopped 


2 celery stalks, finely 


chopped 


20 sprigs parsley, snipped 
10 scallions, finely chopped

CAN CHEESE BE FROZEN? In general, the answer is yes, if it 
is relatively fresh and stored in the unopened package, prop- 
erly wrapped and thawed in the refrigerator overnight before 
using. Of course the freezer temperature should be 0° to 4° 
and refrigerator temperature 38° to 42°. 


Natural cheddar, in all its forms, will maintain excellent 


quality for 6 weeks; Natural Swiss in chunk or slices for 6 to 
8 weeks, process cheese for 4 months; individually wrapped 
slices of "American singles" and loaf cheeses for 4 months; 
cream cheese in its original package plus foil overwrap for 2 
months. Leftover chunks of natural cheeses, properly wrapped, 
will keep well for from 4 to & weeks.

Store in tightly closed plastic 
bag or crisper in the refrigerator. 


To shred, cut a head of ic berg lettuce in half with sharp 


knife. Place cut side down on cutting board and shred finely 
across the heart. Or make "rafts" by cutting the head in cross- 
wise slices, to be topped with other salad ingredients of your 
choice.

restless 2-year-okl, sniffling with 
a coldi trips over the extension 
cord of a steam vaporizer on his 
toy chest. As the vaporizer top 


flips off, hot water spills over him, se- 
verely burning his back and face. 


A housewife, preparing dinner, starts 


lo insert a beater in an electric mixer. 
Her thumb drops down and inadver- 
tently switches on the machine. Whirl- 
ing blades fracture two fingers. 


As a 10-year-old boy rides his new 


bike in front of his home, his foot slips 
off the pedal. He falls hard, breaking 
his arm. 


All 
these accident victims were 


rushed to a hospital emergency room 
for treatment. But their cases did not 
end there.Through a new, highly so- 
phisticated, coast-to-coast early-warn- 
ing network, steps were taken to 
prevent similar mishaps. 


Top was loose 


The vaporizer, which had a loose- 


fitting top, was remodeled by the manu- 
facturer so that the top locks on and 
only a small amount of hot water can 
spill out. On the mixer, the maker 
placed the switch where it cannot be 
turned on accidentally. Also, the motor 
now goes from "Off" to "Low Speed," 
rather than directly to "High Speed." 
As for the bike, the bicycle industry 
agreed to provide pedals with enough 
sliding friction to keep a rider's shoe 
from slipping. 


Behind the chain reaction is a remark- 


able 
computerized 
program called 


NEISS (National Electronic Injury Sur- 
veillance System), set up by the Food 
and Drug Administration's Bureau of 
Product Safety. Launched last July, it 
hooks up 119 hospital energency rooms 
around the nation to gather a daily pro- 
file of injuries related to products used . 
in and around the home, including play- 
grounds. Of the 20 million such home 
accidents each year, about two out of 
five are treated in emergency rooms. 


1700 cases reported 


Here in Berwyn, a middle-income 


Chicago suburb, the big, sprawling 
MacNeal Memorial Hospital has been 
one of the first links in the reporting 
network. MacNeal's eight busy emer- 
gency examining rooms also serve a 
dozen surrounding towns with a total 
population of 350,000. Since last Sep- 
ipmber. the hospital has recorded 1700 
cases associated with consumer items. 
Injuries ranged from contusions to am- 
putation of fingers and legs. 


The reporting process begins when a 


specially trained hospital employee re- 


cords on a teletypewriter the coded facts 
on each accident. Perforated tape is 
then loaded in a special "reader" on the 
machine. Between midnight and 3 a.m., 
a switching device on a computer in 
Washington automatically polls Mac- 
Neal and the other 118 hospitals, in 
effect asking "What's up?" and reading 
the tapes. Next morning, the Injury 
Data and Control Center in Washington 
reviews the cases and decides—largely 
on the basis of severity or frequency— 
which should get priority follow-ups. 


When one of FDA's 700 field investi- 


gators is assigned to a product-injury 
category, such as vaporizers, he inter- 
views the patients for fuller details. A 
sample of the product may be obtained, 
then tested in -a laboratory. The report 
to NEISS headquarters is analyzed for 
possible action. If remedies are in- 
dicated, 
manufacturers 
or 
industry 


representatives are summoned to Wash- 
ington to consider NEISS proposals. In 
some cases, the Bureau can compel 
compliance through regulations. 


"It's a great idea," says George Heid- 


kamp, MacNeal Hospital's administra- 
tor. "We got into NEISS because as a

Accident-triggering products run the 


gamut from faulty household appli- 
ances to flimsy juvenile furniture, sports 
equipment, toys and flammable fabrics. 
Six children have died when their 
clothes were caught in playground slide

handrails or on a protruding bolt. Tod- 
dlers have choked to death when 
caught in netting-covered playpens. 
Poorly guarded home workshop table 
saws and woodworking joiner-planers 
have severed men's fingers. 


Besides detecting injury "epidemics," 


the Bureau of Product Safety is explor- 
ing particular items. Among them are 
plastic-type shoes which increase the 
risk of falling, electric blankets which 
cause fires, and synthetic flammable 
Christmas trees. Some investigations are 
set off by requests from Congressmen 
and even manufacturers. 


This year, 36,000 reported injuries 


will be investigated, 22,000 through 
phone interviews and 14,000 in depth, 
on the scene. Among children's haz- 
ards alone, over 100 different products 
are tested every month. 


To date, the payoffs in life-and-limb- 


saving action through NEISS have been 
impressive.

amples: 


Knob problem 


• On certain electric stoves, control 


knobs are easily turned on by young- 
sters or by adults who brush up against 
them. The heating element doesn't turn 
red, yet it's hot enough to burn an 


unwary person. After in-depth investiga- 
tions, manufacturers consented to mod- 
ify placement of the knobs. Under new 
standards, a warning light for each 
burner is to be placed conspicuously on 
a panel or on the stove itself. 


• Wringer washing machines have 


grabbed the hands of youngsters who 
touch the rollers, pulling in their arms. 
The industry is voluntarily installing a 
mechanism that automatically releases a 
hand or arm. 


• In-depth investigations and analy- 


ses of over 400 bicycle injuries and 52 
deaths reported through NEISS—out of 
some million bike accidents a year— 
revealed major flaws. The government 
has asked the Bicycle Manufacturers 
Association to revise its standards to in- 
clude these safety features: additional 
light reflectors to make the bike visible 
in the dark from the side as well as the 
rear; redesigned and relocated gear 
shifts, formerly mounted on horizontal 
bars, to minimize groin injuries; pedals 
to hold feet more firmly, and lower seat 


posts to increase the- rider's control of 
the bike. 


• In cribs, children have choked 


when their heads were' caught between 
slats. Regulations will fix the proper dis- 
tance between bars. 


Along the way, NEISS has picked up 


some weird and lethal products. A 
"Worm Probe," to collect bait for fish- 
ing, consisted of two wood-handled 
metal rods attached to an electric ex- 
tension cord. After an area of earth is 
soaked with water, the rods are inserted,

and theoretically the tingling sensation 
drives up the frantic worms. Sounds 
great? Sadly, the Probe electrocuted 
eight people. The Bureau issued a pub- 
Jic warning, then ordered a recall of the 
gadget under the Federal Hazardous 
Substances Act. Recently, when the Bu- 
reau heard that the 
Probes were 


shipped to Belgium, it tipped off the 
Belgian authorities. 


New hazards 


Trends in potentially dangerous prod- 


ucts keep cropping up. Currently, snow- 
mobiles get involved in accidents when 
they're driven, without adequate lights, 
across fields where unseen wires or 
chains can break the rider's neck. In 
addition, snowmobiles lacking shock 
absorbers bounce the rider out when he 
hits a bump. NEISS is studying casualty 
reports and planning new industry-wide 
standards. And investigators are looking 
sharply at Water beds, to make sure that 
they're well insulated against electricity. 


How are the nation's manufacturers 


reacting to the new surveillance system? 


"At the outset," says Dr. Robert Ver- 


halen/NEISS's director of Injury Data 
Management, 
"some 
manufacturers 


were alarmed or resentful, until we ex- 
plained what we're doing—that we're 
not on a witchhunt. We want to help 
them make safer products. 


"By and large they're very coopera- 


tive when confronted with proof of de- 
fects. Clearly, voluntary changes are 
not made as fast as when the law makes 
them mandatory. If they use our data as 
a basis for modifying a product, manu- 
facturers can be just as happy as satis- 
fied consumers. In fact, manufacturers 
have gone so far as to offer us financial 
support but, of course, we can't accept 
such funds." 


NEISS's value goes beyond the obvi- 


ous goal of protecting consumers. Its 
up-to-date intelligence from all over 
the nation will be applied by educators 
in 
much-needed safety campaigns. 


Plaintiffs' lawyers can introduce the 
findings into evidence in injury cases, 
while manufacturers can design safer 
products that will keep them from be- 
ing sued. And legislators will be encour- 
aged to pass laws which will reduce 
consumer injuries. 


Speaking for the nation's hospitals, 


Dr. Madison B. Brown, head of the 
American Hospital Association, com- 


• ments: 


"Hospital emergency rooms treat the 


same accidents over and over. Patching 
people up, but not correcting the cause 
of the injury, takes the valuable time of 
doctors and adds to the consumer's 
medical costs. NEISS is a cooperative 
experiment in preventive 
medicine. 


Health care no longer means just treat- 
ing people when they get sick, it means 
keeping them well." 


Expansion foreseen 


Looking ahead, Malcolm W. Jensen, 


director of the Bureau of Product Safe- 
ty, foresees expansion of NEISS moni- 
toring 
to 
private doctors' 
offices, 


community clinics, and,even the home. 


"The 
average consumer," 
Jensen 


points out, "can't tell in advance wheth- 
er the product he buys is going to be 
defective or dangerous." 


With the NEISS watchdogs pinning 


down the culprits, we're moving into a 
new era in product safety, based on 
hard 
facts rather than guesswork.

Several 
weeks 
ago 
Presi- 


dent Nixon, accompanied by 
182 reporters, photogra- 
phers, and TV newsmen, flew 
to Moscow. 


The ostensible reason was 


to sign a series of agree- 
ments with the Soviets in 
the fields of space, pollu- 
tion, trade, medicine, and 
armaments. 


The basic reason, how- 


ever, was to enlist Soviet 
cooperation in halting the 
Vietnamese war before the 
November Presidential 
election. 


The Soviets played along 


with the show-case reason, 
but Brezhnev, Kosygin, and 
Podgorny would do nothing 
to stop the war. 


Lip service aside, quite 


the contrary. 


While they were signing 


noble-sounding agreements 
with their right hands, 
agreements noisily trum- 
peted by the largest D.S. 
news corps ever to accom- 
pany Nixon overseas, the 
Russians were moving with 
their left hands, those 
closest to their Communist 
hearts, fresh shipments of 
sophisticated rockets and 
other war materiel to North 
Vietnam. 


These were moved across 


China by rail to help the 
North Vietnamese beat Pres- 
ident Nixon's blockade of 
their ports. 


Vasseli Tolstikov, the 


Soviet Ambassador to China, 
returned to Moscow a day 
before Nixon and his travel 
• roupe arrived. Tolstikov 
reported to Gromyko and 
Brezhnev that China had 
promised "to place no 
obstacle in the way" of 
Soviet and other Eastern 
European aid to North 
Vietnam. Moreover, he un- 
derscored, they had prom- 
iGed to facilitate such 
shipments from the two 
main Chinese railway 
terminals at 
Chungking and 


Nanking via lesser known 
railway spurs and roads 
into North Vietnam. While 
some Western diplomats 
speculated that the Soviets 
would be reluctant to 
freight their latest type 
SAM missiles across China 
in view of the sensitive 
state of Sino-Soviet rela- 
tions, one highly-placed 
Soviet official confided to 
Intelligence Beport, "We 
will supply North Vietnam 
with anything it needs. We 
cannot afford to do less. 


Hanoi is pressuring us to 
forego our ideological 
quarrels with China and to 
help us defeat the Ameri- 
can blockade. 


"By expanding the war, 


you Americans may have 
helped us to improve our 
relationship with China — 
something until now we have 
been unable to do. So we 
thank you, and we are only 
too happy to sign with you 
agreements in the sphere of 
pollution and other 
important subjects."

Are they insane? Are they 
pathological? Are they 
alcoholics? 


With the exception of a 


very small group of parents 
who are definitely psy- 
chotic, child-heaters are 
normal people who, unable 
to share their emotions 
with others, express their 
frustration in violence. • 


So declares Dr. Edward 


Lenoski, director of the 
Child Evaluation Center at 
the University of Southern 
California Medical Center. 


"If you hear your neigh- 


bor mercilessly beating her 
child," he advises, "it is 
usually better not to call 
the police. If you can, 
try to engage your neighbor 
in conversation. Say to 
her, 'It sounds as if you 
were having a lot of trou- 
ble. Is there something I 
can do to help you?' 


"If that doesn't work," 


Dr. lenoski says, "the 
rights of the child take 
precedence over everything 
else, and the neighbor must 
call in someone in author- 
ity." Preferably some 
authority other than the 
police. 


"In Hawaii," Dr. lenoski 


points out, "child-abuse 
cases are handled by the 
Welfare Department. A fly- 
ing squad from the Welfare 
Department comes to the 
house where a child-beating 
is reported. Not only do 
they handle the immediate 
emergency, but -they bend 
every effort to solve prob- 
lems at home." 


Child-beaters can be re- 


habilitated, pediatrician 
Lenoski claims, but not by 
jail. Moreover they must be 
rehabilitated, because the 
child who is beaten, if he 
grows up, beats his own 
children in turn, and the 
cycle continues indefi- 
nitely. 


"In Denver, several years 


ago," Lenoski reports, "64 
people who had been con- 
victed of beating children 
were visited at least once 
a week by lay workers. 
These workers came as 
friends, to help with prob- 
lems of any kind—washing, 
'roning, grocery-shopping. 


"For a long time, the

U.S. Embassy 
personnel are 
supposed to 
look after 


American interests abroad. 
But all too often, they are 
obliged to act as lackeys 
for traveling VIP1a. 


Junketing Congressmen, in 


particular, are pampered. 


Embassy staffs provide them 
with information, make 
their appointments, arrange 
their accommodations and 
sometimes carry their lug- 
gage. The State Department 
has gone as far as to 
publish explicit instruc- 
tions on the care and 
feeding of Congressmen. 


The 36-page booklet is 


called "Handbook for 
Congressional Foreign 
Travel" and is stamped "For 
limited Use Only." 


"Baggage should be deliv- 


ered to the Congressmen's 
rooms," directs the hand- 
book. "At the earliest 
possible moment after 
arrival—get the keys in 
advance so members can go 
directly to their rooms— 
arrange for ice, water and 
food, if appropriate to be 
in the rooms of the party 
upon arrival..." 


Hot only do the embassies 


pamper Congressmen, but 
they occasionally are 
pressed into taking care of 
Congressmen's friends, too. 
Some close friends of 
Congressman James Kee (D., 
W. Va.) for example, 
recently visited Madrid. 
Kee instructed the State 
Department to take good 
care of them. State duti- 
fully cabled Madrid and 
asked the embassy to extend 
"all appropriate 
courtesies." 


This included flowers to 


be placed in their hotel 
room. The cable directed 
that the card be inscribed 
"Welcome Betty Ann and 
Bart, from Jim Kee." 


Kee paid for the flowers, 


but the taxpayers were 
stuck for the delivery 
service. 


Reform 
schools are 
going coed

f this year's American women's track and field team runs off 
with more Olympic medals than ever before, it will be due 
primarily to the efforts of a 38-year-old lawyer and his team 
of gritty, dedicated, and dashing girls. 
Fred Thompson, an American Broadcasting Company law- 


yer, has parlayed a 12-year concern for his native Brooklyn 
ghetto neighborhood into an internationally renowned girls 
track team—'the Atoms. And the 50-member Atoms Club 
stands a good chance of landing as many as 12 women on the 
team that will compete at the Olympic Games in Munich, 
Germany, in late August. 


College is goal 


The fact that a few of the Atoms might win Olympic medals 


doesn't excite the founder-coach as much as the probability 
that more Atoms than ever before will be attending college in 
the fall. Thompson is not an ordinary coach, and his mission is 
not merely meters and hurdles. 


Thompson, who started the 'Atoms in 1960 as a youth 


reclamation, program, knows firsthand that if one is black, and 
growing older in the ghetto known as Bed-Stuy, the way out 
is difficult. For hundreds of Bed-Stuy girls, Thompson, on his 
own money and energy, has provided the outlet. 


The Atoms' Cheryl Toussaint, Pat Hawkins and Gail Fitz- 


gerald have all become national and world record holders. 
But Thompson stiii assesses his team's formidable reputation 
matter-of-factly: "Everyone seems to know the Atoms because 
of their athletic achievements, but I'm really more proud of 
them because of their education—even if they just get out of 
high school with higher averages. We have 11 girls in col 
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lege now—not on athletic scholarships 
because that doesn't exist for girls—but 
we've found ways of piecing it all to- 
gether." 


Training is grueling. One observer 


sensed the pain and fatigue watching 
ihe girls run at the Boys' High School 
athletic field on a recent early evening. 


Thompson is tough, striding around 


with stopwatches in hand, barking out 
orders. "Come on, butt that turn . . . 
lust a carry-through, no lift . . . good 
girl . . . Keep your form, Shelley. . . 
good." 


Pat Hawkins, one of the world's 


speediest women and national 200- 
meter champion, tried to explain how 
it is with Thompson: "It's hard to de- 
scribe the total relationship you feel 
with Freddy, but you just want to please 
him. You want to get good marks in 
school, to run well, and act right. In 
other words, to be a total person." 


Pat is one of Thompson's "salvage" 


projects. When she joined the team in 
her junior year of high school she was 
fast on her feet, but lacking foresight or 
thought of her future. "I wasn't think- 
ing of going to college," she says. 
"School isn't for everybody and I didn't 
like it. If I hadn't joined the Atoms and 
become involved, I would have fin- 
ished high school, maybe, and be mar- 
ried with two kids." 


Instead, Pat Hawkins started absorb- 


ing the Atoms academic discipline and 
improved her studies over the next two 
years—enough to win an academic 
scholarship to Long Island University 
where she's now a junior. 


The Atoms' regimen* has carried 


Cheryl Toussaint from the streets of 
Bed-Stuy to competition across the U.S., 
to Colombia's Pan-Am Games, and in- 
ternational competition 
in London, 


Paris, Stuttgart, Rumania, and Russia as 
one of this country's leading middle- 
distance runners. 


Cheryl probably personifies Fred's 


dream more than any of her sisters. On 
the track, Cheryl holds the national half- 
mile record and the world's 600-yard 
indoor record. Off the track, she's a 
dean's list math major at New York Uni- 
versity on a Martin Luther King Scholar- 
ship. 


An early start 


Cheryl and fellow NYU Atoms, 


Denise Hooks and Shelley Marshall, are 
picked up by Thompson at 7 a.m. every 
day to run with the rest of the team in 
Brooklyn's Prospect Park for an hour 
and a half. After a day of classes and 
studying, the team reassembles at 6 p.m. 
for two and a half more hours of run- 
ning. 


That Fred Thompson's girls now run 


around the world has taken more than 
just his dedication. It's taken a great 


deal of his money. Until 1969, all fund- 
ing came out of his own pocket. He is 
still paying, but gets some assistance 
from New York Mayor Lindsay's Pro- 
gram on Youth and Physical Fitness. 


The Atoms also have a fashion-plate 


track reputation to uphold. "At the in- 


Atoms Coach Thompson is the heart 
and soul of Brooklyn-based track club. 


door nationals when we won the cham- 
pionship," Thompson recalls, "we had 
a small feminine-cut blue top. What a 
psychological lift that provided. You 
give anyone, especially women, some- 
thing new and bright to wear, and it 
helps." 


The Atoms share common lives and 


common goals. In many ways, they are 
a family unit with Father Freddy presid- 
ing at the head of the table. Many of 
the original girls are still running, and 
the team ranges in age from baby 
Atoms of 8 to Carmen Brown, a 27-year- 
old Atom who will run in her third 
Olympics for her homeland of Jamaica. 


Trials just ahead 


With the Olympic Trials scheduled 


for July 7 and 8 in Frederick, Md., 
Thompson has taken a four-month 
leave of absence from ABC to devote 
all his time to the Atoms. 


But to the Atoms, winning isn't every- 


thing. Sprinter Pat Hawkins says, "We're 
here to run and to help the younger 
girls run, but most important of all, we 
want to set the right kind of example 
for them." 


Traditionally, athletics has been one 


of the few avenues of escape open to 
the black man of the urban ghetto. Fred 
Thompson is seeing to it that hundreds 
of women follow this route—but the 
way leads to college, and dignity.

Sister's a Quarterback 


Ever heard of a female quarter- 


back? They have them at the Uni- 
versity of California's Davis 
campus, where boys and girls 
"join in traditionally all-male 
physical contact sports. 


Touch football, soccer, rugby, 


water polo are completely Inte- 
grated. Basketball and volleyball 
competition is so keen, gymna- 
sium lights burn regularly until 
after midnight. 


According to Dr. Dean Ryan 


who heads the physical educa- 
tion department, the university 
is one of a few In the nation 
where physical education is not 
mandatory. Although students 
are not required to participate, 
more than 6000 do; while an- 
other 3000 applicants were 
turned away for lack of facilities. 


Two years ago, Davis had nine 


coed water polo squads,- today 
it has 64; last year's four "inte- 
grated" football teams have 
grown to 22. 


Gary Colberg, supervisor of 


intramural athletics, cites two 
outstanding girl quarterbacks 
who have become campus celeb- 


rities: "And these girls aren't 
tomboy types. They're just as 
cute as they can be." 


The only body contact sports 


banned between the sexes are 
boxing and wrestling. 


JoAnn Blackwell, a junior and 


physical education major, says, 
"Girls who used to go to football 
games, didn't know what was 
happening. Now girl players 
like myself watch games on TV 
and even enjoy calling the 
plays." 


Child-development major Patti 


Hanson never liked "cutthroat" 
sports and left her all-girl soft- 
ball team for the less competitive 
coed team. "Now, I don't worry 
about making a mistake," she 
says. "That takes a lot of tension 
off the game." 


But all students don't agree 


that coed athletics lacks com- 
petition. Some of the girls are 
real "jocks" says Tom Webb, a 
graduate student who played on 
a water polo team with his wife. 


"She'd never had a chance to 


express herself athletically and 
went out there to win. I'd never 
seen her that way before, she 
was really cool." 


Pessimistic 


Pessimism is the 
burgeoning 


mood on U.S. campuses today. 


The radical fringe declined from 


14 percent of college students in 
1970 to 11 percent in 1971. At the 
same time, however, pessimism be- 
'came so pervasive that today 30 
percent of college students declare 
they would rather live in a country 


other than the U.S. 
. This is the conclusion of a survey, 
"The Changing Values on Campus," 
conducted last year by Daniel 
Yankelovich for the John D. Rocke- 
feller III Fund. 


"Only a handful [of students] be- 


lieve our national policies will lead 
to peace or economic well-being," 
Yankelovich reports. Most agree that 
the U.S. is a "sick society"—as evi- 
denced 
by Vietnam, 
pollution, 


poverty, and prejudice—and needs 
"drastic reform" of its political, 
economic, military and penal sys- 
tems. But, frustrated and pessimistic 
about the prospects for reform, they 
are retreating from the activism of 
the late '60's into more personal 
concerns. 


In their private lives, young people 


are increasingly hostile to authority 
in all forms. For example, 64 percent 
objected to "being bossed around 
on the job," compared to only 44 
percent in 1968. 


Students are also increasingly op- 


posed to war. Fifty percent declared 
that the only justification for war was 
to counteract aggression—down 
from 64 percent in 1968. 


Only one in ten students believes 


that we will be out of Vietnam by the 
November elections, the study re- 
veals, but 90 percent expect to ex- 
ercise their voting franchise. The 
outcome of the election will un- 
doubtedly go a long way either to 
confirm or alleviate their pessimism 
about this country's resolve to 
change. 


New Day Off 


The French government has ap- 


proved a law granting schoolchil- 
dren a day off on Wednesday 
instead of Thursday each week. 
They will continue, however, to at- 
tend classes on Saturday morning. 


The new rule will undoubtedly 


cause a considerable change in 
French family life since the Thurs- 
day day off has been a French tra- 
dition for more than a century, and 
families planned their activities 
around it. 


Many parents wanted the govern- 


ment to abolish Saturday classes, 
thus making the entire weekend 
free, but the authorities decided 
that it would be better to split the 
school week into two more or less 
equal portions. 


Bilingual Schools 


Massachusetts is the first state 


in the nation to require bilingual 
instruction for students with lim- 
ited English ability. 


Starting next September, any 


Massachusetts school system with 
at least 20 linguistically handi- 
capped students will have to pro- 
vide bilingual instruction until the 
children reach sufficiency in Eng- 
lish. The state will foot the addi- 
tional costs. 


An estimated 40,000 children liv- 


ing in the state, most of them 
Puerto Rican or Portuguese, will 
benefit from the new law.

there's plenty of room, plus sufficient 
chairs or other sitting space. Try to make 
the surroundings festive by hanging up 
things like posters of performers. Now- 
adays these often come folded into LP 
albums, or you can pick them up inex- 
pensively. If you don't have posters, the 
record jackets themselves make color- 
ful and lively decorations when taped 
to the wall. 


2. You probably can get a pretty 


good group just by phoning people at 
the last minute. But you'll inject a little 
personality and flair into the situation 
by mailing out invitations, especially 
the kind that display your own artistic 
ability and originality. 


Festival at home 


3. Be a good host. That means trying 


to arrange a program with some order 
to it—perhaps a mixture of various mu- 
sical styles. Make believe you're run- 
ning one of those big summer pop or 
rock festivals. Then play the music in 
a sequence that builds up to an exciting 
climax. If your friends want to bring 
some of their own records to play, let 
them. You might even start up a lively 
musical discussion or two—such as the 
comparative virtues of hard-rock and 
folk-rock. 


4. About dancing. More and more 


youngsters are dancing again—in fact, 
there are reports of a revival of interest 
even in such Pleistocene pastimes as 
jitterbugging. The probability is, espe- 
cially at indoor parties, that if you don't 
start dancing yourself, someone else 


will. That's something to keep in mind 
when you're planning your space ar- 
rangements. 


5. You can sing, too. Most of today's 


songs depend for their punch on words 
as much as their music. Often the words 
are printed on the record jackets. You 
may know them by heart yourself 
from repeated hearings but it's a good 
idea to make copies of the words for 
your guests. That way there's likely to 
be a lot of singing, and closer attention 
paid to the music. 


Keep noise down 


6. Be considerate. Remember that 


you may want to give another party in 
the same place some time. Remember 
that your neighbors may not be as ap- 
preciative of rock as you are. Try not to 
let your party run too long past mid- 
night. If you're holding it in a backyard 
or on a patio, direct the loudspeakers 
so that they play for you, not for the 
whole block. Indoors, keep the sound 
at a reasonable level. 


Serve food, too 


7. Music may be soul-food, but that's 


all. You'll need refreshments and they 
should be both plentiful and imagina- 
tive. In these pages you'll find some 
ideas for party tidbits you can whip up 
and serve up, multiplying the ingredi- 
ents to fit your guest list. Remember 
that food and drink can turn a good 
party into a great one. 


First on your list of refreshments 


should be a cool, bubt-ly punch guaran- 
teed to quench the thirst of your most 
vigorous dancers. The ingredients can 
be multiplied to serve as many musi'- 
lovers as you invite.
